PalTage through a Country fo little fre- 
quent|d.by Europeans* To this I fhall add,, 
an Account of my Expences, aed of the 
Miftakcs and Errors which T inadvertently 
fell into, which may ferve as a Caution fof 
others to avoid the like, 

I fit all begin my Account from Bengali^ 
but as you have probably had a Relation 
of my Voyage from thence to Gombroon 
from Capt, Rebixfoii, I fha.lL pafs that over 
very Hightly. 

You may remember that I took my 
Leave of you November the 2$th, 1749, 
and got on board the EJf/x, Capt, Robhtfon*, 
the goth, who was at Injelly t and wc weigh¬ 
ed from thence at feven, before Noon on the 
fame Day, We had a quick Pillage From 
thence to the I Hand of Zshan of Ceylon* 
feated at the South End of the Peninfula 
of India on this Side the Gorges. We made 
it on the toth of December ^ when the North 
Fall Mmfoon left us, and a Calm eni'ucd : 
However we met with a Current which 
Jet us round the I (land in twenty four Hours 
in a iurpriztng manner ; infomuch that on j,| 
the 14th, about Sunrifc, we faw thcfttajuJ 
about Cape Comma being the mod: Southern ' 
End of the Peninfula abovementioned j 
3 and 
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pud the Sea wind beginning to blow from 
the Weft South Weft, vve got into 
at half an Hour paft ten the fame K ight. 
liis is a Fort belonging to the Englifh, and 
as budt at the Company's Charge in the 
ear 1695, It is naturally fortified by the 
ira on one Side, and a Jittlc River on the 
otlu r, but they have no good Water nearer 
than the Pittance of a League. 

Here we found Ids Majdty’s Ship the 
Rrdv, Cape. Knight^ who was bound to the 
Northward and weighed the next Morning 
with, the Land-wind. We being defirous 
of his Convoy weighed like wife at eight 
before Noon, and went after him, for Wp 
had heard of the T.ofs of the ratim 
Grab, Capt. Lcal: y It being taken by Jit- 
grief. The Ruby had a fmall Ship, called 
the in tow, fo we loon came up and 

kept her company till the ighth, when we 
came to an Anchor at Cochin^ a SectJemenc 
of the Dutch, on the Coatt of Malabar. 
Here we found the final! Fox which raged 
to lb great a Degree that it was little in- 
(flpor to a Plague, no Ids than too having 
died in a Week ; and the Man of the i Joule 
'where we lodged had twenty five down of 
this Difeafe, at the Time of our Arrival.

m A jQtinull frQ’tt 
Cochin is a Capital of a Kingdom gf the 
fameN^me, and is feared in about ten L>e- 
grecs of North Latitude, It was^tiilc by 
die Pcrtvpttftj and was very large, but the a 
Dutch becoming Mailers oi it, they con- 
traded it to one tenth oi the Size, inlo, 
much that it is now but fix hundred Paces 
long and two hundred broad. It has two 
large Baft ions with Curtains fo thick, that 
two rows of large trees are planted thereon, 
which ferve for a Shade from the ft etch¬ 
ing 11 cat of the Sun Some of the Streets 
built by the Pertogutfe are ftiil [landing, 
and a Church made ufe of by the Dutch 
and the Cathedral which fares for a Ware- 
houfe. The Houfes are covered with 
Tiles about the Breadth of one's Hand and 
are fattened to the Laths. Some make 
their Windows with a kind of Lattices, 
others of Cants curioufly twitted together, 
and others of Mother of Pearl, made fo 
thin that they become tranfpaicnt and lerve 
inftcad of Glafs. The Governor’s Houfe 
is the only one built after the Dutch Fafhion, 
and there is a Canal cut from the ^ 
which walhcs Part of the Walls by dtp, 
, Governor’s Houfe, and reaches as far as 
the Middle of the City.

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tumble dfiwn. The Cire 11 nife mice is very 
■large, which is in feme mcafure owin^t^thc 
great Number of Date- trees planted within 
t he Walls fome think there are enough 
ti " fupply all the Inhabitants with Dates, 
which are their principal Food, It was 
built by the Arabians, who ftill make up 
the bulk of the Inhabitants, and therefore 
if is no Wonder they fliuuld make fuch 
Provi herns for themldvcs. 

It is leated between the Kivcr Euphrates 
and the Defcrr, which bft is dole to the 
Walls * t for you are no fooner out of the 
Gate on the Weft Side but you arc in the 
Defer t. Authors have faid, that there is 
a Canal cut out of the Euphrates which runs 
up as far as Brfftra, which is a Miftake, for 
the Eaft End of that City is fcatetl on the 
Side of that River, and on which the Cui- 
tom Houfe air.’ Hands t *1 here is indeed a 
Canal from the Et.pbfates which runs from 
one End of the City to the other and di¬ 
vides it into twu Parts between which 
there is a Communication by bridges of 
Boats. The Ramparts arc bad and greatly 
nut of repair, and when I went round it, as 
lip. as I could, which was about hail Way, 
in Company w«h Ux. Pemfrtt f I counted 

IlijUjr- 
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ninety-nine Bullions or round, Towers 
Mr. llw'fni was the Gentleman I lived with 
all the Time i was there, from whom I 
received great Civilities as well as I rum 
Mynheer Krupbaufert, 

This City is fubjeA to the 'Turks and un¬ 
der the Government ol a Baihaw and a 
Mufolecm ; though the firft who is a Turk 
in the Principal, The Gsrifon confifU at 
about three thonfand Janizaries t be Tides 
which there are five Gallies under a diftiuft i 
Balhaw, who is not fubordinate to him 
of the City 5 theft Gallics are defigned to 
keep the adjacent Countries in awe. 1 he 
Balhaw of the City has often a£ted in a 
very arbitrary manner, and by his Exacti¬ 
ons has been the Qccafion of Mutinies and 
Blood Hied, for the Arabs who are t he na¬ 
tural Inhabitants will not bear to be rigour- 
oufly dealt with, for they are a People who 
are very bold, cunning and revengeful ; 
there .ire many Jews here who live by 
Brokerage and exchanging of Money, but 
they are kept very poor for political Reg¬ 
ions. There are a few Chriftians of the 
Greek Church who have no Pridl of*t¥hdr- 
own, for which Rcafon the officiating 
Clergymen are Usman Miffionarics j, but 
. thefe 
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thefe *n Account oF the Rigour of a 
Tarkijb Government, are able to *njakc 
but few Profclytes. Nor have the Car- 
.melite Friars in Perfiat been more fuc- 
cefsful in tbdr MifTion, for during Na¬ 
dir Shaw's Time, many of them were 
perfecuted, and even obliged to turn 
Mabcmtdans. In 1691 this City was de¬ 
populated by a Plague, of which 80000 
of the Inhabitants died, and the reft ran 
away. It was afterwards repeopled by 
the wild Arabia who were about twelve 
Months afterwards brought under Sub¬ 
jection by the Turis t who are Matters of 
the Town to this very Day. But the 
Trade is not now fo confidcrabJe as when 
the Ptrfiar.i had it, becaufe the Turk: arc 
very infolent to foreign Merchants, 

I fhall now lay down fomc nccef&ry 
Rules and Directions for thofe who intend 
to travel for England by the Way of Buf¬ 
fer ah or Bajfora and Aleppo t a Q d one ot 
the fir ft Things to be con fide red, is the 
Delay we may poffibly meet with in tak¬ 
ing this Hour; for, when any Perfon 
his Bu find’s to tranfaCt which requires his 
Attendance, at a particular Time, here 
* the Difference of three or four Months 

may 
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may prove a confidcrablc Detriment, 
while (hole who travel with other Views, 
and are not afraid of Expcnces,- will bs 
but Jitele affefted by it. The Government 
in Per/ta, as has been obierve;!, is fo very ' 
un fettled, that there is no pa fling now 
through that Country without the utmoft 
Danger, and the Turkijb Bafhaws are Jb 
often changed, and are of I itch different 
DifpofUkms, that there is no knowing 
what is to be expeded from them till you 
come upon the Spot. Hence the De¬ 
mands upon the Merchants are arbitrary 
and many Times uncertain, there being 
often no other Rule for thefe Things but 
the Will and Pleafure of the Governors of 
particular Places ; for this Reafon Cara¬ 
vans, which were ready to fet our, have 
been retarded for a conflderable Time ; 
be Tides the Sheiks of the Defcrt fcme times 
require exorbitant Duties, which oblige 
them to deviate from the common Track, 
whence they are longer on their Jour¬ 
neys, and meet with greater Difficulties 
therein. 

There are generally two Caravans whi^h 
travel fro m Buffer ah to Aleppo oneof which 
confiftsonightCamels for fale, andufualfy * 
fctJ out between the 15 th of April, and the 

15th 
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The King of Corbin, who is little more 
thm a Vaflal to the Dutch, ha; a Palace 
built with Stone, and the ftragglmg Vil¬ 
lage not far from the Palace is called old 
■ Cabin. It has a Bazar or Marker Place 
where all the Commodities produced in the 
Country are to be fold. The Water of 
this Place is very Unwholefeme, and caufes 
fuelled Legs in tliofe who drink con Handy 
of it, fomc of which arc above a Yard 
about at the Ancle. But the Dutch, to 
prevent this Difeife, fend for their Water 
from adifbnt Place. The Jews were for¬ 
merly very numerous her.-, but they are 
now much reduced ; however they ftift 
have a Synagogue. 

We weighed Anchor on the 24th of De¬ 
cember, and directed our Courfe through 
the Leccadivet I Bands, and conftdering every 
Thing, had a tolerable good PaiTagC; we fawr 
Cape Ras-Algate, a Promontory of Arabia 
the happy, on January the 14th, when 
it bore from us North North Weft, dif- 
tant eight Leagues. Then we flood over 
to the Perjiau Shore, which we made on 
the 20th, to the E aft ward of Cape JafgittZ. 
# We kept running along this Shore from 
Sun-rife till three in the Afternoon, dur-* 
B 3 ing 
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ing which Time we got round the Cape. 
About fo'jr Leagues d'rftant from heme we 
found tfie Wafer to llvoal to four ItfthoiUSj 
though our Draught takes no notice of it. 
At three the next Morning the pkafant * 
Breeze which we had brought along with 
us for took us, and wc were taken a back 
with an exceflive hard and cold Gale of 
Wind, with thick, hazy Weather, which 
was fucceeded by drilling Rain. This 
rendred our PafTage up the Perftan Gulph 
both unpleafant and tedious. However 
we made a. fhift to work up the Ship to 
Gcmbrocn where we anchored. Here Capt. 
Rebinfan meeting with a good Market for 
Ids Cargo, was under no Neceflity to go 
up as far as Bujhar, or Bcwthitr to difpolr 
of it there. 

Gombroon, called by the Natives Bander 
Ahajjfi. , is a Seaport Town ftanding on a 
Bay about four Leagues to the Northward 
of the Eaft End of the Ifland of Kifiimifis, 
called falfely in our Maps Quejfww, It is 
like wife three Leagues from the famous 
Ifland of Ormus , where the Per/uguefi had 
formerly a Settlement. The beft Houfes 
are built with Bricks dried in the Sun* 
* made with a Compofition of Clay, Sand, 

chopped 
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chopped Straw and Horfe-dung mixetl to¬ 
gether? They Hand dole to each other and 
are flat o/i the Top, and have eacli ;f J'qnarc 
Turret which riles confiderably higher than 
‘the reft of the Structure, having Holes on 
each Side for the free Paffage of the Wind 
and Air. Here thofe that ftay in the Town 
Ilcep every Night during the Summer Sca- 
fon. The meaner Sort of People live in 
miferabie Huts made with the Boughs of 
Dare or Palm-trees and covered with their 
Leaves, 

The Streets are both narrow and Ihort, 
with many Turnings ; and the Houfcs ai- 
moft join together at the Top, and yet 
Ibmctimcs when die Weather is hot one 
can hardly pais along them, they are fo 
fultry. The better Sort of People are dad 
after the Perjhn Mode, but thofe who arc 
poor can fcarce get any Cloths to the it 
Backs, and many of them, both Men and 
Women, go quite naked, except a Clout 
to cover what Decency requires them to 
hide. 

The Englijb and Dutch have their Fac¬ 
tories here, which is a great Advantage to 
the Trade of the Plate. It is in fuch a 
bad Situation, that all Neceflaries are want- , 
B 4 ing 
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ing but Mutton and Eilh. However all 
other Provifions arc brought hither tn fuf- 
ficient f Plenty, and are tolerably cheap i 
Nor have they any Water that is fit to 
drink, but what is brought from a PI ace three* 
Miles diflint, except in a few CiHerns 
which are dry one half of the Year. The 
Hills near it are like wife barren, and the 
very Rocks have a faltifh Tafte, inlbmtich 
that when the Rain falls, which is but fd- 
dom, the Waters which run down the 
Hills ih Rivulets, are crufted with a fine 
white Salt on the Sides, but it is bitterifh 
and not fit tor ufc. Thofe who can afford 
it keep Camels which are daily employed in 
fetching Water from Ajfeen, which is fifteen 
Miles off, and is better than that which 
may be had nearer the Town. 

The Weather is f P hot in June, July and 
j that it renders Gombroon very un¬ 
healthy, and has fuch an Effect 0 n the 
Water in the Sea, that it emits an intolera- 
_ Stench, as fome think. But I rather 
imagine it proceeds from the Putrefaction 
of the Shcll-fifh which are then thrown on 
bhore in great Quantities: However the 
Air then lamifhes Gold and Silver as much 
•** the Bilge-water of a Ship. In thefc 

Months 
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Months the better fort of People of the 
* Town, as well as thole belonging *0 the 
Etivjijb i'aftary, retired to Jfjfeers, where 
•there are Gardens, with Plenty of Snillt 
Oranges, and other Fruits, as well as Roots 
and Herbage, But though it is hot in the 
Summer, it is fo cold in the Winter that 
the Europeans are obliged to wear Cloth 
Coats lined with Fur. 

The Banyans from India are pretty nume¬ 
rous here and have fo much Influence over 
the Sbamqfbetn or Governors, by dint of 
Prel'ents, that no Cows are allowed to be 
publicly killed ; for thefe Animals are had 
in the bigheft Veneration all over JWwp, The 
Grapes, Melons and Mangoes which arc 
brought to Gomhroen are produced in the 
V allies beyond a very high Mountain near 
it: The Rcflc&ion of the Sun-beams by 
this Mountain Is one rcafon of the exec f- 
five Heat in [he Summer Months, and the 
Snow with which it is covered frorr No¬ 
vember till March is the principal Cautc of 
the Change ot rhe^\ir to the other Extreme. 

Bring now, ajt it were, left to mylelf, I 
was to determine in what manner, and hy 
Ghat way it would be belt to purlue my 
Journey ,my Inclination was for Spa barer: oc 
B 5 Jfpsbait, 
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IfpzhiiH, bccaufe I cod Id then go 'by the 
Way %rPerJepdb t and as I was provided " 
with all things necdTary, I was tlcfirous oi 
taking a Draught of the Ruins of a Phco 
fo celebrated by ancient Hiltorians; for I 
could not help thinking there might have 
been many material Alterations fince the 
Time of Cornelius It Bruit, Befidts, the bet¬ 
ter to execute my Dcfign, I had provided 
myfdf with his Ddigns, that by compar¬ 
ing them with the Originals, I might more 
readily perceive their Excellencies or De¬ 
fers. But I foon found it was altogether 
impracticable, or at lead exceeding dange¬ 
rous to travel that Road for though Sbavj 
or Sbab Rook had been feared on the Throne 
for near Fifteen Months part, yet the whole 
Kingdom had not been reduced to his Obe¬ 
dience. 1 was informed he was then at 
Mefcbed near the Cafpian Sea, attempting 
to bring fome potent Tribes in that Neigh¬ 
bourhood under Subjection, Thefc have 
been always trouble fome Neighbours to the 
Pcrfians, and unwilling to fubmit to their - 
Yoke ; for as many of them live in Tents 
like the wandring Arabs t and have plenty 
Horfes, they can readily change their 
Habitations upon the Appearance of an 

Enemy > 
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Enemy* though with regard to thofe who 
- live iii Towns the Cafe is other* he, . 

>f!iit be'this as it will, it is certain, that 
jhc !>bab was at a great Diftance from the 
Southern Provinces, which rend red travell¬ 
ing tmfafe even in Caravans i for cadi 
Head of a Town or Village looked upon 
him fell as an independent Sovereign, and 
demanded exorbitant Duties on all thofe 
who pals through their Di Uriels, and were 
liable to be plundered for Non-payment. 
In peaceable Times a fingk Man might 
have palled fafely from one Extremity of 
Ptrfta to the other without any Danger, but 
fmcc the Tyranny and Depredations of 
Nadir Shah the whole Country had afiytil¬ 
ed a new Face, for there was now not 
above one Ho life in ten but was de fitted 
of Inhabitants, at lealt if wc may judge of 
other Places by what appeared at Gombrnw- 
Nay, according to the Report of Mr. Sa¬ 
vage, Agent to the Eajh India Company 
at that Place, (here had been lei s Oppref- 
fion there, as being at a great Diftance 
from the Court, than in other Towns* 
which were more expofed by being near it, 
ffo what a calamitous Condition ihea muft 
the greateft Part of the Kingdom be reduced. 

The 
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The bad Character of Nadir SbaL* is al- 
moft tiriiverfally known, as well as the * 
Cruelties which he committed ;* and ^ct 
** we mult allow him to be a good Soldiery 
and that he knew how to reward Valour in 
others. He made no Difficulty of feizing 
the Effeds of his Subjeds, but then he 
would allow that Privilege to no one be Tides, 
for he was very ready to difeountenance all 
Robberies and OpprefTions in others, and 
would fend an armed Force on the lcaft 
Complaint to fupprefs all Diforders of that 
kind j and his Commands were Fo fpeedily 
executed that fometimes the Plunderers 
were taken in the very Fad, and but few 
were able to ice u re themfelvcs and their 
Booty before they were laid hold of \ and 
then not only the Men were punifhed with 
Death, but even the Women and Children, 
too. This extraordinary Severity ft ruck 
lueh a Terror in all inferior Governors ar.d 
Officers, that even in his Time all Perfons 
might travel fafcly without any Molefta* 
tion. However his Tyranny grew to fueh a 
Height, that he threatned to leave but one 
Man in ten alive throughout the Kingdom. 
In fhoit his Cruelties became, in procefs* 
of Time, fo mfupportable, that the People 

rather 
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rather ehole to run the Hazard of being 
* maffacred in Numbers than to be cm'off by 
Degrees, 'as they found they muff be if 
tfhey did not (land in their own Defence. 
He had begun to build Columns of Heads 
at Spabawti, Shir as and Kerman, and would 
have proceeded to Jinifh them if’ whole 
Provinces had not revolted, and in feme 
ibrt put a (lop to his Proceedings by find¬ 
ing him other Employment, 

Thcfc Difturbances continued all the 
remaining Part of his Reign, but did not 
end with it •, for though Alt Kttuli Khan, 
Nadir Shah’s Nephew, had cauled him to 
be aflaflinatcd, and afterwards lei zed upon 
the Perjtan Diadem, without Oppofition, 
yet.he did not long fit eafy on the Throne, 
lie promiled to red refs, as much as pofiible, 
Vrie Grievances of the People, and com¬ 
plained of the Cruelties of his Uncle, who 
had fo deeply Rained his Hands in Blood. 
He attorned the Name of Adit, or the Jufi t 
and in Read of demanding frefh Subfidics 
remitted all the Taxes, But notwith(land¬ 
ing ill his Precautions, a new bloody Scene 
was fopn opened, for Amur AJian Khan, 
fbe Commander of the Weftern Provinces, 
revolted j Ibrahim Mpza, Adil Shah’s Bro¬ 
ther 
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ther rebelled again ft him, defeated his 
Army# (nit out his Eyes, and deprived him • 
of Life. Soon after this Ibrahim procuicti 
the A Hail) nation of Amur Ajlan Kbaa, but* 
without that Suceefs he cxpcfked from it \ 
for there being no Army in the Eaftern 
Part of the Empire the Inhabitants fet up 
young Sbabrekb for King at Mtjtbtd, who 
was Grand ton of Nadir Sbah, Sbabrckb 
Shab being gone to quell a Rebellion of the 
Afgakr.s of Candabar on the Eaftern Fron¬ 
tier, they (it up Saimaa, the Uncle of Shah 
T^bmat 7 who was lac ri heed at the Return 
of the Sbab, However this lift was after¬ 
wards obliged to yield to $bah Da ad or 
Dsuiy of whole Family I have no Informa* 
tion. Some of thefe lift tranfaftions hap¬ 
pened while I was in Perfm, 

It is eafy to conceive what dreadful Con- 
fulion reigned til rough our the whole King¬ 
dom duringthefe Changes and Revolutions, 
and therefore it would be deemed down¬ 
right Madncfs to have attempted to travel 
through the Country at this Time. I there¬ 
fore judged it more Safe to alter my intend¬ 
ed Rout, and go up to Bajftrnby called in 
the Maps Boflhra and Bofra. For this Pur-* 
pole I took a Pailage in a large Arab Vef- 

feJ, 
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fel, called a Tranky, but in this f was 
* guilty of an Error* for I ought 'rtf have 
gofte in a foiall Packet-boat, which left 
Ccmbrcan on the 12th of February^ and then 
I fhould have readied Bujfmh a Month 
foo tier‘than I did* and at a proper Time to 
have gone in a Teckxa to Bagdad , but this 
Miftake was in Ibme mcafure owing to the 
Tranky *s not failing as foon as promifed. 

I left Gombeen on March the uth, and 
went on board the above mentioned Tranky, 
called the SaBemttto, that is* the good 
Voyage, where two Armenians, a Jew, the 
Captain of the Veficl and myfelf, made one 
Mefs. We pafled between the Eland of 
Kijbmijb and the main Land through a good 
Channel, where there are regular Sound¬ 
ings and a Tide, and where failing is very 
fafe with the Afliftance of a good Pilot. 
This makes me wonder why our Ships 
bound from Gombroon up the Gulph choofe 
rather to pais on the Out fide of Kifmijb t 
than to go this Way, for if they are taken 
with a Norrh-wdT Wind they muft either 
retufn or be drove back j whereas by go¬ 
ing through this Channel they would be 
theltred from it till they reached Bajfubre* 
which we did on the third Day- Here the 

Wind 

_*■ \ 
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Wind chopping about to the North-weft, 
wc did*not get clear till the nth. in* 
eroding over to Congo we knocked off dur 
Rudder* and were in Jbtrte Danger of 
foundring. From hence we kept within 
the I (lands, having both Land and Sea 
Winds and reached Cangune on the 2 ad. 
Our Veffel belonging to this Place, our 
2Vackadee flayed here a few Days, for which 
Reafon, having Lei lure, one of the Arme¬ 
nian! was defirous of viflting the hoc 
Springs of Vtrdfflcn, and foil it iced me to 
bear him company, to which 1 conferred. 
We were allowed Soldiers by the Sheik, 
who, with tome of our own Lcfcars Ser¬ 
vants* l£c. trade up a Cavalcade of fifty 
Perfons, all mounted on A lies. I mull 
own I went with Tome He I usance, bccaufe 
1 loft the Opportunity of a fair Wind to 
carry us round Cape Vcrdijim, 

Thele Springs are fituated among the 
moll horrible Mountains and hideous Pre¬ 
cipices that I ever beheld, and, which feem- 
«1 to me to have received their Shape from 
an Earthquake in former Times. I-was 
defirous of tracing the Stream as far as i 
could, and for that Purpofe climbed ujf 
many fteep Rocks where the Torrent di¬ 
vides. 
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vides, arid; falls down in many Cafcades ■, 
but at fengtli finding die Danger greater 
thqp I expelled, I was obliged to give*over 
my Search and return back. I was Tome- 
t lines forced to creep on all fours under 
large Pieces of broken Mountains with no 
ImaJI Difficulty, Howeverby what I could 
judge the Source of this Stream might be 
five or fix hundred Feet high. Thus hav¬ 
ing fatisfied our Curiofiry as far as we were 
able, we returned back to Congunc. This 
is a Village feared to the Eaftward of Cape 
Vcrdtfton about four Leagues : It is inhabit¬ 
ed by Arabs , as moft of the Villages are 
along this Part of the Perfian Coaft. It 
was governed by a Sheik, who feemed to be 
a gpod fort of a Man, and treated us very 
politely : It appeared to have no Share in 
the common Calamities of the Country ; for 
the Ground about it, though very ftony, 
was every vvherc fown with Wheat while 
the molt fertile Soil in ocher Places lay 
barren and uncultivated. Here is like wife 
Plenty of Sheep. Catigunt ftands on the 
South Side of a large River, and has a 
tolerable Trade, for moft of the Pearl which 
i^fifhed up at Baritn on the Arabian Side 
is brought hither to be fold, and there are 

like- 
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Jikewite many fine Horfes exported from 
hence to be carried to India. You may 
anchor here at what Depth you pleafe.^nef 
it is four Fathoms about a Quarter of a 
Mile difyant from the Shore, * 

On the 2 8th we weighed Anch<jr at two 
in the Afternoon, and got under fail, but 
at Midnight, as we were going round Cape 
Verdrjiw, we met with an exceflive hard 
Squall ofWind from the North-weft, which 
obliged us to try under our bear Poles. As 
we were in aV eflcl without a Deck,and whole 
Planks were only fade red or fewed together 
with Strings, I thought myfelf to be in more 
Danger than ever I was fincc 1 ufed the 
Sea, However fhe behaved exceeding well 
and: rofe to the Sea like art empty Barrel, 
never (hipping the Icaft Spray of Sea-water, 
though ftie was deeply loaded. This was 
owing to her not being top heavy with 
Mafts and Yards as ours are and which 
cannot be ft ruck upon Occafion. But of 
this I fhall take farther Notice in another 
Place, 

Towards Morning the Wind coming 
about to the Eaftward, but nor continuing, 
we thought it moft prudent to run bade 
as* 1 " for Shelter as far as Naka CamVd, a 

Place 
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Place between Cape Verdijlen and Cctsgune v 
where finding the Wind likely to continue 
wV returned to Cettgunt ; and the 41H of 
Aprli\’<t got under fail again, but the Wind 
ftitl blowing down the Gulph we caft An¬ 
chor at jVfli/j Cdoidllf where we flayed til) die 
12th, having been detained feventeen Days 
in all. The lame Day came abreaft off 
Bitjhitr or Bvwthtafy and the next Day we 
anchored at the Ifland C#track ro take in, 
Water. We weighed from thence the fame 
Night, but could not reach the Mouth of 
the River Euphrates before the 18 th. We 
faw low Land about Eleven before Noon, 
but our Naiimfa was puzzled to find out the 
right Channel, but at laft, by good Luck, 
we hit upon it; it is called Barren. 

Here it will not be improper to obferve, 
that the Water of all the Rivers 1 had en¬ 
tered hitherto where the Tide ebbs and flows 
was brackifh for a great Way up* though 
lie re we found the contrary, for we had not 
got above half a Mile before the Water 
was quite changed from fait to frelh, and was 
* as fwcct and foft as any I had ever tailed in 
my Life. Each Side of this River is fo 
t^jck planted with Date-trees, that it has 
the Appearance of a Canal cut through a 
• pleafant 
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* pfeafant Garden, hfomudr that it yields 
exqutfue Delight to thofe who Tail along it: 

It bcihg, in my Opinion, the fineft Rivdr ’ - 
in the World. 

On the 20th of April I landed at Bzferab, 
and was informed that there was a Caravan 
ready to fet out in fifteen or twelfty Days, 
which 1 was advifed by every one to wait 
for, but in this they were deceived, and 
confcquenfly I was fo too; however this 
was not all my Greivanee, for 1 had other 
Rcafons which made me repent of waiting 
for it, which will be taken Notice of here¬ 
after. Here I was obliged to abide fifty 
three Days, in which I had a fufRcient Op¬ 
portunity to make fame Remarks upon 
the Place, if there had been any thing worth 
Obfervadon j for though this Ciry is large 
it has the meaneft Afpetft and is the worft 
built of any 1 ever faw ; The Houfes are 
generally two Stories high, flat on the Top, . 
and conftrufted with Bricks burnt in the 
Sun, but in Inch a clumfy manner that the 
Governor's own Houfe was no better than 
a Dog-hole. There is not the leaft Ap¬ 
pearance of Architecture in any Part^of the * * 
Town except in the Mofqucs, and they lean 
in iuch a manner, that they feem ready ,to ’ 

tumble 
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15th of June : This is under a greater Nc- 
ceffity eft keeping to their Time than others, 
'on v Accoune of the great Demand for Ca- 
meh in the Ottoman Empire chefe are 
bred in the Dcfert, and they generally fell 
three or four Thoufand of them every Year, 

' and mafke their Returns in ready Money. 
One Keafon of going fo early is with aDe- 
lign of coming back with the Merchants 
Caravan, if they cannot make one of their 
own. The other Caravan cutififting chiefly 
of Merchants, the l ime of their letting out 
depends principally on the Arrival ol the 
Ships fnora ,Vu, particularly of thole from 
Baikal i ior the Goods which thele bring are 
principally pur chafed at Bujftra& i and arc 
partly lent op the River to Bagdad., and 
partly carried over the great Defert to 

I Akppo. The BaJhaw always endeavours to 
prevail on the Merchants to take the for- 
* mer Road, beeaule there is anotlier Duty 

I to be paid at Bagdad, ior be is always very 
delirous of fleecing them. However when 
they come to an Agreement with the Ba- 

I fhaw, they choole to go by the Way of the 
great Defect, the Carriage being cheaper, 
and the Impofirions on the Road Ids. The 
1 arrive from Judin about the 
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Beginning of June, and when there is no 
Impediment, the Caravan uLuatly lets out 
in the middle of July •, but this may,b^ 
either founer or later, according to 'the 
Time of the Arrival of the Ship. * 

Be (ides thefe there are four Caravans 
which travel to Bagdad, which haveno im¬ 
mediate Depcnda nee on the Shipping* be- 
eaufc they confift chiefly of Merchants 
belonging to Bagdad and P^rJJa ; and 
therefore if a Gentleman lb orders his Af¬ 
fairs that the Ship he is on board of arrives 
at Gsmbretn the latter f‘nd of Jamary , or 
at Bwcbttr the middle of February, he will 
probably find a Trankey at either of thefe 
Places ready to depart for Bujftrab, and may 
have a PttlTage on cafy Terms and if he 
conforms a little to the CuHorns of the 
Country, as he ought in Prudence to do, 
he will meet with great Civility j however 
he muft take care to carry hts own Provi- 
fiuns along with him, tor he will meet 
with nothing but Sheep and Fowls in his 
FaiTjge, and thefe he may have at every 
Place he calls at. Bui as thele People are 
not over cleanly, he may chance to-meet 
witn fume Bofbm. Friends, or rather un¬ 
mannerly Backbiters, which fhifting onco 
a Day will fcarce free him from. 
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He may chance fomeiimes to meet with 
no Pafiage under a Month or fix .Weeks, 
''Sgd then he may hire a final l Tran key to 
himfclf for fix Tomans or there about*, and 
this he may be always fure of having at 
KfJhiJfijfy. The Conveniences in one of 
thd’e art but Imall, and his principal Care 
muft be to (belter himfclf from the incle¬ 
mencies of the Weather which at that 
Seaion of the Year will be excdlive cold j 
but then he will have a quicker I 1 adage, 
perhaps in fifteen Days *, whereas if he Hays 
till the middle of Abrek waiting for a large 
Trankey, he will find the North-Wefters 
blow fo ftrong, that perhaps he will not 
get up in forty Days Time j and I defire 
this may be the more particularly taken 
Notice of becaufe I fell into the fame Error 
myfelf, which occafioned me to arrive lb 
late at Bujferab j whereas had I gone in the 
little Boat which let out fooner, 1 might 
have been there the latter End of February+ 
‘and might have had a Pafiage to Bagdad 
almoft every Week by fume Convenience 
or other, where, if you meet with no Op¬ 
portunity of travelling over the little De¬ 
left, you may be certain of a Pafligc to . 
Mauful j and had it been my gped Fortune 
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to have taken this Method I flioujd have 
been at Aleppo as loon as I got to Bujferab. 
But as it was, 1 was obliged to wait forttc 
Dcfert Caravan, bccaufe the Stream of the 
River runs fo ftrong at that Seafon of the 
Year, that I ihculd have been forty Bays in 
going up it to Bagdad, and after that! Ihould 
havebeen fifteen or twenty Days in travelling 
to Aleppo* However this Road is the belt 
when you get to Bujferab in Time ? wd 
from Bagdad you may proceed to Aleppo on 
Horfeback, before the Weather begins to be 
immoderately hot. But if you take your Pal- 
fage from Bengal ™ the freight Ship, you will 
not arrive at Bujferab before the latter Endof 
Mag, or not lb loon, and then it will be belt 
to join the Merchant's Caravan, though the 
Time of their fitting out is very uncertain. 

However, upon weighing the Whole, and 
conftdering the U ncertanty of the Departure 
of the Caravans, it will be beft, if an Oppor¬ 
tunity offers, to proceed to Bagdad, for you 
may get from Bujferab to Imarcck or Heila in 
twenty Days by going up the Euphrates, and 
then you may travel by Land on Horieback 
10 Bagdad which is feated on the Tigris 
The Charges of this Journey are Ukewitc 
another Thing which ought to be confide- 
3 « edi 
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ed; ton tbofe of eafy Fortunes may rot 
t rouble their Heads about the Forge nets 
>f their Expenoes, while others may be for 
living in as frugal a manner as pofiiblc; 
'and yet all the Money in the World will 
not fffc? him from the Inconveniencies and 
Fatigues which nece(Tartly atrend fuch a 
Journey, It may coft a Gentleman who 
fpends his Money freely 1500 or 2000 
Rupees *, for 1 believe Mynheer Cun W, w 1 10 
was in our Caravan expended a great deal 
more, for his Carriage alone amounted to 
1 ooo. But my own Charges were as

All which amount to 48 Pounds SttrUng t 
without reckoning any Thing for Liquors, 
v.hich were fiipplied gratis by Meffieurs 
Pomfrct and Kniphiissftn\ the former lent 
me like wife a travelling Kitchen and a 
Tent, which were particular favours. 

Some are very defirousoi taking a Horie 
over the Dcfert, which cannot hie had at 
Btijfirab under 500 Rupees; and the Carriage* 

of 
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of his .Water and Provifiorvs will colt 
100 more. If the Hcrk gets, Ute to 
which is a great Qtieftion, he will 
not fell it for above 300 Rupees, tb that 
* the certain Charge will be 200. Betides, 
no riding 1 Hotlc after nine in the 
Morning on account ot the Heat, there* 
fore, upon the whole, I think it a needh’is 
Lilt pence \ and as tor my own Part, I 
always walked till that 1i me. 1 he Cal¬ 
lage of every fix Dozen Bottle* of Liquor 
will coft 25 or 30 Dollars. 

A Tent will be abfatotcly necdTaty, for 
fo me time s the Caravan will encamp in the 
Defert for two or three Days together. 
With regard to Provifions, there is no 
carrying of potted Meat, for the Sun will 
fpoil it the firft Day,nor yet Butter. But you 
may provide yourfclf with Ghee, or boned 
Butter, Chccfe, thirty or forty Tongues 
well cured, and a little Salt, and with thcli 
you may make a delicious Kepaft, Onions 
Ihould be never forgot,becaufe you wilt meet 
with Hares almoft every Day, and thefe 
are all the frefh Meat you mull expert, 
Yout Cups and Plates muft be of Copper 
tinned unld’s you will go to the Expence 'of, 
•Silver; but China Ware will be very im* 
C 4 F%r 
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proper for this Journey. Thofe who come 
from Bengal may make ufe of their Rattan 
JIampcrs for Proviftons, which they ijiay 
lock up* and their Wine mull be put in 
Chells which will hold about three DozSli 
cach t one of which is to be hung p^veach 
Side of a Camel. The Skins for Water 
muil be bought ar Buffer,ab , which will be 
heft done by yourfelf, for there is no ttuft¬ 
ing the Arabs. Let them always be kept 
lull of Water till you fet out, and fre¬ 
quently change it, by which Means they 
will hold the better, and become fweet and 
clean. You cannot be too careful in this 
Refpeft, for Water is principally to be 
minded. You Ihould like wife have a Ket¬ 
tle which will hold about five Gallons , with 
a Cock about an Inch from the Bottom ; 
for the Water in the Defect is fo muddy, 
that there is no Way to make it fine, but 
by filling the Kettle with Water over Ni^hr, 
and drawing it off into your Matarras in the 
Morning \ unlefs you can think of a bet¬ 
ter Contrivance. And to fay the Truth, 
you would not make ufe of this Water at 
all, if extreme Thirft did not oblige you. 

A Pcrlon who wants to travel as cheap 
as polBbte, may make fhift with two Ca¬ 
in-Is 
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mds wall enough, which are thirty Piafters 
^ach, which will reduce the fir ft Article in 
tfte former Account from 1146 to 184 Ma- 
jnoodies, excepting four Dollars lor two 
Sidles, and two Skins for Water. Bc- 
‘ tides half theProvifions are full enough for 
a Man and his Servant: In this Cafe I fup- 
pofehim to ride on the Camel and not in 
Cajavas, which I would do my fed ft '^ s 
to perform the fame Journey over again, 
for there is no more Inconventency in the 
Motion of the Animal, than there is m 
the Cajavas, as I have found upon Trial; 
the only Difference is being a little covered 
from the Heat: However the Heat ol the 
Sun is not the moil incommodious Cirtum- 
ftance you will meet with on the Road, but 
that of the North-weft Wind; for this 
blows dire&ly in your Face, and is as vio¬ 
lent as if it came from a Glafs Furnace, and 
penetrates into your very Lungs. '1 hts may 
be probably owing to its palling over inert 
a vaft Tract of barren Land heated by the 
Sun beams. The Arab* rum a Part of 
ihcir Turbanc before their Mouth and 
Noftrils, by which they find a imall Alle¬ 
viation. It likewife greatly affe&s the Eyeii 
which perhaps might be remedied by green 
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Gtafs worn like Spc&aeles and tied 1 behind 

the Head to keep them fall. 

It is not worth while to carry a great 
Quantity of Liquor, for the Bottles will 
lie apt to break, and the Utenftls m^y oc , 
reduced to a finall Tea-kettle, two Kettles,, 
which will equally ferve for boiling and 
frying, three Copper Plates and two 
Sneakers of the fame. By thus retrench¬ 
ing your Kxpencrs you may pafs over the 
Defl-rt for two Hundred Rupees, and if 
you aflbeiate with a Merchant, for one 
Hundred. For he perhaps will find you 
with Provifions all the Way for thirty 
Pi alters, and probably in a better manner 
than you can do for yourfelf; but you 
muft never forget Tea and Coffee, and the 
Equipage belonging thereto, 

I now proceed to my Journal of my 
Journey over the Deferc which begins on 
y*j« the 12th, the Day when the Caravan 
began its March from LaJJar to Cbubdar : 
as for my own Part I fet out early in the 
Morning for Zibet, a Village about three 
Hours Ride from Sit^trab, having font all 
my Things thither Yefterday, and* was 
forced to take up my Lodging in a mean 
dirty Hvufo, where I waited three DaysJ

'We had fcarce advanced had a Mile in the 
Road before my Cajav ; is broke down * 
however they werefoon lei to rights again, 
itn d wc overtook the Caravan about tour, 
having had a Spice of a Urong ^rth-weit 
Wind, which was exceffive hut by blow¬ 
ing over the burning Sands of the barren 
Defect. It had a bad Effedt ^von my Eyes, 
for it made them & lore 1 could hardly 
fee, though 1 had covered them with Mal¬ 
ta by way of Prevention. H«e 1 ™ eC 
with M-yahcer Canid* hi* Clerk r aru - d 
dre PrefpiT. At this Place there is Water, 
and the Ruins of four fmall Forts, but no 
Inhabitants. Here I would have the Rea¬ 
der take Notice once for all, that I intend 
to diftinguifo the Days on which wc p r0 _ 
ceeded on our Journey from thole in which 
we were encamped, and to let down the 
Number of the former at the End of each 
Day’s March, that the Di(lance Irom Baf- 
faa to Altppv may more readily appear.. 
^ Thus 
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Thus or this Day we are about half a Day's 

Journey from Bujftrah, 

Jmtt the i6th» at half an Hour paft fix 
In the Morning the Caravan began to move* 
and we were icon joined by the Mufti, v^iio 
was travelling to Bagdad. I jud^e the 
whole Number of our Camels to be about 
two Thoufand, and I was told there were 
three Hundred Mufqueteers* but I do not 
believe there were above half lb many. 
About Noon my Cajava broke again and 
f fell through the Bottom of it under the 
Camel's Belly, In the Evening a great 
many empty Camels joined us from various 
Farts of the Defer t, At our fir ft letting 
out the Soil was gravelly and Tandy ; but 
for the greateft Part of the newt Day it was 
chiefly Gravel, with BrulW-wood growing 
thereon. We encamped at Sunlec. Bays 
ene otid a half. 

Jwte the i£th, we fet forward again, at 
Sun rift, having bent our Courfe Yefterday 
and to Day nearly towards the Jetting Sun, 
and ftruck out of the ufual Track more 
bio the Defert, The Country was nearly 
upon a Level and the Soil gravelly -with 
Plenty of Shrubs and a great Numb r of 
Hares. At four in the Afternoon the De¬ 
left

fctt affumed a new Face, for we Fount! our- 
felvcs in loole Sand with Shrubs, *ar,d one 
df our People killed! a Land Tortoifr. 
,My Cajava breaking down again, 1 rode 
On the Back of a Camel the whole After¬ 
noon- We encamped in a loofe fandy Soil 
about Eight in the Evening. Bays two 
and a half. 

June tbs igth* we got under march at 
Four in the Morning, continuing our 
Courfc towards the fame Quarter; but at 
Eight we came into an uneven Country 
being nothing but Hills and Dales, which 
we firft perceived by going down Hill. 
Here the Sand being loofe it lay in Heaps 
juft as it had been driven by the Wind. 
However there was here and there feme 
large BuAies, but no Hare-holes that we 
could perceive. At Noon we encamped 
near a Tribe of Arab who had there pitched 
their Tents, which arc their ccnftant Ha¬ 
bitation v and thefe they remove from Pi ace 
to Place according to their Convenient/. 
Here we had Water for our Camels, they 
having been without in Eighty Miles Jour¬ 
ney/ The Name of this Place is Kbnnigba, 
at which we bought Sheep at three Fiafters 
•each. D<yi tbretfrm Bufferah. 

June 
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June the aorh, we ftiil continued en~ 
camped at Kbumgba , the Caravan being 
bufy in purchafing Camels. Here Mott- 
ficur Felquir , a Frenchman, who was. 
brought to Bttjfirab by the ftyeGalley, nrtti 
to whom I fpared half of my Tent through¬ 
out the whole Journey, would needs make 
an Excurfion out of Curiofity to the Tents 
of the. drabs* and waslo rafh as toenter into 
one of them. 1 was fat down to Dinner 
thinking he was only gone to Mynheer 
Cant o'% Tent, to which I fent my Servant 
to call him, who brought Word back he 
was not there. Then I began to imagine 
feme Misfortune had befallen him ; there¬ 
fore in Conjun&ion with Mynheer Canta t . 
I fent three Arabs on Dromedaries to feck 
him, fuppoftng he had wandered out of his 
Knowledge. Theft hued a Man belonging 
to the Tribe, for two Piartcrs, to direft 
them to the Tent where lie was to be found - t 
here they met with him fiirrotinded by Peol 
pie who had robbed him of all the Money 
be had about him, which was feven Phil¬ 
ters. However they brought him away, 
and very probably faved his Life ; for it 
was the Opinion of our own^ f , they 
would have murdered Mm if he had con-* 
* . tinued 
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tinned <here till Night. This Place has 
been noted for Crimes of this kifld, for 
Kb'imgba in the Arabic Language fignifies 
*5 tomtit. 

^ * Jane the 2ift, we ftill continued at Kbu- 
n:gab\ becaufe the Sheik who was our Ca¬ 
ravan Bafhi wanted Money on Pretence of 
defraying rhe Expencc of the Caravan, af¬ 
firming his Soldiers would go no farther 
without being paid : Though it had been 
cuftomary to flay till the End of the Jour¬ 
ney, and then make every one contribute 
by a proportionable Aflefimenr, to which 
thole who were merely Pafiengers paid but 
little for themfelves and Neceflaries. But 
our Sheik, who now fhewed himfelf to be 
a very dilhoneft Scoundrel, inftead of pro¬ 
tecting the Caravans, as his Office Humid 
have obliged him to, attempted to plunder 
k, efpecially us who were Strangers and 
fome few Merchants, whom he deftgncd 
Ihould pay the whole Demand. For this 
Purpofe he made me a Vtfic and told me, 
he wanted to borrow of the Frenchman and 
me an hundred Fundiklees, which is about 
fifty Pounds, promifmg to give us an Ac¬ 
count of this Money when he came to 
*Aleppa. I was unwilling to comply with 

this 
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this exorbitant Rcqueft, though*I knew 
fomc of the Merchants had fabmictcd to 
pay what he had allotted for their Shirt?, 

1 told him we were no Merchants, nor had, 
brought any Money to lend, but were will* 
ing to pay our Proportion, if he wouhf tax 
the whole Caravan to raife the Money 
which he wanted, and which ought to be 
in Proportion to the Number of Camels 
belonging to each Perlbn in it. This An* 
fwer was very far from fatisfying the Sheik, 
for I was made to underhand before he left 
us, that if wc did not advance the Sunt 
which he demanded he would leave the 
Frenchman and myfelf in the Dcfert. This 
Threat of his, I mull contefs, flartied me 
a little, and made me reflect, that he had 
the Law in his own Hands, and that it 
would be beft to make the Matter up as 
well as I could. With this Intent I dciired 
the Frenchman to tend me fifty Fundicklees 
out of the fixey which he was pofleBcd of, 
for I had only fifteen Dollars of my own, 
hoping we might have got off for one half 
But the above Sum being Monfieur’s All, 
he declared he would Hand it out and not 
lend the Sheik a Jingle t'undicklce on his 
own Account, but that he would trnft me 

with 
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with the* whole to do what I pleated with, 
provided he run noRifk himfelf. * 

(s^pon this I accepted of the fifty Fur- 
and put them into the Hands of 
A fticrchaat as fo much lent to the Sheik, 
To ftipply his prefcnt Exigency, expecting 
to have it returned when we came to 
Aleppo i ami at the fame time ufed all the 
Arguments I could to excufe the French* 
man from paying any thing. But this Pro- 
pofition the Skeik would by no means com¬ 
ply with ; for though he himlelf did not 
under ftand what thcFrewr^PTriaff and 1 talked 
about, he could perceive by our Gdhire 
that the Frenchman was more unwilling to 
advance any Money than I. Beftdes as we 
were obliged to talk Portugneze, that we 
might under ftand each other, my Arab 
Servant, who was prefent, be Cray ed our 
Conversion to the Sheik, and inftead o 
being a true Interpreter, 1 have real on to 
' believe, made fome Additions of his own. 
This put the Sheik into fuch a Pafiion, that 
he ordered my Comrade to be laid hold of, 
which they did, and damped him under 
Foot ,*not forgetting to ply him with Blows, 
to force him to a Compliance. At length 

ft non my Affurance that he had no more 
r than 
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than ten Fun dick fees remaining, ehey were 
contented to mke them, provided I would 
give them a Note for the other forty?* for 
he would accept of no Security /trim t(je 
Fratchnutm ; to which Monfieur thougJiT“ry; 
to agree, finding it in vain to Ihrfd out 
any longer, as there is no refilling fuperior 
Force. 


I was greatly at a Lofs how to reconcile 
this proceeding of the Sheik to his fir ft 
Pretence of his wanting Money to pay the 
Soldiers, or for any other Occafion he then 
might have and more efpecially as he 
promifed to return the Money at Aieppo t 
However this Affair was cleared up when 
] afterwards demanded the Return of my 
Notei he altered his Tone, and ftrongly 
affirmed that it was a Prefent to him for 
his Care of the Convoy. 

Mod of the Caravan, and even fome of 
the Araks them felves, looked upon this a* 
an Extortion never prallied before *, and ' * 
all that he could allege by way of Excufc 
was, that Mynheer Cant a had made him 
a Prefent of One Hundred and Fifty 
Fundickkes at firft letting out, which in* 
deed was true enough, but then our Cafes 
were quite different, for he had a confided 

able * 
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able Sum of Money to be taken care of, 
whereas we had nothing bur our Cl oaths 
and^Provifions, as Paflengers only, as in 
Jjtealify we were nothing die, for we had 
^Merchandise nor any other thing, whicK 
coufd'be a fuflkient Foundation for his 
extraordinary Demand. 1 had, it is true, 
a Bill of Exchange for two Thoufand Fia- 
fters, but this did not come under his Cog¬ 
nizance, whatever it might have done if I 
had carried the Money with me in Specie. 
But this was a Diftin&ion that he had not 
honefty enough to make, and it was ftif- 
fitient for him that we were Franks, who 
■arc generally looked upon in this Part of 
the World to be as rich as Princes. The 
beft Terms I could perfwatle him to make, 
was an Offer of a Receipt that I had freely 
made him a Prefent of the Money and Note 
in qticfUqji, with a Fromife to make no 
farther Demand during the remaining Part 
of this Journey, It was in vain to attempt 
at prefent to procure any farther Rcdrefs, 
and therefore we were forced to be content 
till our Arrival at jl/eppo. 

In the Evening one of his People came 
in a very abrupt manner, to demand two 
Ffmdickcs for having had fo much Trouble 

with 
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’with the Frenchman. And here. I cannot 
help dbferving that the Arab to whom we 
paid 1 wo Hundred and Seventy ftve^Pia* 
ikr* for feven Camels, feemed to hs%£ had 
□ principal Hand in the Oppreltion kid 
been under, for he was one of the Sheik 1 4 
Council during the whole Time of the De¬ 
bate, and made no I'cruple of facrificing 
thole who had paid him fo hind Comely' for 
his Camels, with an Intention, as I fuppofc, 
of dcaping Itot-free JiimfdF, Therefore 
Jet thofe who fhaJ] pafs this Way hereafter 
put no Trufltn any Arab* efpecially thofe of 
thcDelert, for there is nocone of them but 
is Villain enough to cut your Throat for ten 
Pi afters, if he had a fair Opportunity ^ and 
therefore the utmoft Care and Caution is 
necefTary when ever there is Otcafton to 
tranfaft any thing with them, or when you 
in any fenfe come under their Power. 

June the aid, we began our March at 
half an Hour after Sunrift, and about 
Eight we left the Joofe Candy Soil behind 
us, and were got among Come low Hills ; 
we now found a Change of the Soil every 
Hour, for it was Jbmeumes gravelly 
times ftony, and frequently a firm Sand 
with Bu&es, At Nine we crofted a PJjce 

which 
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which ret mb ltd die Bed of a River which 
had been dried up, and at two in the Af¬ 
ternoon we arrived at Gburare, which is an 
old ruined Fort, where there is pretty good 
5 *at£r. V Here we met with Seid Talluh with 
the Merchants Caravan who had pitched 
their Tents at this Place, and we did the 
fame dofc by them. Three Days Journey 
and a half from Buflerah. 

June the 23d, w e proceeded on our Jour¬ 
ney at Sun rile, as did a Jib Sad iaUub* s 
Caravan. The Soil was gravelly at our 
fir It fetting our, after which we came to a 
Heath, and then to ftony Land. At Nine 
we arrived at Wells of very bad Water, 
and lo bitier that our Camels would hardly 
drink of it. Then we continued our 
Courte over a thick Heath, and afterwards 
we had very barren, finny Land for the 
reft of the Day, till the time of our En¬ 
campment, which was hall an Hour be'ore 
Sun let in a Spot full of Shrubs. Four Days 
Journey and a half from Bufi'erah. 

June the 24 th, we began to move before 
Sun rile, and our Road, for the greateft 
Tart, lay through fuch ftony Ground, that 
the Camels could hardly find proper Places 
where to fet their Feet. At Eight we pa ft 

over 
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over a Piece of Ground all be ft re wed with 
Flint-ftoncs, This Day the People belong¬ 
ing to the Caravan killed a great Number 
of Hares ; and we came to a Place where 
we found Water and filled our Skins 1 , bur 
did not flop to let our Camels drink. After 
this we entered a Heath, the Soil of which 
was damp, and there were feveral Spots 
both Yefterday and to Day which feemed to 
have been flooded ^ whence I conclude that 
in the Winter Scafon it rauft be fo marfhy 
and full of Water, that there is no palling 
this Way. At hive in the Afternoon we 
came to a Place called Ghudain^ where we 
met with Wells about fix J- e ct deep, the 
Water of which was juft Tweet enough to 
drefs our Viduals. What Connexion 
there may be between rhefe Wells and the 
marfhy Places abovrmentioned is hard to 
fay 5 but probably they both were fupplied 
with Water from the fame Caufe. five dexs 
Journey and a half from Buffer ah. 

June the i6th, the Caravan proceeded 
on the Journey at Sun rife, through marfliy 
Ground full of Shrubs, and afterwards 
over ftony Land, At length wc arrived at 
a kind of a Heath overfpread with wild 
Thyme: but all the reft of tl, c Day out 

1 Road 
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Rood lay^ through a barren gravelly Soil, 
where there was 1 Circe a Shrub to be Teen, 
unMs in fome few Places now an<f then. 
k At Sinlet we encamped on a barren Spot,

y ^Jum the 26th, we began to march at 
Sunrife through a CouiUry which was 
moftly barren, and at Nine we came to a 
little Hill covered with red Stones j after¬ 
wards the Land was gravelly and full of 
Stones, and the 11 ills in fame Places were 
very deep. At half an Hour pall Four in the 
Afternoon, we encamped, at a Place called 
Aiatbla , and encamped near the Wells, 
dote to which were five Trees, which in 
the Defert is a very extraordinary Sight i 
tor thefe are the firfl we have met with 
hitherto. Seven Days Journey and & half 
from Bu fie rah. 

June the 27th, In the preceding Night 
we were alarmed with the Noiie of Thieves 
h, who had robbed the Mufti, and carried off 
all his Baggage. This, as appeared after* 
wards, was contrived by the Under of our 
Caravan Bafbi, This perhaps had been 
done before at RMuxigbay if he had thought 
the Place had been as convenient for the 
Undertaking. However he was now de¬ 


termined 
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tcrmincd ihe Mufti ihould not clcape fcot* f 

free tiorwithftanding his facred Carafter, 

. which ihould have been had in lb me Vepe- 
ration at kaft by one of the fame Religion, 

But Men fo wickedly inclined 
Arabs, whole GodUncIs is Gain, wiH fto^ v 
at nothing to enrich ihemfelves. When 
the Mufti was about to take another Road, 
the Sheik gave him to underftand, that he '* 
cxpe&ed fbme Prelent for his Care and Di¬ 
ligence, which the former perhaps thought 
he did nor delervc, or was unwilling to 
comply with. 

I be Road to Bagdad lies through Mejbed 
AH, and the Sheik pretends there was 
greater Danger between the Place where 
we were encamped and this la ft Town, and 
therefore advifed him to take a Guard of 
of his Soldiers, for whom he expected to 
be well paid. However the Mufti was 
unwilling to i'wallow the Bait, and told 
him he was determined to run the Riik. s' 1 ' 
The Shetk finding that the Mufti faw 
through his rhin Pretences, made ufe of 
this Stratagem to bring him to his own 
Terms, whether the Mufti thought him- 
i'elf really robbed in good earneft or other- 
wife, ts very hard to iky - for Part, forn? * 

fay 
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fay half of his Goods, and accordingly had 
the Remainder returned, and Soldiers 
allowed him for a Convoy, 

lliis Affair taking up feme Time, we 
■cp.ulu not proceed on our Journey till 
half Sn Hour after Six. Our Road lbme- 
times lay over ftony Ground, Jbmetimes in 
Tandy Soil, but chiefly among Hitts, feme 
of which were as white as Chalk, How¬ 
ever in the Valleys there were fome large 
Buflies. We encamped at One in the Af¬ 
ternoon, at a Place called near a 

Pool ot Rain Water, which was fwcet bur 
muddy, flere wc watted for the Return 
of the Soldiers. Eight Bays Journty from 
Buflerah, 

Ju»( the a!th, wc proceeded on our 
Journey at half an Hour before Sun rile, in 
a Country which was barren and ftony, and 
where fcarce a Sit rub was to be Iren. The 
Road was very uneven, for we were con ■ 
Ttantly amending and defeending, In The 
Vallies there were a Few green Butties, At 
Nine we came to a Place covered with 
Stones ,of the Colour ol Pitch, at the lame 
time that a little Hill clofe by was of the 
Colour of Chalk, From thence we patted 
1} through 
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through a gravelly Plain, where we met -f 
with.Shrubs ; arid at Five In the After- ^ 
noon, we a Ice ruled and defcendtd twcurery 
rugged Places, which were very dfeicult^' 1 ' 
tor loaded Camels to pais along. We were 
foon after alarmed with a fmall Party of 
Arab s which put us upon our Guard. 1 
believe there was not above twenty, though * 
the Fears of the Caravan had magnified 
them greatly. We encamped before Sun- 
fet in a Place fu rrounded with little Hills- 
Nine Days Journey from Buffer ah. 

June the 29th, we began to move a little 
before Sunrifc, and in the firft Part of the 
Day we travelled through a Country full 
of Gravel, and Stones like Shingles; then 
ftony, and la.fl of all Jandy. However the 
Country in general was nor fo barren as 
that we palled over for three Days I aft pa ft, 
there being Plenty of Shrubs fome of which 
very green. We encamped at two 
1 p A frpmoon _ Mi Ur y 
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in the Afternoon, three Miles Ihort of z 
ruined Fort called Akayathar, near a Hand¬ 
ing Pool of Water, which was fo muddy, 
it was not fit to drink; for which rea- 
fon three Wells were dug pretty near it, 
wherein they met with Water which was 
very good. If this Method was purlin

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Praftioewoftener, cfpedally where the Situa¬ 
tion ot the Ground gave fome Hopes of 
SsQCefs, I am pc rib a tied the Scarcity of 
.Wa|er fo much complained of would be 
^rcaijly Idfened j and perhaps in the moft 
improbable Places it would not be wanting 
if they were to dig deep enough. But it 
is no Wonder that there are no IVrlons 
have public Spirit enough for theft Per¬ 
formances, Jlnee they have no other 
Care hut to ferve themfelves, without en¬ 


deavouring to render travelling over the 
Defert more commodious to others. Here 
we remained encamped in Expectation ot' 
Merchants from Me)Had Ali. Nitit Day; 
Journey and a half from BulTerah, 

June the 30th, we continued encamped 
in the lame Place and for the fame Real on. 

Jtdy the 1 ft, the Caravan began their 
March before Sunrife, bending their Courie 
directly into the Dcfert, over a fandy Soil 
with Shrubs in abundance. After we had 
travelled five Miles we pitched our Tents, 
our Caravan Bafhi having received Ad¬ 
vice that the loaded Camels from Mejbed 
Ali were fet out on their Journey. About 
Five in the Afternoon about an hundred of 
tflem arrived. ,% • j a a 

Da 4 * . V $ July 
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July the id, we began to fa forward A 
halt an Hour before Sunrife, at firft through 
a lUndy Soil, and afterwards over graVelly 
and ftony Land, At Nine we pattc/l be' 
tween a Hill and a Chain of Hilly*, alrd 
near Eleven we arrived at a Place which 
had a very lingular Alpedl, it conlifting of 
nothing but land/ Hillocks, over which * 
the travelling was very bad. At One in 
i he A fternoon we cm red into a very ipungy 
Plain, full of Shrubs, which we continued 
patting over till about hive j at which Time 
we encamped at Rujh'nitt, near a Pool 
overun with Reeds, In the Night the A- 
rab of whom I had my Camels, loft five of 
thefe Animals. Tm Days Journey and a half 
from Butte rail. 

July the 3d, the Caravan was in Motion 
before Sunrife, and for the greats ft Part of 
the Morning we patted over Hills and 
Vales, but m the Afternoon through a^ 
champion Country, the Soil of which na/ 
a firm and hard Gravel with Shrubs. At 
half an Hour before Sunfet we encamped 
near a fmall Mud-Redoubt called Tbmtl 
laid to be built by the Turks, bur now 
abandoned. ,At this Place there is a Spring - 
the Water of which runs into a Pool lull 
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of Reed?, and is very bad * clofe by it there* 
arc two or three Acres of Ground which 
appeared to have been lately tilled for the 
Stubble, perhaps of Wheat, was dill remain' 
iVig, ind was ft ill to be teen on-the Ground, 
i’weilc to view the Redoubt, and found it 
con lifted only of two Parapets. Days Jour- 
iwy from BulTerah, ten and a half, 

July the 4th, we proceeded on our Jour¬ 
ney at Sunrife, through a Country which 
had much the fame Appearance as Yefter- 
day, generally gravelly, but in forae Places 
ftony with Afccnts and Defcents. We en¬ 
camped at fix in the Afternoon, and font 
Mefiertgers to Cubrjjh to learn News of the 
Bagdad Caravan, and to know whether it 
was ready to let out or not. In the mean 
time Water was fetched from a Place about 
two Miles diftanr. Twdvt Days Journey 
end a half from Buflcrah- 

July the 5th, we began to march at hall 
an Hour before Sunriie, in a-Sod tur the 
mo ft part gravelly, and in feme Places 
ftony, leaving Culejja 10 the Right,.orP.aft- 
ward four Miles. We afterward came to 
rough ftony Ground bad tur travelling* 
and encamped about Eleven, in a Valley 
furratmded with rifing Ground, Here we 
* D j found- 
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&und Tome Springs, but the Water had j 
an intolerable llrong Smell. Al’thc Bot¬ 
tom of" the Valley there was Grafs whifh 
had not Jolt its Verdure* which the Cartels . * 
loon made an End of. Cubijfa is a fmall' 
Town or Village feated in the Deferc t6 the 
Weft of the Euphrates, and four Days Jour- 
ney from Bagdad; It is inhabited by Arabs 
and is under the Dominion of the Turks \ I 
viewed it with my Glafs, and perceived it 
was furrounded with Date-Trees : It lies in 
the d i reft Road from Bagdad to /tttppo, and 
here we waited again for the Bagdad Caravan, 

Part of it being arrived at Culejfa, and the 
reft nor far off. Thirteen Days Jturney 
frets Buffer jh. 

Here our Sheik had the Modefty to make 
another Demand of Money, though at 
Khuwghsb he had promi fed to be content 
with what he had already got, and afk for 
no more. I had brought a Seaman from 
Bujftrab, and had entertained him as my * 
Servant, letting him ride in the other Ca~ 
java to balance my Weight, otherwile I 
muft have pur in a Bag of Rice to anfwcr 
the fame Purpofc. This Man the Sheik 
had dignified with the Title of Merchant, 
but 1 deft red him to look at the Seaman's 

Habit,

Habit, and theft judge of his Station. I 
like wile informed him that his 13 u find's was 
only to ferve me as Cook, and that as it 
was rot cuAromary for Servants to pay any 
thin^for their Railage in the Caravans, it 
he peril fled in his Demand, I would fend 
him to Qtl>effa % and procure him a Place in 
the Bag Caravan. His Demand indeed 
was no more than ten Fundicklces ; but I 
told him he might as well fkin a Flint, or 
extraft Oil out of a Stone, as to extort 
Money from one that had it not. How- 
ever after feme Debate he was contented to 
fay he forgave him. 

July the 6th, we continued at the fame 
Place frill waiting for the Bagdad Caravan. 
This Day one of the Sheik’s Soldiers came 
to alk me for Money, telling me Mynheer 
Cantu had given them fome i but I rd’a- 
lutely refuted to comply with their Requefr f 
being determined to go to Cubtjfa rather 
than to fubmit to any more of their Ex* 
tortions. This made them tjuiet for the 
Preterit. I was afterwards informed that 
Mynhetr Cant a had given them ten Fun* 
dicklees. At about Eight this Morning 
Part of the Bagdad Caravan arrived, the 
rtft being on the Road. 
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July the 7th, we remained ftill ( cnrainp- 
td, and at half an Hour part: Five in the 
Afternoon, the Remainder of the Bagdad 
Caravan arrived, being in all aboutffwo. 
Hundred Camels with fifty Soldiers. This 
Recruit made our Caravan very ftrong* 
and perhaps the ftrongeft which has gone 
this Road a confidcrabh* Time. It confined 
now of about five i'fer ivn ti? Camels, four 
Hundred of which were loaded, and the 
reft were defigned for Sale. The Men 
were about ten or eleven Hundred. 

July the 8th, we began our March a little 
before Sunrife, and the Road was at firft 
rocky, then ftony and afterwards gravelly, 
till about Nine, when we entered into a 
Plain furrounded with Hills, which was 
full of Shrubs and wild Thyme. Our Way 
out of it lay up an Afcent which was 
ferret pafiab.c, for being rocky it was very 
difficult ©f Aceels ; after which we got into 
a gravelly Plain. About Nine we pailcd by 
a ruined Building of unhewn Stone ; fome 
of the Caravan told me it was formerly built 
hy a Shdk with a Ddign to esrtort Cuftoms 
of all ihc Merchants who palled that way 
It is called Hi,fur Tabujba, From hence 

th<* 
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the Soil* was variable* forac times a large 
Gravel* and at other times a firm Sand. 
We pitched our Tents about an Hour be- 
ibre^ Sunlet, Fourteen Days Journey from 
Bu fit rah. 

July the 9th, we purfbed our Journey 
about half an Hour before Sun rife* and 
travelled the whole Day through a level 
Country, with not lb much as a Hill, and 
the Soil was firm Sand and Gravel. At 
Ten we palled by an old ruined Building* 
there being nothing left but a Door. Soon 
after an Ofirich crofted our Caravan* run¬ 
ning Southward ■* lomc of our Men purfbed 
her* but Ihe was too nimble for them* 
However we afterwards killed an Antilope. 
We pitched our Tents an Hour before Sun* 
let. Fifteen Days Journey from Buffer ah. 

July the 10th, we were in motion by 
Two in the Morning, our Camels having, 
been two Days without Water, and having 
met with little to ear. Our Koad all the 
Way was ftony and rocky, among Hills 
or rather Mountains ** we palled through 
Defiles where only two could go abreafi. 
The Soil in fome Places was good red and 
yellow Oker. About Nine in the Morning, 
we were got through the very worft of 
B 5 them* 
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them ; when we perceived a Wall' with an 
arched Door, which fcemed to be but lately 
built j near this Place there was good Wa¬ 
ter, where the Bagdad Caravan let itieir 
Camels drink; but we proceeded about aMile 
farther to other Wells, where we encamped 
about Ten in the Morning. The Soldiers 
renewed their Demand for Money, but with 
the fame Succcfs as be tore. Fifteen. Days 
Journey from So Her ah, 

July the nth, we continued {till in cur 
Camp. 

Jitfy the i 2th, we proceeded on our 
Journey an Hour before Sunnfe, and our 
Road fur the firtl two Hours lay over a 
ftony Hill, after which we entered into a 
champain Country with Gravel and Shrubs 
this lafted till Two in the Afternoon, when 
we entred a flat Valley which abounded with 
Shrubs and Patches of h igh Grafs j this con¬ 
tinued till we cseamped which was about 
Five in the Afternoon, with a Defign to 
let the Camels feed. Days Journey frem 
fin (ft rah Jfxtteti and a half, 

July the yth, we began our March about 
Three in the Morning, and foon perceived 
the Valley to enlarge into a Plain, which 
was the moft fertile of any Put of the De- 

fert 
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fert we Ifad yet pafTcd through, and is ter¬ 
minated by two Chains of 1 lills ; and here 
it will not be improper to obftrvc, that fincc 
we pafled the Hills mentioned on the Tenth, 
we round the Climate greatly altered for 
the better, being much more mild and to¬ 
lerable* and confcqucmiy the Shrubs were 
not fo much fcorched as before *, befides 
the Ground was frequently covered with a 
particular kind of foft Grafs, Ac the End 
of this Plain we arrived at Wells of good 
Water, which were very deep, and w ailed 
round the In fide of the Borders with Stone. 
We encamped a little before Nine in the 
Morning where we continued the remain¬ 
ing Part of the Day, 

July the 14th, our Caravan was in mo¬ 
tion a little before 5 untile, and we travelled 
the grtateft Part of this Day among Hills 
and Valleys with a gravelly Soil; and yet we 
found Jeis Inconveniency here than in the 
Southern Part of the Defert* for in many 
Places the Earth was covered with a 
thin Coat of Grafs, and the Hills there 

abounded with Shrubs, which I never law 

* 

before. 

In our Journey I had frequently feen an 
'Animal I could not tell what to make of, 

but 
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but this Day 0:1c happened to tfc killed* 
which enables me to give you a Defer ip t ton 
of it, which I the rather choofe to do, be - 
caule it items particular to tills Parc oi the 
World, The Head, Body* Fur and* Co¬ 
lour are exa&ly like a Hate*, and the Tail 
is long and taper like that of a Rar, only 
ir is bulky at the End* and is carried erect 
when this Creature is in motion ^ the Shape 
and Pofition of the Tail made me fufpeft it 
to be at firft a kind of Squirrel, till I had a 
nearer View of the whole Proportion ■, for 
then i perceived that the hind Legs were 
five times as long as the fore ones : This 
octillions it to jump when purfued in a very 
furprifing manner j the Size is much the 
fame as that of a Rat t there arc a great 
Number of them in the Ddcrt, We en¬ 
camped at Five in the Afternoon on a little 
Spot of Ground. Dtp Journey from BuiTo 
rah eighteen* 

July the 15th, we fet out about Three in 
the Morning, and for two Hours we con¬ 
tinued afeending and dclcending over ftony 
Eminences, which at length were enlarged 
into Hills i but a little after Sunrife we ar¬ 
rived at a fmall Plain where we found Wells, 
but not enough to water all our Camels* and' 

there- 
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therefore the much greater Part went for¬ 
ward i for thole that flopped were only * 
fome few of the Bagdad Caravan. Two 
Hours after we had pailed thefc Wells we 
entdkd into a fpacious Plain, and alter 
that we arrived at Hills then,we travelled 
over Hills and Plains alternately the reft 
of the Day : The Soil was ibmetimes ftony, 
but chiefly Gravel and firm Sand with 
Shrubs. We pitched our Tents three 
Quarters of an Hour before Sunfet, Nine¬ 
teen Dayi Journey frm Buflerali, 

July the i6ch, we proceeded on our Jour¬ 
ney an Hour before Sun rife, but the Bag¬ 
dad Caravan was in motion much fooncr t 
at fir ft we palled over a barren gravelly 
Plain, at the End of which was another 
almoft furrounded with Chains of Hills, 
which was fertile in Shrubs, and had at the 
End Wells of Water, which we were 
deprived of by the Bagdad Caravan, which 
had rilen early for that Purpofe. We pro¬ 
ceeded over Hills which brought us to ano¬ 
ther Plain fertile in Shrubs, and encamped 
at Sunlct in a low Valley. Tmn/y Days 
Journey from BulTcrah. 

July the 17th, we began our March an 
jHour before Sunrife, and continued afeend- 

iog 
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ing and defcending for three Hotfli-s toge- 
ther, and then palled over Hills which led 
us to another Plain as fmooth as a Bowling- 
green, but barren at the End of this we 
pafled over rtfmg Ground, from whend we 
hid a View^f ‘Tayba, and encamped clofe 
by it at Four in the Afternoon \ here is a 
Pool of Water thick fet with Reeds, and 
Tavernier mentions a Spring which runs 
into this Pool, but I did not fee any there 
was, whatever might be at the Bottom. 
Our Camels had been now four Days' with¬ 
out Water which made fome of them lie 
down frequently with their Burdens. Days 
ysttmty frctti BufRrah twenty one. 

Jufy the tSch, we continued at Tayba to 
give the Camels Reft. Captain Roberts, in 
a Letter of his, fays he faw well wrought 
Capitals of the Corinthian Order, without 
naming the Place ^ which made me imagine 
he had meant Palmyra ; but my Arab Ser¬ 
vant, who travelled with him, allured me 
that he came the fame Track with him over 
the Defer:, that he vifired this Place, and 
took a Drawing of feme Parts of ft .with 
a Pencil : Add to this that Pabnyra lies 
fixty Miles South-weft of this Place. 

3Vi 'bo ' 
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t fajba *is a walled Town, feated on a 
riling Ground, and makes a tolerable Ap¬ 
pearance when you come within a proper 
Diftpce. The Engtijb Merchants, who were 
here in j6gi> obferved the Profpeft was 
helped by a well built Steeple* to which the 
Mahometans had joined a Mofch, fuppofed 
to be the Remains of a CbriJUait Church, 
becaufe it was built with more Art and 
Beauty than is generally to be met with in 
Turkifh Fabricks. The People that inha¬ 
bited this Town feemed to be more civilifed 
and of better Fafliion than they had hither¬ 
to met with in the Defert; but it is now 
defolate, and the Houles in Ruins j the 
Gateway is arched and very ftrong with 
Marks of its having been cannonaded - t juft 
at the Entrance there is an Infcription on 
a Wall, the Chambers of which I did not 
underftand, though they might probably 
tie Palmyrene, for Dr Bernard affirms he 
met with fome of that kind when he 
vifired this Place- The molt remarkable 
Building which I faw was a fquare Tower, 
whicbl doubtlefs, was the Steeple above- 
mentioned it is built oF hewn Stone, and 
is pretty entire, only the upper Part is out of 
Repair; there arc one hundred and fifty- 
% fiv e 
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five Steps on the In fide to go uf> to the 
Top of tr, and adjoining: thereto are 
the Ruins of a Chapel, but the Parts which 
are left are not fufficient to give a juft Idea 
of its Dimeufions, or Architecture ; how¬ 
ever there is a Part of a Room yet (landing 
whole Dimenfions may be about as large 
as a Bedchamber, and in it are two Ccritt- 
thian Capitals, one of which is very badly 
wrought; but the other feems to be pretty 
well executed, and may probably give rife 
to the Encomiums of Captain Reberts. i 
fhould have been very particular in mcafur- 
»ng all its Members, if the Sheik, wha 
now pretended to have a great Regard for 
me had not fent to acquaint me, 1 was in 
danger from feme concealed Arabs. How* 
ever I obferved that the Triglyphs, which 
bend backwards in our moifern Capitals, 
and ftand upright, lay flat in this, and 
leaned on one Side, The Stone or Ala- 
bafter of which it was made feemed to be 
a very fine Sort > but the other, and three or 
four Shafts or Columns, were only of Free* 
ftonei there woe two Shaft, of Pill™ fitted 
in the Will hnj the Appear.,S« of 
Marb t, about fou, Feet k,„ g , 2nd tfcvm 
Jnohcs .n Diameter, b at , hry wm witl , out 

Bales 
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Bales and Capitals, over theft there was an 
Arch turned with the fame fort of Bricks 
of which the reft of the Building is con- 
ftru&ed. 

Two Mika to the Weft ward of Ta^ba 
there are high Hills on which (lands a. 
Building relembling a Chapel, and nearer 
the Town is a noble Quarry of white tranf- 
p a rent Alabafttr, of which the CapitaL 
abovementioned was moft probably made* 
This Place and the adjacent Country gave 
me more Plealure than any thing I had met 
with Gnce I left Rufftrab, 

We were alarmed Yeflerday with about 
fiftcei^ vrfio rode towards us on full Gallop j 
Our People went out to meet them with 
their Mufquets, which, prevented their do¬ 
ing any more harm than carrying of a 
(haggling Camel. But at Midnight we had 
another Alarm, which put us into greater 
Fright* occafioned by the Arrival of the 
Bagdad Caravan, which we had left at the 
watering Place, and which we at firft ap¬ 
prehended to be an Enemy. From hence 
we dHbatched an Arab to the Balhaw cl 
AirppoA o acquaint him with the near ap- 
pfoacb.oJ our 
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July the igth, we proceeded on ojir Jour¬ 
ney juft at SunriJe, and patted between 
Tayba and the Hills, and then entred into 
a gravelly Plain. At Nine we came among 
other l fills, where the Soil is as yellow as 
Oker. After this we advanced: into a Plain 
futrounded with Hills, and marched 
through an Opening at the farther End, 
which led into another Plain where we en¬ 
camped at Five in the Afternoon, Days 
Journey from Buflerah twenty two. 

July the aoth, this Day we were in mo¬ 
tion half an Hour before Sumile, and at 
firft we palled through a barren Plain to 
the Weft ward of which is a Hill, where 
there is a white Houle or Fort; at the 
End of the Plain the Country is uneven but 
not FI illy, and fo continued till Three in 
the Afternoon, and then we entred another 
Plain abounding with Shrubs. We en¬ 
camped a little before Sunfet, Days Jour¬ 
ney from Buflerah twenty three. 

June the a i ft, we began our March at 
half an Hour before Sunrife, and patted 
over a riling Ground till Nine, verpjull of 
Holes. The Soil was chiefly hardened 
Sand, which continued till we approached 
certain Hills, which lay to the Left A6 

Noon 
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Noon we palled by them, and cane into a 
foody Plain covered with Salt, which was 
about five Miles in Breadth. Soon after 
we left it we got to the Back of the Hills, 
where we encamped at Four in the After¬ 
noon. This Place is called Hugla where we 
met with a Handing Pool of Water \ and 
about two Miles to the North'weft of it 
there is a Village called Jubone z Here the 
Caravan is always obliged to ftop and wait 
for the Ba(haw’s Orders, which now is fub- 
je& to his foie Direction, who appoints a 
Place at which they are to rendezvous, to 
which the Shabander and his People ad¬ 
vance firlt, and when all are ready they 
proceed on their Journey. Days Jcurat} 
from Buffers!) twenty three and a Quarter. 

July the 2 id, this Day the sfrab w ho was 
lent from Tayba returned back; as alio a 
Party of Horfe to conduft us to the Place 
of rendezvous. We were in motion at Ele¬ 
ven before Noon i and at firft marched 
over a gravelly Soil, widt a Chain of Hills 
on one Side, and the Salt-plain on the 
other. Then wc came foon after to Fields 
fertile to Clover, and then to others quite 
green. We palled by two Villages, the 
jjrft of which was deferted but the 

other 
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other was inhabited, anti ah tlip Houie£ 
had Domes in the haihion of Bee-hives. 
Then we proceeded to the Place of render* 
vein, where we found about twenty Cut* 
tom-houfc Offices in their Tents, near a 
Spring and a Stream of Water* We cn* 
camped about Three in the Afternoon* 
Days Journtj in all from Bufierah twenty four- 
Wc are now about twelve Miles from 

Aleppo. , 

On the 23d of June, the Officers made a* 

ftrifter Enquiry into the Commodities be* 
longing to the Caravan, and were very 
ftridt in fetching after Pearls, which, pay 
a double Duty when concealed. One of the 
Caravan, an Armenian* whom I took to 
be a Servant wanted to have kept hU Money 
private but was dete&edb aqd was fount! 
to have 200,000 Kupdes,^w™ c h amounts 
t o about 25,000 Pounds of our Money, for 
which they demanded double Duty.This Day 
Arthur Pollard* Efq-» our Conful at Aleppo- 
having had Notice of my coining, lent me 
a Letter by * Prieft, which contained a very, 
kind Invitation to his Houfe; whereupon 
L took Horfe and rode to AttppK, The 
loaded Camels followed next Day, and went 
with their Cargoes to the Cuftom-houfe, 
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General Remarks the Pajhge 
over the Defert* 

I HAVE been the more particular in 
making my Obfer various on the Nature 
of the Soil as wc patTcd along, becaufc this 
Defcrt has generally been reprefented as a 
level Tandy Plain •, whereas in Reality the 
greatefi Part is a hard iandy Gravel like 
fome of our Heaths in Englattd * t in fome 
Places it is full of large loofe Stones, and 
in others lull of fnwit Hills which are 
more barren than the Valleys or Plains, 
for thefe are generally full of Shrubs, and 
the lower the Situation the more green they 
are j however thefe are but few in compa- 
rifon of the reft, for the greateft Part are 
dry and parched by the Heat of the Sun, 
inlbmuch that they will take Fire as readily 
as Shavings and yet thefe are all the 
Footfthc Camels have to live upon. All 
the Hills between Bujferab and Tajt&a feem 
»to be little elfe but Stones. 


There 
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There is no Want of Water, as is com- * 


m on!y fuppofed when you travel the com¬ 
mon Track, but then it is generally bad, 
and therefore it is the Quality but not the 
Quantity that is moft to be complained of-, 
even the very beft is fuon rendred unfit for 
prefent drinking for when you come to a 
Foot, every one is for taking care of his 
own Camels, and therefore as many oi 
thele plunge in at time, that the Water 
foon becomes muddy and unfit for ufe j 
however Neceffity has no Law, for I have 
been forced to take up with it, and have 
drank it as thick as Turks do their Coffee, 
who, it is welt known, always fluke the 
Pot before they pour it out iniomuch that 
I am not certain whether or no 1 have 
not fwallowed my Peck of Dirt, which, ac¬ 
cording to the Proverb, every one is obliged 
to cat before he dies. However I guarded 
again ft this as well as 1 could by {training 
it through Mufti n thrice doubled, which I 
put over the Mouth of my Matarra. Thofe 
Pools or Ponds which were l'umounded with 
plenty or Reeds were generally be^er than 
the Wells for the Water of thofe we Hop¬ 
ed at on fune the 23d was as screen as 
Grafs i that of Gbudary on the 24th wa* 
l , very 


-■ 
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« very bad, and both were exceeding bitter ; 
that of the Weils at Alatbla had a jnery of* 
fenfive Smell, and yet we were obliged to 
drink it, but that of Tbemt t which wc ar¬ 
rived at July the 3d, was much more abo¬ 
minable. When we waited for the Bagdad 
Caravan, on Jufy the 5th, the Water was fo 
Lniufierabk that Mynheer Cartia gave twenty 
five Piafters to a Man to fetch him two 
Skins of Water from the River Euphrates. 
However it is obierveable that this became 
fweet in twenty four Hours l ime by its 
Agitation in the Skins on the Back of the 
Camels; but this was but a final! Com pen- 
fution for our having been forced to drink 
it for three Days before. The Water of 
the Pools was generally very good but 
muddy. For farther Particulars you may 
oonfult the Journal. 

The greatdl Diilance between the water¬ 
ing Places was two Days and a Half, and 
happened at the firft fee ting out, that is 
between Cbubdar and Kbumgba ; our Camels, 
indeed, when we came to Tayba had been 
four Days without Water * bur then we pafled 
by fume twice during that Time, where we 
filled our Skins for ourfdves, though we 
/lid not (top to let the Cattle drink. 1 have 

before 
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before obferved, that it is owing tp the Ur . 
2'rnefs of the Ms that Water is not to be 
!.*d mot* frequently, tor there is little room 
to doubt, that where the Shrubs were greep, 
this nccel&ry Fluid may be found, el^- 
cially fincc where they are already dug the 
Soil is much lefs promifing. it is well 
known that thole who dig deep enough to 
Stratum of Clay will feldom lole the.r La¬ 
bour, as appears lYom the Wells we met 
with on "July the i 3 th- The many Fig¬ 
ments of Ropes on the ftone Edges, and 
other Signs demon ftrate that thefe had been 
long made ufe of; and it is plain their being 
Xunk in that Place was owing to great Me- 
edlity for there did not feem to be much 
Probability of finding Water in that Place, 
becaul'e the Soil round about them was 
dry ; whence 1 conclude that there can be 
no want of it «i the Plains and Valleys 
throughout the Dcfcrt, if the Ms would 
he at the Pains of opening the Ground to a 

proper Depth. 

But though the Water is fo bad, the Aia, 
except in the rainy Seafun, is always pure 
and ferene.infomuch that there is n* manner 
of Danger in fleeping on the Ground j lor 
ihete is no Dew in the Night, though the 

Weather 
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Weathei* is exccffive hot in the Day, Thofe 
of the Caravan who expofed themfolves to * 
the open Air, aim oft naked, as is the Cul- 
tom in this Part of the World, never caught 
the leaft Cold, or were attacked with the 
Jeaft Diforder, which is a plain Proof of its 
being whole feme, and jf they happened to 
vrake, had the Plea lure of beholding a fc- 
reneSkyand brilliant Stars without the leaft 
Scintillation, II there had been any Dew 
in the Night, I muft have known it by my 
I'uzee, which always lay by me on the 
Ground, and continued as bright as ever 
without any Appearance of Ruft, which it 
could not have done had there been any 
ttioift Vapours fallen upon it. 

Hie Animals in this Dcfert are but 
few; however we met with Hares frequently 
that ran crofs the Caravan. Thefe the 
shahs endeavoured to knock down with the 
Bludgeons they drove the Camels with, 
and fomrtimes they would kill twenty or 
thirty in a Day, Thefe burrow in Holes 
like a Rabbet, which Holes were as nu 
memos all over the Drfcrt as thofe of a 
Warrerrin England ; to fay the Truth, j 
could not help fefpecling that there were 
o^icr Animals concerned In making thefe 

E fob- 
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fubeerranean Habitations, chough I had 
not the good Luck to fee them. Betides 
thefe I Jaw but one Antilope, and .the Crea¬ 
ture dd’eribed on June the 14th. Wc met 
with Lizards of various kinds, and Jbme 
few Snakes or Serpents, which Teemed to be 
a Sort of a Viper. There was no want of 
lnfe&s fuch as Beetles, Locufts, fcfr. and 
when we drew near Aleppo, the Scorpions 
were of a monftrous Size. The Birds are 
very few, for we faw none but OJtriches, 
Partridges and Eagles, of which laft we 
killed two or three. 

The Car avans which crofs thefe Deferts 
are of twu forts, the Caravan of light Ca¬ 
nals , and the Merchants Caravan, of both 
which I fha'il give a Description. The Jirft 
is chiefly made up of young Camels which 
are fent to the Sheik of Laffer , or Ahfa, a 
Town in Arabia-, who is a potent Prince, 
and appoints one of his Dependants to be 
the Caravan Balhi: This Man has the Dir 
icftkm of the whole Caravan, and all who 
join k mufl fubmit to him. He has a 
Guard for its Defence, which confifts of 
about 150 Men, mounted on Dromedaries, 
which is a lighter and fwifter fort of a Ca- 
meli but not a diftmft Species, as feme have 

imagined.

When 3Ej 
any confidcrable Number of Merchants they 
g v pay the whole Jixpence of the 
Convoy, though the Sheik fliouid demand 
no more than what is cuftomary to pay

agree bej^re. hand to pay onjyfo much tor 
a JoaddUmeJ This will, in feme Me* 
lure, explain the Behaviour of our Sheik 
at Kbttmghi i, who there took Money f rom 

E 3 the 
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the Merchants as well as from fas. Pie 
pretended ro borrow Money, for which he 
gave his Note, to pay all back again that 
tho u Id be more than they had agreed to 
pay. But as we had made no Contra# 
becaufc we had no Mcrehandife, and con- 
fequently had no Occafion to make any, he 
had no Pretence to require any from us, 
which pat him upon the Expedient of bor¬ 
rowing, or rather extorting what he pic a fed 
under that Pretence. Among other Arti¬ 
fices, he told us, he had paid I ever 3 1 Sums 
of Money ro the Sheiks of the Defert for 
Jetting the Caravan pafs, Bur we knew 
this to be a Falfity, For there were no fuch 
Per Ions feeu throughout the Journey. But 
enough on this Subject. 

The Bulk of the Caravan is made up of 
Arabs of the Defert, who are an ignorant, 
brutiSh, low-lived Set of People ; which is 
no Wonder, conftdering their Manner of 
Life, and the Meannefs of their Education,"^ 
in a Place where they can have little or no 
Knowledge of the reft of the World They 
have no Acquaintance with Politenrfe or 
ioda] Virtue, and co n f tqi , c „ t | y hsv£ | W(! 
Regml for <he DMinftiom a mong Ma „. 
ki«<J, or che Difference which is due trope 

Inferiors 
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Inferiors to their Superiors. There is very 
JfrtJe Difference either in Orel's oc Beha¬ 
viour between the foweft Camel-driver and 
the Sheik himfelf. Add to this, that they 
being bred in a hardy manner themfclves, 
and always expoied to the Inclemency o! 
the Weather, they are apt to imagine that 
others, though brought up never lo ddi- 
catly, are able to endure all the Inconve¬ 
niences which they are expoied to as well 
as them le Ives, nor will they lerve you one 
Jot the more or better for paying them well 
for what they do. When I was at Bujftrab 
I gave my Camel-man Fix Dollars for Fix 
Skins of Water, and for a Camel extraor¬ 
dinary to carry it, that I might always be 
well provided with that nectrfFary Article, 
and yet when I came on the Defert I was 
obliged to drink out of the fame Skins with 
their own Servants, and could not have an 
Advantage which I prom tied myfrlf, bur¬ 
eau fe I had paid for It, and therefore had a 
Right to it. The only way for thole who 
travel this Way will be to purchafe Skins 
of their own, and then they can have no 
Pretence of depriving you of your Pro¬ 
perty.

Tlien all the Came)-men light their Matches, 
and drive up all the Straglcrs into a Body 5, 
theft make up the duet Strength* of the 
Caravan, for not only they, but their Ser¬ 
vants are obliged to be as vigilant as p<^f- 

Qblc, 
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Hble, btctufe if the Enemy foould get the 
better, they would fuller as much. as the ■ 
Merchants. Thefe Robbers always appear 
on HorJeback, and though their Numbers 
fht’iild be no more than thirty they will be 
able to do 3 great deal of Mischief to I'uch 
a Caravan as ours, and carry off a great 
Booty; tor they endeavour to come upon 
you unawares, and fall upon that Fart 
that is the lealt guarded, putting the 
Camels into Confufion. Thefe being of a 
very timorous Nature, fome will run one 
way,and fomeanother,di fperfing rhemfelves 
in the Defort; and this is the very thing 
they aim at, for they ran pick them up at 
their Leifure. liefidcs thole of the Cara¬ 
van who efcapc ihcmfelves, give themfelvcs 
little Trouble about what becomes of the 
reft v or if they did they know it would be 
impoffible to recover the Lois, Ik tides w hile 
they were afliftJtig others, they them fed vrt 
would be in Danger of lofing -their own 
Property. When they have Advice that 
tliefe Freebooters intend to intercept them, or 
that thej are like to meet with Men on Horlc- 
back, they judge it beft and fafeft to devi¬ 
ate from the common Track in order to avoid 
them. But if the Men arc mounted on Ca- 
1 B 4 - mcls 
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rrtels or Dromedaries the Danger js not To 
great; for thirty of the Former arc able to 
do moftr Execution than three Hundred of 
the Latter. For this rcafon they never are 
afraid of meeting People with Camels only, 
unlcfs they are much fuperior in Number. 
When they are like to be attacked by a Gang 
of this Sort they make the Camels lie down 
and tic their Legs together to prevent their 
running away or even riling up, and then 
the Men, armed with Firelocks, advance to 
meet rhe Enemy, This generally obliges 
them to retreat, for they having nothing but 
Lances and Swords, dare not ft and the Fire 
of Men on foot who are able to take good 
Aim- When the Caravan is out-numbred 
they make the Camels lie down in a Rnig, 
and as it were intrench thcmfclves in the 
Middle; infomuch that they generally come 
off Conquerors, unlefs they are furpriled at 
unawares j but this feldom or never hap. 
pens to be the Cafe. 

The Camels in, this Caravan are not tied 
feven or eight together as in Pcrjia^ but 
are loofe and march along without obfervtng 
any Order, like a Drove of Cattle* in Eng-> 
land going to Market, Their ufual Pace 
is only walking, nor can a Camel or Dro¬ 
medary*

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mcdary with a Man on his Back be cafily 
put out ot ir. And though their lacgs are 
long and they take great Strides, yet they 
rid no more Ground than a Man in his or¬ 
dinary Method of travelling on Foot, as I 
have often experienced when I hive walked 
for three or four Hours together. One 
thing that makes them fo flow is their 
nibJing at every Shrub they meet with, 
which makes it no Wonder that a Man 
who walks a common Pace fhould get to 
his Journey’s End before a Camel. I knee 
upon due Deliberation 1 have eftimated rhat 
a Camel may travel thirty Miles in a Day, 
one Day with another, if Ive h upon the 
Road thirteen Hours Together, as was our 
Cafe, for we never halted or Hopped to 
dinr, as many other Caravans do. Now 
as we were twenty four Days on our Paflag- 
the Didance between Bujprab and Akppo 
mu ft be about 720 Miles, which agrees very 
well with the beft Maps of this Part of the 
World. 

The Time of (lopping, in order to en¬ 
camp, is. at the Will and Pkafure of the 
Bafhi,' and this is done without Order or 
Regularity, only the Owners of the Ca- 
jnda take care to keep thofc together which 
E 5 belon g 
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belong to themfdves. The Loads are 
then taken ofF, and they are driven out to 
forage for an Hour or two, When they 
return they are made to lie down with their 
Saddles on, and only one Leg tied but 
they n-jep but little, and lefs than any Other 
Creature I am acquainted with. The Camels 
have no other Suftenancc but rhe wither¬ 
ed Shrubs which they meet with in the 
Defert, only thole that are loaded have a 
Lump of Dough given them every Night. 

After what has been faid, it is ealy to 
fee how ncteffary and ufefiil Camels are in 
paring over thefe vaft Dcfcrts, where no 
other Beafts of Burden could live without 
h ing fupplied with Provender from other 
Places. No Quidrupede but this can live 
ib long without Water - t four Days I know 
they can, and have been told fifteen, but 
this 1 do not 3ffirm for Truth, though 
rhofe that told me afibt it from their own 
Knowledge. They pretend this was occa- 
fioned by having gone out of their way, 
and from having Followed an unfrequented 
Track. However, this is certain, that 
atroofl; all the Men and many of the Beafb 
died. Camels are enabled to bear Thirft 
longer than other Animals by means of a 
* Bladder 
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Eladdef which is placed near the Entrance 
of the Throat, which may be feen very 
plainly when they are loading, for then they 
grumble and growl, and throw the Blad¬ 
der up in their Mouths. This I fuppofe 
is always filled at the Time of his drinking,, 
and with this he mu ft needs maiden the 
dry Food which he meets with on the 
Road, and expends it very gradually, and 
yet I oblcrved the Day before we came to 
*fayba it was quite empty, when they had 
been but three Days without drinking, w hkb 
occafioned them to eat very little on the 
following Days. The genital Parts are fcat- 
ed quite different from thofc of other Ani¬ 
mals, for which reai'on they always void 
their Urine backwards. In Winter the Ca¬ 
mels are clothed in Jong Wool like a Sheep, 
which falls off in the Spring, and in the 
Summer they look fo (leek with their fhorc 
Hair, that you would rake them for a dif¬ 
ferent kind of Animal. Betides thole that 
are bred in the iuuchern Parts of jffia arc 
of a (lighter Make then thofc that travelt 
bet wee n<^onjlav{inepU and Firfia. For thefc' 
laft Will carry a thousand Pounds Weight 
eatier than the former can fix Hundred.. 
( Thofc which are called Dromedaries are 

fmall. 
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("mall clean Jim bed Beads, the beft of which 
are bred at Mufkatt* and only differ from 
other Camels as a Cart-horfe does from a 
Racer. In T'ortarj and other Places there 
are Dromedaries and Camels with two 
Humps on their Backs, but thefe I never 
Taw. 

The Merchants Caravan confiftsof 
Merchants or Traders, who ^gree among 
themfelves who fball be their Bafhi, by 
which Means they avoid Impositions, 
and pay no more than what is neerflary for 
the Good of the whole Company, and every 
one contributes hts Share in a juft Propor¬ 
tion. When their Expenccs arc extraordi¬ 
nary on account of any Danger they may 
meet with they are all afleffed alike. The 
Bafhi they have chofen for fevcral Journeys 
is Sad Taluk, a Man of great Worth and 
Reputation, and who is generally refpefled 
by all the Sheiks of the Defert. He always 
a£ls with great Integrity and Honour, and 
would not forfeit his Charafter for any 
Confederation, He is in great Credit from 
one End of the Defert to the other, info* 
much that his Letter is faid to be a'fuffi- 
cicnt Paflport alone to carry a Man fafe 
through it. He is faid to be a Defendant, 
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oF Mahomed, and to have the ftri&eft Regard 
'* for the moral Part of his Religion/ Capt. 
Roberts, Mr. Monro, &c. went with his 
Caravan, and were fo pleafed with his ex¬ 
traordinary Civility throughout the whole 
* Journey, that when they Came to Aleppo, 
they made him a Prelcnt of a Gold Watch 
rA* and fome other things of Value. How¬ 
ever what I have find concerning the Be¬ 
haviour of our Sheik, is /efficient to pre¬ 
vail on all thofe who travel over the De¬ 
fer! to be very cautious to whom they com¬ 
mit themfdves to the Care of. 

As for the Arabs of the Ddert I cannot 
fee how they can be trufted, lor they make 
a Trade of Robbery, and are brought up 
to it from their Infancy. They are con¬ 
tinually wandring from Place to Place leak¬ 
ing whom they may devour, and make no 
Scruple of pillaging their own Country¬ 
men when they have a fuperior Force. How 
then can others expeft to efcape foot-free, 
nay, it will be very well if they can five 
their Lives. However rhey pretend to 
ftand mach upon their Honour, and if 
their Wives or Daughters happen to make 
t a Slip, they make no more ado but take 
£hcm on one Side and ft tike off their Heads.

A Caravan which fet out from Buffcrab 
about fcven Months luoncr than ours, were 
under a Sheik, put in by him of L'sljfab '■ v> 
before mentioned, who after he had taken 
Money from the Convoy, lent Advice to 
another, on the Road, afiiinng him he 
would make no Refinance if he (houkl be 
allowed half the Booty. By this means the 
Merchants were deprived of all they had 
by the Treachery of their own Caravan' 

BafHi i only a Camel was allowed for every 
two to purfue their Journey to AUpfo. 
However this Scheme was not conferted in 
fo private a manner, but it was found out - t 
infomuch that the Arabs themfeIves, who 
had loft their Camels, refuted to go any 
more under the Diredtion of fo villainous a 
Sheik; upon which the Man who con¬ 
ducted us was chofen in his room, who for 
Hone tty was much of the fame ftamp, for 
it afterwards appeared he had fome of thole 
very Goods which the Merchants had been , 
deprived of, and carried them with hirr^ 

for 
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for Sale, upon which Account an Accusa¬ 
tion was brought again If him at * Alippv, 
Thus you fee how hard it is to find a Man 
you can confide in among rhele Sort of 
People. However that there are lb me of 
greater Honefty among them appears from 
the Character of Setd Talub abvtmentioned, 
who always took the utraoft Care to pre- 
krve his Caravan, though he once unde- 
fignedty brought it into the utmoft Di- 
ftrels*, for as he was conducting the Jail 
Caravan, and was advanced pretty near 
Mtjbid AU t lie had Advice that the Bafhaw 
of Bag dad intended to intercept it with a 
Body of Horfr, upon which, in order to 
avoid him* he turned off to the Left far¬ 
ther into the Del ere than the common Road 
lay. He likewife fent out four of his 
People every Night different Ways, to give 
him Notice if they Ihould happen to fee 
them, or hear where they were. One of 
thefe who had been employed on this Er¬ 
rand one Night never returned, which gave 
him room to fufpeft he was betrayed \ upon 
-which he'turned off directly into the Deferr, 
and kept the fame Courfe for two Days to¬ 
gether, and got entirely out of his Know¬ 
ledge, But the worft of it w39 he could 
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find no watering Place, and was forced to 
wanderabout, as fame fay, for fifteen Days, 
tdl they were reduced to the foft Extremi¬ 
ty* and then they providentially met with 
what they wanted. This was the Time 
hinted at above, when the Camels were ib 
long without Water. It fcems this Sheik 
had Some dark Intimation of the Baihaw's 
Delfgn before he left Bujftrab^ and had given 
the Merchants his Word he would run any 
Kifk rather than let them fall i mo his 
H ands. t have indited the longer upon theft 
things to (hew the NecdBty of inquiring 
into the Character of the Sheik to whom 
the Care of the Caravan is intruded tha 
thole who travel this Way may be 1 e fs ex

Though indeed all the Merchants are pro¬ 
vided with Tents • whereas in our Caravan 
none had any but Mynheer Gnti and my- 
felf, not even the BaHii. It will bebeft for 
4;vcry one who can afford it to be pro¬ 
vided with a Tent, and yet they arc not fo 
abfolutdy neceJTary as many may imagine, 
for their greareft Ufe is when you encamp 
for a Day or two together, they being al¬ 
ways ft ruck at Night after Sunlit. 

Beiort I entered on the Defert, I appre¬ 
hended there would be great Difficulty in 
travelling fuch an Extent of Ground, but 
I foon found myfelf miftaken, for the Road 
is eafily found unldi you are obliged to 
leave the common Track, Their Rules arc 
always to call at the lame Watering-places, 
ro which they are guided by the Hills and 
Valleys, which arc well known to thole 
who have often palled that Way. Befides 
they are a Hi lied by the Sun, and in many 
Places thf Way is beaten like our Foot¬ 
paths in England particularly between 
Chabdar and Aleppo , where the Tracks made 
* by the Camels are very vifible. Indeed in 
* Tome 
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fome Places there is no ftieh clang to be 
. firen, but then it is where the Land is 
marfhy or the Soil Joofe and fandy, and 
then they are direded altogether by the 
Sun and Hills. Sometimes, perhaps, they 
may ftray a little out of they dtred Way, 
but they Toon get into it again. The Tracks 
are very eailly known, for there are many 
of them running parallel to each other for 
feveral Miles in Breadth i infomuch that it 
is almoft impoflible to make any Mi flake* 
Befides there are Angle Men who carry Let¬ 
ters every Month from Buffer ah to Aleppo, 
which could not be fo eafily performed if the 
Road were difficult to find 5 add to this, that 
there are other Tradts which run acrofs rhe 
Defm from one Watering-place to another. 
In Ikon, there is not the leaf! Danger in 
miftaking the Way tq thofe who are the 
lcaft ufed to the Road ; but if a Caravan 
is obliged to wander out of their K now- 
ledge , then they may be reduced to the 
greateft Extremities for want of Water, 

1 make no doubt but many of my Rea¬ 
ders will think this to be a barren Defcrip- 
tion of a very barren Country, and indeed I 
am lorry it afforded nothing better - t but this 

which 

t 
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w hich irfty fecm very tedious to fome, may 
be very tifefol to Come of my Bengal Friends* 
who may poflibly have an Occafion to 
make the Defcrt in their Way hi travelling 
home to their own native Country, This 
■ made me very unwilling to forbear men¬ 
tioning any thing which might poffibly be 
p lo their Ad vantage,in dire&ing them to take 
the beft Meafures in profeenring their Jour¬ 
ney, and by /hewing how to avoid all thofe 
Dangers and Diftre/Tcs which fome have 
often been expofed to in this inhofpitable 
Country, I know that Letters have been 
fenc from Dieppe by a few who have paft 
this Dcfert* but without many Particulars 
of their Journey over it, either becaufe they 
kept no Journal, or becaufe they were fo 
immerled in Plea fores at Aleppo, that all 
their former Hardihips vanifhed out of 
their Mind. However 1 am the firft who 
eroffed it with the Camel Caravan, and 
probably have been the grcaceft Sufferer on 
that Account; and perhaps am the only 
Pcrfon who was at the Trouble of writing 
*each Days Occurences* after having been 
Cooped up in a Cajava for thirteen Hours 
, - together. I fliall now conclude what I have 
to lay on this Subjeft by giving fome far- 
* * ' ther

ther Advice to fuch as out of Choice or 
Neccfliry are arrived as far as Bufferab on 
their Callage home. 

When yon are got to Buffrab it will be 
very lucky if you meet with a Caravan,, 
which fliall fet out in ten or fifteen Days 
Time, and then the Opportunity is by no 
means to be negleflcd, bccaufc then your 
Arrival at Aleppo will be more fpeedy, and 
at Icfs Expence. Bagddd % it mutt be own* 
ed, is confiderably nearer Aleppo than Buf¬ 
fer ab \ but the Carriage is dearer, becaufe 
Camels are more fcarce at Bagdad % for the 
Caravan that joined ours gave fifty Dollars 
apiece. At the ufual Rate of travelling 
you will get from Bufferab to Aleppo in 
thirty two Days, though you arc adlually 
upon the March but twenty four Days and 
one third. Now we will fuppofe the Dif* 
tance from Bagdad to Cubtfftt to be four 
Days Journey, and from Cubtffa to Aleppo 
fifteen and one third, yet the Time of rett¬ 
ing by the way, will make this latt Dil- 
tance twenry Days. But if you go by 
Ktrkut, you will be much longer as appears 
from Captain Elliot’s Journal, added to the* 
End of this. And here it will not be amifs 
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to give you the Length of Time which 
each of thefe Roads will cake up*

Thus you may perceive there is a con- 
Jidcrable Difference as to Time in travelling 
the feverai Roads r And with regard to 
Expence, if you have a Companion to pay 
half of the Expence of the Cajavas and 
2 Servant, 
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Servant, two may pafs over the Defer t 
almofl: Tor the fame Charge as one. To ,* 
counterbalance this you will have the In- 
conveniency of hot fulcry Weather, and 
may fall into the Hands of People who are 
not over honeft,btfidcs being Forced to drink . 
Water which in fume Places is mod abo* 
minable, and meeting with no frefh Pro K 
vifion but Hares. If you travel by the 
Way of Bagdad and kxibcjfa, you fhorten 
your PaJ&gc over the Dele re near eight Days 
on a pleajanc River, where you will have 
Variety of agreeable Profpe&s, and will be 
able to procure Variety of Refrefhment 
throughout the whole Pall age till you reach 
Bagdad. Add to this, that after you are 
two Days beyond Cubtjpt the Pleat of the 
Defert is nut fo intolerable. If when you 
arrive at Bagdad there is no Caravan ready 
to depart, you may proceed to Mattful, in 
which Road you have Villages all the Way, ' 
as well as between Or/a and Aleppo. There 
is, indeed, a Defert of fix Days Journey 
between Or/a and Aleppo, but then it lies 
fo far to the Northward that there is no 
fcorching Winds, and you may ride 
on Horleback all the Way, Upon the 
whole it is my Opinion, that it will be

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be ft foi* thole who are bound from 
, Buffer ab to Aleppo* to take the fii/l fafc . 
Conveyance from Bagdad* after procur¬ 
ing a Letter oi Recommendation from 
the Bafliaw, efpecially as thofe who come 
, from the Eaft Indus* very feldom need to 
flint thrmfeSves in Point of Expence, though 
jf. iflb Difference fboukl amount to two hun¬ 
dred Rupees. Befidcs there being no paf- 
ing over the great-Defers but twice a Year, 
you may lomed mes be obliged to wait ac 
Bufferab for the Departure of the Caravan ; 
whereas the Opportunities of proceeding 
from Bagdad are frequent, or if you (hould 
be tired of waiting at Bagdad* you may 
proceed to Manful , and that w ill afford you 
a great deal of Variety j for there are many 
Remains of Antiquity which will yield 
you an agreeable Armifement, efpccially if 
you have a Tafte that way. It muft like- 
wife be fbme Pleafure to contemplate the 
Spot where Alexander the Great fought the 
decil)ve Battle w 1 th Daruts, near Arbtla now 
called Harpel or Erbd. 

With regard to tire Refpondextia, it is

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as I committed an Error in this tefpaft, it 
will t^e proper to explain the Nature of this ,• 

At Bujferab they 
have two lorts of Pi afters, rj'tz. the current 
Pi afters, and the Piafters in Specie, named 
Rami. This, as the Exchange then ftood . 
was 6 and a half per Cent, more than the 
current Piafters. Now the Money that'*! ^ 
paid was 2000 Piafters in Specie, and my 
Bill of Exchange whicll was written in Ini- 
lian , was for 2000 Piafters Rsmi in Monet & 
ecrrtnta, del grand Senbor, When 1 came 
to Aleppo t the Merchant to whom I pre- 
fented my Bill, not underftanding the Word 
Rumu only took notice of Moneta cerrettta , 
and as there is the fame Difference here, as 
between the current Piafter and the Flatter 
in Specie at Bujerab > he would only pay 
me in current Money, by which I fticaild 
have loft fix and a half per Cent . Upon this 
J chofe to refer the Difference to the Gen- ' 
tic ill an that drew the Bill, having a great 
Opinion of his Honefty. I mention this 
to caution others to cake care of the like 
Mi flake for the Future j and when they 
pay Money of Baffarab which is Piafters in

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Time of my Stay, and I received the Com¬ 
pliments of all the Britijh Gentlemen as 
well as thofe of die French Conful, add mofl: * 
of that Nation. My fir ft Bu fine ft was to 
endeavour to gain Satisfaction for the ill 
Treatment of the Sheik, for which Reaion 
I reprelcnted my Cafe to Mr. Poflard , with 
had Conftqucncc to future Travellers, 
if this was made a Precedent, bcxaufelt 
might probably Jitf^pen that all Ear (peons 
who fhoutd hereafter pa ft this Way would 
be obliged to pay the like Sum of Money; 
And therefore 1 ho|)cd that this Man fhoutd 
not only be obliged to rcftorc the extorted 
Money back, but be other wile punifticd. 
Upon this Mr. PcUard t in Conjunction w ith 
the French Conful, prefen ted a Memorial 
relating to this Affair to the Baftiaw. The 
Shdk in his Defence aliened he had taken 
nothing from us by Force, but that what 
he had received was a voluntary Prcfcnt. 
However the Bslliaw, in Hopes of gaining 
by this Cfditc, ordered him to be ferml 
and clapped into Prifon. Upon this the 
Sheik required us to prove, in the Mac* 
kama or' Cady’s Court, that lie had made 
ufe of Force in obtaining the Monty* This 
was a very artful Step, tor he knew that 
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Chriftian's Oath would be taken thfcre, and 
•ns for the Araks tlicy were too much in a 
his Power to dare to appear again It Mm on 
our Ik half 1 hus the Event appeared to 
be delpcratc when a con fide rablc Turk, who 
was in the Caravan, went before the Cady 
and jwore that the Sheik extorted the Mo¬ 
ney by Force. Now as there was another*' 
of the lame IN at ion aiyng with us at that 
'I ime, if he comes in and^rroves rhe fame 
thing the Sheik will be convi&ed ; and 
hese it muff be noted, that though the 
Turks and Arabs arc of the fame Religion, 
tliey have a mortal Hatred to each other, 
which fliews the Prudence of making them 
your Friends when you travel in this or 
any other Caravan under the Dirc&iorv of 
the Arabs. 

It unluckily happened that this Affair 
was brought upon the Carpet in the Rama- 
zan or Mabmmirdan Lent, infomuch that it 
could not be terminated before that was 
over, winch did not fall out during mv 
Stay at dleppe, which obliged me to leave 
the Prokcutioo of it in the Hand® of our 
Conful, Whether or no I fhailbe much the 
better when thisSuit is ended, at the writing , 
of thit I cannot pretend c 0 fay ; but this I 
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am cerftmj of, that the Sheik will not be 
able to get rid of this Affair without bleed-, 
mg greatly in the Purfc. And I am cd 
Opinion he will think hitnfdf very happy 
if he comes off only with the Lofs cf his 
Money. Be Tides there were others in the 
Caravan who were idl'd much in the fame 
^manner, and when they found the Shfl: 
was in Limbo, j>ent direftly and m..! 
their Demands,*^itch renders his talc lli . 
worfe, and he will have enough tu du br 
fore he obtains his Liberty, and is in a Cun- 
dition to return back into his own Country. 

It cannot be expected, that during my 
fhort flay at Aleppo, I (hould be able to 
give a particular Ddcription of that noble 
City, and therefore I (ball enlarge the few 
Oblervations 1 did make with thole which 
a very worthy Fkyfidan, Dr. Rujjti, whom4 
1 had the Pleasure of knowing when I was 
at that City, has communicated to the 
World.

This 
Mount is- of a Conic Form, and items in 
a great Meafure to be railed with the Earth 
thrown up our of a deep broad Ditch which 
fur rounds it. The Suburbs to the Norrh- 
north-eaft are next in Height to this ; and 
thofb to the Weft Couth-weft are much 
lower than the Parts adjacent, and than 
any other Part of the City, It \ s incum- 
pafled by an old Wall not a little decayed 
and a broad Ditch, now in moft Places 
turned into Gardens. It is about three 
Miles and a half in Circumference, but 
with the Suburbs eight. 

The Houtes confift of a ground Floor 
generally arched, of an upper Story which V

The Court- yard is neatly paved, 
and has generally a Baton with a 7? * f™ 
in the Middle, on one or both Sides ol 
which a final I Spot of a If ardor two fquarc 
is left unpaved for a Garden ; the Verdure 
of this, the Flowers in Pots, and the play¬ 
ing of the Fountain produce a very agree¬ 
able Effett. but they can only be Iten by 
thofe within, for the Paffiigc into the Street 
is doled with double Doors, fo contrived, 
that there is no looking in when the Doors 
are opened. Bcgdes [here arc no Windows 
to the Street except a very few in the upper 
Rooms, which render the Streets very dil- 
> agreeable to E'•fcpistss. 


The 
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Ilie brtter fort of! ioules have'an arch- 
, cd Alcove rn this Court open to the North* 
and oppoficc the Fountain. The Pavement 
ef th:s Alcove is railed about a Foot and a 
halt above the Pavement of the Court 3nd 
Jeeves tor a Divan. Between this and the 
1 ' murrain, the Pavement is generally of 
i\Ioi"a*c Vv ork niade'w'ith Marble of various 
Colours; as is alto^H^FJoor of a large 
1 fail with a Cupola Hoof, which com* 
momy has a Fountain in the Middle, and 
is a cool Room in the Summer Time, The 
Divan is that Part of a Room, in a Tarkijb 
I Ionic, railed above the 1 to or, and 15 covered 
with a Carpet in W inter,and in Summer with 
fine Mats. Along the Sides arc thick Mac¬ 
ros about three Feet wide, and com¬ 
monly coven d with fear let Cloth; there 
are like wife large Bolftcrs of Brocade Huffed 
with Cotton fee again ft the Walls ro lean 
1 upon, tln-lhefe they lit croft legged like 
'Taylors, for they have no Chairs. 

People of Faftiion have but one or two 
Roms for them lei ves in the outer Court 
tit reft arc for the Servants and Stabling - 
Above Stairs is a Colonnade, if not round 
the whole Court, at leaft fronting the Weft- 
oir from w hich am their Rooms and Kiofks!

Thefc taft arc a fort of wooden Divans that 
project a little way from the other Part ot, 
the Building and hangover into the Street 
They arc railed about a Foot and a half 
higher than the Floor of the Room, to 
which they are quite open, arid by having 
Windows in the Front, .and on each Side, 
^Svre is a great Drau&j^c of Air which ren¬ 
ders them cool mummer. Beyond this 
Court is anothetT remaining the W omen’s 
Apartments, built in the lame manner as 
other Houfes ; feme few have a Garden 
and a tall Cyptcfs-tree there is likewife 
one of thefc in the outward Yard. 

The Mofqucs in Aleppo arc numerous, 
and fome lew of them magnificent, be¬ 
fore each of them is an Area, with a Foun¬ 
tain in the Middle, defigned for Ablu¬ 
tions before Prayers, and behind fomc ot 
the larger there arc little Gardens. 1 here 
are many large Khanes or Ctra^anfuTas, 
confining of a capacious Square, on all 
Sides of which are a Number of Rooms, 
built on a Ground floor, uftd occafionally 
for Chambers, Ware*houfes or Stables, 
above Stairs there h a Colonadc or Gidlery 
» on every Side in which arc the Doors of a 
Number of fmali Rooms, wherein the Mer- 
t ‘ F 5 chants, 
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chant?, as well Strangers as Natives, tranf- 
'a£t mull of thctrBu finds. The Streets are 
narrow, but well paved and kept very 
dean. 

The Bazars or Market-places ate long, 
covered, narrow Streets, on each Side of 
which arc a gre: 3 r many imall Shops, jui^ 
fuflicient to hold the Trade I'm an and his 


Goods, the Buyer beiit^jjibliged to iland 
without. Each feparate Branch of Bufinds 
has a particular Bazar, which arc locked 
up as wdl as the Streets an Hour and a half 
after Sunfet ; but the Locks are of Wood, 
though the Doors are cafed with Iron. The 
Slaughter- ho tills arc in the Suburbs open 
to the Fields, The Tanners have a Khane 
to work in near the River. To the South¬ 
wards in the Suburbs they burn Lime, and 
a little beyond that dure is a Village where 
they make Ropes and Cat gut. On the 
oppofite Side of the River to the Well- 
ward there isaGlals-houlcwherethey make 
a coarle white Glafs in the Winter only, for 
the greatefl Part of this Manufacture is 
brought from a Village thirty.five Milci 
Weftward. 

The City is fupplied with good Water 
from Springs near the Banks of the River , 

Htjh % 
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Heykttt 'about five Miles to the North cart* 
which is conveyed from thence by. an A- 
quseduel* and diltributed all over the Towri 
by earthen Pipes. This is fufficieht for 
Drinking* Cookery, fefr. But the foun¬ 
tains arc Supplied by Wells of brackilh V, a- 
ter, of which there is opc in every Houl'c. 
their Fuel is Wood /nd Charcoal in the 
Houfes ; but they heat their Bagnios with 
the Dung of Jttfimals, Leaves of Plants* 
Parings of Fruit and the like. 

For four or five Miles round the City 
the Ground is ftony and uneven* there be¬ 
ing fmaU Eminences ; this continues Weft- 
ward near twenty Miles, with fro all fertile 
Plains interfperfed. Six or fcvcti Miles 
Northward and Southward the Coun¬ 
try is level and not ftony. T o the Eaft- 
ward a vaft Plain commences called the 
Defcrt; however the Soil is good and fer¬ 
tile lor a great many Miles beyond Aleppo. 
The Rivulet Cm pafles along the Weft cm 
part of the Ciry* within a few Yards of the 
Walls, and lerves to water a narrow Slip 
of Gardens on its Banks, which reach from 
about five Miles to three Miles South of 
the Town. Here are likewife Gardens near 
a Village called Bob Allah, about two Miles 
• J to 
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to the Notth*e,ift» which are fupplieti by 
s;fie Aquirduft. The riling. Grounds above 
the ty irdens arc in feme Places laid out in 
Vineyards, intc riper fed with Olive, Fig, 
and Pi ftadito trees, and in Tome Spots 
where there are no Gardens* The Villages 
are deftitute of Tj*^s and Water, there b 
iitu; no other StreaX^for twenty or thirty 
Miles round and theMpre they five the 
Rain-water in Citterns. 

The Scalons are fo regular and the Air is 
fb healthy, pure and I rcc from Damps, that 
all the Inhabitants tup and deep in the 
Court-yards or on (he Houle Tops, from 
die End of Miry to the Middle of September. 
The Severity of the Winter continues only 
tVvm the nth of December to the 20th of 
"] urgin',a 1 id then the Air is exec (lively pierc¬ 
ing, and yet the Ice, even in fhady Places, 
is feldom ftrong enough to bear a Man, 
and the Snow very feldom lies above a Day, 
NarcifTus’s, Hyacinths and Violets blow 
during this Weather. In February the Fields 
arc cloathed with an agree jble Verdure to 
which the fpringjngup of their latter Grain 
greatly contributes. The Almond-Tree 
bio Ho ms in Fihnary t and the Trees begin 
to have Leaves at the Beginning of March. 

During 
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During* this Month and April Nature af- 
K fumes a gay and delightful Appearance, bur 
before the End of May all the Fields ap¬ 
pear parched and barren } only Coma ro- 
buft Plants are capable of with Handing th<* 
Heat. From this Period there is no Rain 
411 about the Middle of September, at which 
m\ Time a little gencrajtyrfalls which refrdh- 
eth the Air, and^d&ws a more agreeable 
Afpeft to the'Country. For twenty or 
thirty Days after this thcAir becomes ferene 
and temperate, tho f the Trees retain their 
Leaves till the Middle of November. Some 
begin to make Fire at the End of this 
Month, and feme have none all the Year, 
The cold Winds in the Winter blows 
From between the North welt and the Ealh, 
though chofe ncareft the Eaft are more 
fharp. But from the Beginning of Map to 
the End of September the Tame Winds are as 
9 * hot as if they came out of an Oven, and 
yettheWater is much coolerchan when there 
is a Wefterly Wind, which is the coldeft in 
the hot Months, and is much more frequent j 
/ - f or the hot Winds blow very feldom,but when 

» they do they bring on a Faintncfs attended 

w' with Difficulty of breathing, which obliges 
the Inhabitants to ctofe their Doors and 
* "Windows t 
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Windows : They feem to participle of the 
Naturq of the Samutl, a hot Wind in the Dc- 
'Jert t only they do not kill like that. Near 
the f^ty the Ground is rocky, and the Soil is 
a biackilh light Mould, which produces the 
Fruits of the Earrh in great Abundance, A 
great Part of the Country lies uncultivated 
hecaufe Property isW fafe under a tyran^ 
ideal Government, \. 

They begin to ploughSf the latter End 
of Scpttmbtr and low their carlielt Wheats 
about the Middle of Ochbir, and they con¬ 
tinue to plough and low all forts of Grain 
till the End of January t and B.Jtlcy f omc _ 
times after the Middle of February. They 
plough the Land over again % CO vcr the 
Grain, for they have no Harrows. The 
Plough ts fo light it may be carried with 
one Hand, and one little Cow or at molt 
two, or an Afs is fufficient ro draw it in 
ploughing j and it is managed fo ea% by 
one Man that he generally fmokes his Pipe 
at the fame time. They fow the Fields 
with Wheat, Barley, Cotton, Cicers, Len- 
tdes. Beans, everlafttng Peas, fmall Vetches

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greck, and furiy Millet. They tow Tew 
or no Oats, the Horfcs being fed with 
Barley. In the Gardens they plant Tobac^ 
co and cers or fifteen Miles oft irt'tlie F 
and all the Hills from StoglftO Latadna, 
produce fuch Plenty that they trade with it 
to *. Egypt. The Barley ytd Wheat are ge¬ 
nerally all in 'by the 5/th of May. They 
generally pluck the Com up by the Roots 
and carry it to 'a hard Spot of Ground, 
where with a Machine like a Sledge which 
runs on Rollers, and in which are Imall 
Irons notched like a Saw co cut the Straw 
and feparate the Grain. It is drawn by 
Horfes, Cows or AlTcs. Their Granaries 
arc fubterranean Cavities with narrow 
Mouths like a Well, which are commonly 
left open, which renders riding dangerous 
near the Villages in the Night. 1 he Cot¬ 
ton is not gathered till Qtlobt r. 

They have but few Olives near the City,, 
but at Edlib\ thirty Miles to the South- 
weft and the adjacent Villages, they have 
plenty of Oil of Olives, and make Soap of 
it and thf Alhes brought out of the Defert. 
The Rictnus or greater Spurge furniihes the 
common People with Oil for their Lamps, 
ind the Oil of Sdamum is chiefly con fumed 
* by 
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by the Jews. The Vineyards produce good 
Grapes, oi which [he Chriltians and Jews 
\rc allowed to make Wine for rlieir own 
uii^ayiftg a terrain Tax ■, but the Grapes 
are brought from feme DiJhncc. Their 
White-wines are poor, and their Red with¬ 
out Flavour andieady k but rather makes 
the Drinkers ftupti than merry, Fro'tn 
Railins mixed witiNt few Anifeeds they 
draw a Spirit which clicy c»Ji Arrack, drank 
liberally by the Jews and Chriftjans. The 
infpUTated Juice of the Grape, called here 
Bibb, is brought in Skins and fukl in the 
pubiiek Markers, h looks like Honey, is 
f’weec and muclt ufed by all Sorts. They 
have Variety of Fruits common to Europe, 
but have very little Flavour, and the Ap’ 
pies are bad. They have PiQachio Nuts, 
and Sumach w hich is ufed as a Rcltfhcr 
Their Fruit trees are all Standards, and are 
little cultivated, and their other Trees are 
the fame as the Europe ,,. but they have 
neither Goofberrks nor Currants, ] be Pot- 
herbs have nothing peculiar but the Sea- 
funs in which they are molt plenty, which .

I knew there were Charms in 
loney which few arc able to re lift, 

Angujl the ill* we let out early in the 
Morning* and reached Antioch that Day, 
They have a Tradition that St- Paul was 
baptized in the Water at this Place, which 
made me have a Curiofity to taftc it. Tills 
Town is not above a Hxth Part fo large as it 
formeiiy was* which appeared from the 
Ruins of the old Walls* which run up a 
fteep Hill* and when they have reached 
the Top, advance along defeending down 
again on the other Side. But there are 
now few Traces of its former Graftdeur. 
The Rivir which was formerly called live 
Or onus nms clofe by it* and over it there

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is a Bridge of live Arches. One may i« 
by what remains, that the High-roads, have 
been paved in former Times* J 

Augttft the ad, we got on /lorietnafe 
early this Morning being refgived to reach 
Scandersen by Night. But ft had not pro* 
ceeded above two Miles bpftre we met with 
two Hcrfemen on full ^Gallop who were 
going to Aniiotb -, they advifed us to turn 
back, becaufe a-Vilhge about three Miles 
farther on the Road had bren plundered by 
the Mountaineers the preceding Night. 
This put us to a Stand tor tome time, but 
at length confide ring the Veflels we were 
going to, might be .gone if we delayed our 
Journey, I was refolved to proceed. How¬ 
ever we took a by Road over fome fteep 
Hills, and by that Means efcaped the Dan¬ 
ger ; about i hrec in the Afternoon we ar¬ 
rived at Bdata, where being informed the 
VetTei was not yet ready to lad, I took up 
my Liodging at our ProconluPs. 

The travelling between Alfppo and 5 s- 
is much more pleafant than on any 
Road I had hitherto met with : The Peo¬ 
ple in all the Villages are extremely civil 
" and obliging, particularly to Europeans. 

There are fome barren and ftony Places, but

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generally the Country is manured and 
pi a rued with a great Number of Fruit-trees, 

T lu^oad often lies through Gardens fufl 
Vt-OiiveVn.d Fig-trees, fo that all the Pro- 
vifion yotCN'cd to carry with you is a little 
Wine, Between Martaban and Antiecb you ■ 
pals over a Ng) Chain of Mountains, 
as a!lo bctwceif Anti&cb and Sfetsdcrc^ j, <* 
which is the wurft Part of our Journey. 

At the Place where you lodge the Charge 
will generally amount to a Pi after. 

B/j'ain is a Village about ten Miles from 
Sc<siAer 6 ou y feated among very high Moun¬ 
tains, it is built on the Sides of thefe, 
which give it a very romantick Appearance, 
becaufe at a Difhnce the Houles feem to 
Hand one upon another. When you come 
into it you will find the Foundation of feme 
of the Houles as high and upon a Level 
with the Tops of thole before it, it is very 
agreeably fituated where there is a cool Air 
and fine Water, which deferve rite higheft 
Encomiums. We fee tried to be got al! of 


a hidden into another Climate, infomuch 
that I could have wifhed to have had a 
Thermometer, to have meafured the Tem¬ 
perature of the Air. But according to what 
1 could judge from the Scnfe of Feeling, I

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found* myfelf in a very temperate Climate, 
and as much difitting from the Heats of 
fraudcrco:, as the Month of" April in fcvf- 
fond is from the fultry Air under dr/Kquay 
tor. Therefore it is no Wondsf that oifr

* in the hot Sea on of the ^ar at which 
Time Saikdtrien is a inoil./ickly diace, and 
1 intolerable on Account of the excdBve ho: 
Weather, 

The great Quantity of fine Water at 
Bulat*, is certainly a Circum fiance worth 
Observation ■, for here we fee pure limpid 
Fountains rufhing cut from the very 1 ops 
of the Mountains, the Water of which is 
as cool as if it had been made fo by Ice, ot 
by our Method at Bmgd which is perform- 
cd by the Help of Salt-pure, or rather 
many Degrees beyond them. The Streams 
lie fo convenient, that the Water is conveyed 
into every Houfe of the 1 own at an eaJy 
Expcnce, lb that every Family has a Foun¬ 
tain of their own, unlefs feme few who 
i will nut or cannot afford to be at the Ex- 
/ pence, and even ihde may take it up in 
'"the Street, ’where there are Streams as clear 
^ as Cryflal. It :$ delightful ro obferve tlx 
PfQgixfs of the Water from the Fountains 
. Heads 
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Heads to the Bottom *, for In faVing from 
thence it forms above two hundred natural 
Cafcddcs. as it pa lies between and over the 
feod£S^Uifierent Figures and Shapes. But 
hgw vaftlj^night the Number be increafed 
if Art was Stoughr into the AfEftancc of 
Nature, Befilks the Water is in fueh 
Plenty, that thc\Streams are fuffictcnt to ^ 
turn at lead five hundred Mills. If the 
Streams of Baton were Ln rhe Neighbour¬ 
hood of Virfaftleu the Water-works at 
Marly would be quire overlooked, and all 
the fine Engines would be of no farther 
Ufc, 

Attgaft the i itb. Having waited for the 
Veil'd nine Days, 1 at length fet out for 
Stmdtroon j but being unwilling to fleep on 
Shore, I embarked as foon as 1 got there. 
The next Day I dined on board another 
French Ship, which coft me dear, for 1 had 
like to have been left behind*, and I was 
forced to give three Chekins for a Boat to 
overtake our own VeflbL We had a ftrong

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My waking fo long at Rutain for a Paf- 
fage makes me ad vise thole who (hall here¬ 
after travel this Road to go to Latiim, 
where we have a Conibl, and fron/wHen^S 
they may take a Boat to Cyprus* which if 
I hat) done, I Should have berth there fifteen 
Days before the other Vcf/l, When you 
are there you may ha your Choice of 
' Vcflels for whatever Place you are bound 
to % for all the Sl-ups from the Neighbour¬ 
ing Ports touch at Lutuica to take in Ke- 
freflimcnts. If you want a Pallagc for 
MarftiUtSy you will never be obliged to wait 
above a Week. 

Our VelTel took in a finall Matter of 
Freight at this Place, and was detained here 
by the French Conful, becaufehc had never 
a Mate ■* for though the King of France nor 
the Conful had the leaft Property in the 
Ship, yet the Captain durfl not difubey lus 
- Orders, At length another Ship came into 
the Pott which had two Mates, one of 
which, by the Conful’s fob Authority, was 
l ordered aboard the Vtfiel which wanted 
one, I took Notice before, that I had 
agreed to pay two hundred Livnes for my 
^ Paflage, but here I was informed by the 
Captain that he could not carry me any 
• farther. 
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farther* bee mile lie had Freight to fill the 
Cabin. This obliged me to apply to the ^ 
french Conful, who politely told me, that 
ifj infilted upon it he would con ft rain the 
Captain toWnd to his Agreement y but he 
advil'ed me ttftonfider whether this would , 
not render my JbiTttge disagreeable on that 
very Account, m (hort, I thought it moft 
advifablc to allow him more than we firft 
agreed upon, to make him a Rccompcnce 
for the pretended Loi's he laid he ftiould 
fill Vain, and left the Terms to be fettled by 
the Cohful, who dirc&cd me to add one 
hundred and fifty Livrts more to the former 
Sum. Iii fhort 1 did ^ ot muc ^ ft 1 - 1110 
the Captain, though l afterwards found 
him to be a very Brute, as his Merchant at 
Aleppo* who agreed with me for lefs than 
what is cuftomarily paid for a Paflage to 
Mar folks. And now I am here I do not 
if i give you lome Account of litis lfiand 
from a Traveller of great credit. 

Cyprus is a large Hland about two bun- 
dred Miles in Length, and one hundred in 
Breadth. It was formerly called Macaria, ^ 
or the fortunate liland by the Creeks^ ott 
account of the Fertility oi the Soil, T he 
Inhabitants here very probably lived in great 

Eaftf 
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Eale ant> Plenty, becauft- the Poets feigned 
it to be the Place where flatus took up her 
' Refidence. However the Air is fy from 
being good though very template, or ra- 
ther k is very unhealthy. T^e Inhabitants 
are partly Afabmedam anti partly CbrijUans y 
but moftly of the Grcek^ Church. They 
are very tend ot good Living and great 
Haters of Labour, to which lad Circum- 
ftance it is probably owing that the Land 
is not fo fruitful as ir was formerly, for it 
would doubtlefs produce greater Plenty if 
it was better cultivated; however it pro¬ 
duces Oranges, Citrons, Olives and Corn, 
The Wine is greatly admired for its excel¬ 
lent Flavour, and it will keep an hundred 
Years without fpoiling. They haw a pro¬ 
digious Number of Ortolans which the In¬ 
habitants laic and pickle for Sale. The 
Vtm'tam pure hale large Quantities of them. 
Their Commodities for Trade are Honey, 
Salt, Cotton, Silk, Vitriol/ Agate, and red 
and white Coral, However their Water fo 
f many Places is brackifh, and they arefome- 
times infelled with the Plague of Locufls, 
which confume every thing chat is green fo 
" the I Hand. 
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This I dam) i after the Decadence of the 
Reman Empire came under the Dominion ^ 
of the Greeks, and afterwards of the Houfe 
ofZar&fr* >" 1191. Thus Cyprus had 
its own Klfe till the Death of John III. 
in 1458. ln\+ 7 6 Venetians became , 

Mailers of it, t<\he Prejudice of the Houle 
of Savvy, whofe Pretenftons to it were # 
better founded ; who however aflumc th c 
Title of Kings of Cyprus* The Venetians 
were difpofleflH by the Tarks in 1571, who 
have been Matters of it ever finee. 

Cyprus is divided into four Provinces, 
natnel>'» Paphia to the Eaft, Salamim* to 
the IVeJ, Amatbujia to thc South, and La* 
pabia to the North. The moft remarkable 
Towns are Nicejia, the Capital of the whole 
111 and, in the Province of Lapetbia , and is 
feated almoft in the Centre of the lfland. It 
is large, well peopled and has ibme Fortifi¬ 
cations! It was taken by Selim 11 . Empe- 
ror of the Turks in 1570, after a Siege of 
forty two Dap. It is the Refidcncc of the 
Bafnaw, and tiie Sec of a Greek Archbifhop. ^ 
Fam&tt/la is fcated near the Sea in thc 
province of SAammia, has a good Port and " 
^ fortioed in the ancient manner 1 it — 
is about two Miles in Circumference, and * 

carries 
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carries ^>n at molt all the Bufinefs of the 
Ifland. It was bcfiegcd by the Turks in 
1571, for ten Months together, and they 
loft 80000 Men before they could force 
it to a Capitulation. Baffa, formerly call¬ 
ed Paphss, is fcated in tile Province of 
Papbia, at a fmall DiRapie from the Sea. 
It is a large Place, but hath no Fortifica¬ 
tions j however it is a trading Town. Dur¬ 
ing the Time of Paganijm, there was a fa¬ 
mous Temple here built to the Honour of 
Venus-, where her female Votaries paid her 
Homage in a moft extraordinary manner, 
Ctrma is in the Province of Lapethia, and 
is tolerably large and pretty well peopled. 
Salaminia is feated near the Sea in the Pro¬ 
vince of Salaminia. It is but a fmall Town, 
and its chief Trade is Stilt. Larma, the 
Place 1 was at, is a Town of great Trade, 
becaufe here they load and difembark all the 
Merchandifes. The Enghjh, Trench, Ve¬ 
netians and Neapolitans have hire each a 
Confol. Our own Conful George tVake- 
man, Efqv then a£bcd for the Dutch. This 
Gentleman was extremely civil to me >.>. his- 
1 Rayed, and entertained rn i “ very hand- 
fcmetv. I intended to have qnalifi- 1 n-y- 
klfto have given a‘particular Deter, r . n 
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of the Place, bur our Conful afilital me 
there was nothing worth feeing* They 
have inti red a Church dedicated to St. Ln- 
zarsis, whom our Saviour raffed from the 

i 

Dead, and wliom they pretend was buried 
here, but the iTtopIe at MarfriUts I ike wife 
claim the fame Honour, and fo may other 
Places with as much Truth as they. 

But perhaps the Reader will not be dif- 
pteafed if I give him a more accurate Ac¬ 
count of this Bland from Mr. T}ruuimc)nl, 
who made the Tour of it about a Dozen 
Years ago. Cyprus, fays he, is about 70 
Leagues in Length, between 18 or 20 in 
Breadth, and its Circumference may be 
about 160. The Soil is an excellent fertile 
Clay, producing fpontaneoufly whatever is 
fawn in a Place where there happens to be 
the lead: Moifture ■, lb that were the natives 
induftrious they might make of this I (land 
a perfect Paradife, Here are few Rivers, 
but the want of them is fuflkicntly fupplied 
by Springs, Rivulets and Winter Rains, 

Our Author in going to Famavufia was 
obliged to ride upon a Mule with ^ ragged 
patched Fackfaddle, and a Goad pointed 
with Iron inftead of a Whip, other wife the 
Bcaft would not ftir. At the Gates of the 

Town *■ 
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- Town fce was obliged to alight and walk ri¬ 
ver the Bridge, becaule the Turh permit no 

> Cbriftinn to ride upon it. The Fortifications 
were formerly good, but at prefent they are 
quite out of Repair, and they mount only fix 
or eight Pieces of Brafs Cannon, In the Year 
1735 this Town was confiderably damaged 
by an Earthquake, which threw down a 
Mofque which had formerly been aChrif- 
tian Church dedicated to St, Sophia^ bury¬ 
ing in its Ruins above 200 Turks who were 
then at worfhip. They have Marble in 
the Neighbourhood, and yet their Edifices 
are built with a light fpungy Stone, which 
moulders away with the Weather, The 
Governor's Palace never was a foperb 
Building, but there are {till the Arms of 
Venice over the Gate, with an Ink option 
(hewing the Age of the Building and the 
Name of the Perfon who founded it. In 
the Front there are two granite Pillars quite 
apart with the Bales and Capitals ol white 
Marble, and between thofc a Sarcophagus* 
adorned with Feftoons, This perhaps was 
a Burial-place. The Bay is a good Harbour 
for Shipping. 

Jjtmeca is a Town fituated about a Mile 
front a fpatious Bay, but it hath nothing

worth feeing. The Houfcs are kuilt of 
Mud ihaped like Brick and dried in. the 
Sun. They are never higher than one 
Story, becaufe Earthquakes are very fre¬ 
quent here. Tljere are three mean Churches 
belonging to the Greeks, a Francilean Con¬ 
vent, and another of Capuchins,together with 
French Faftory and a Conful. Mr, fPdke- 
of whom he gives a good Character, 
was Conful for the Englrjhl Dutch and Vt~ 
uetiam. A fhort Mile from hence is the 
Port of Salines, in the Neighbourhood' of 
which th1?fe are I akes where the 'firnetians 
made great Quantities of Salt. They were 
preferved at that time by a Wall of Stone 
and Mud, the Remains of which are frill vifi- 
ble. The Salt that is now mad£ i^fb'mixed 
with Dirt that the Value is greatly ldftned. 
Perhaps thefe Lakes are fupplkd with fuch 
Salt S pring^ as a^irr Not far off 

there is a Mofqub eJ’leffTWfc where they 
fay the Grandmother of Mssbmet was in¬ 
terred. 

The Loclifts of Cyprus arc very prejudi¬ 
cial to the Grain ; and the Mows are obliged 
to tack Belli to their Boots to fright away the 
Afps the Tarantulae! and other venomous 
Reptiles with which this I (land abounds, 

Thera 
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Thert\ one Serpent about two Yards long 
of abhekilh hue, with a fort of Coronet 
on its Head, which it carries majestically 



about a Foot high as it waves along. 

The Grecian Women who differ little or 
nothing from thofe of the Jrthtpdtigc, drels 
in a manner that is waptonly lupcrb; the 
Ornaments of their Head are graceful and 
noble, and they have ali the Libertinifm 
for which the. Cyprian D a tries o t T ^ 

fo extremely celebrated, 


Government of Cyprus is farmed by 
[he Grand Vifier at 310,000 Pi afters per 
4 hh* which is near 39,000 Pounds, and 
yet the Governor is changed every Year, 
Bribery* and Corruption have here arrived 
at fueh a Height, that nothing will be done 
by People of all Ranks without a Prefent: 

G 4 Even 
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Even all forts of Crimes may be pardoned 
it a Man has but Money, as for inftance, 
be that* has murdered another is only lub* 
je& to aTax of twoPiafters yearly or there¬ 
abouts. Every Man is fubje£t to an Im¬ 
port:; which the Officers collet with the 
urmoft Severity. He that cannot pay it 
has his Goods fold, and if they do not 
amount to the Sum, he is cither imprifon- 
ed or baftinad oed into the Bargain, and his 
Wife and Children turned adrift without 
Mercy, The J udge him Je I f pron ou n ce$ a 
Sentence in favour of him that bids high eft. 

There is hut 9 ne Archbilhop in the I Hand, 
and he, under fomc Pretence or other, by 
the Countenance of the Moflaletn, fleeces 
the People, and goes fnacks in the Plunder. 
This was the Cafe in 1743. There are 
three Bilhops who, befides their lettled Re¬ 
venues have fevexaJ Ways of raifing Money. 
The Priefts are extremely ignorant, and 
either live entirely on the Charity of the 
Pari flies or fubmit to the meant ft Employ¬ 
ments to get Money. 

The Exports of tins I Hand are Silk, 
Wool, Umber, Carrobean and Wine. The 
Imports arc Frtncb and Venetian Broad* 
doth, and fomc times a few Bales of Bntifb

Manufactures, Cutlery Ware, W itches. 
Toys. Pepper, Sugar, Tin, Lead and all 
forts of Silks- But the People are* fo mi- 
ferably poor, there is no great Con rum p- 
tion of any of thcfe Things. There arc 
three forts of Vermilion in this Country, 
and Strata of /Irbtfioi pear Baffo and in. 
other Places. 

Seventeen Miles from Laruha there is a 
high Hill which i'erves for a Land Mark, 
called Mount Crete, qn the Top of which 
Hands a (mail Greek Church dedicated to 
the Holy Crols, and where they prerend 
there is a Piece of the real Crofs. Three 
Miles from it there is a Chapel and 
Convent, where our Author once dined 
with Con fid fVekeman and Mr. Bcdingtcrt, 
and where the Father Jerved as Fricft, 
Hudler and Innkeeper* The Air about 
Letntiea is fo impregnated with Salt that it 
even flicks to the Skin of the Inhabitants* 
piicofia is delightfully fituated in a Plain 
between Olympus and a Range of Mountains. 
It was formerly well fortified by the Vent* 
HUHSt but now their Works are all in Ruins. 
Here all the Venetian Nobility that were 
upon ‘the Ifland re tided. It is about three 
Miles in Circumference, and there arc Plan- 
G 5 taciotis 
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tar ions of Olives, A Imonds, Lemons, 0 - 
rjngcs, Mulberks and Cyprefs interfperfed 
among the Houfes, which gives the Town 
a delightful Appearance, The Church of 
Sattfla Sophia is an old Cstbick Structure, 
and the only Building that remains entire. 
The Turks have ohanged it into a Mol> 
que and deftroyed the Ornaments. There 
is a pleafant Road from Nhojia to Lemifel, 
where there is a good Bay for Shipping and 
iome fmall Trade. There is a very wrerch- 
«d Caftle. From thence to within eight 
Miles of Lormco the Country is not difa- 
greeable, but the fait Air for want of 
Moifture renders it very unwhoUbme. The 
Ground is fo foft that one Man can plough 
it with two lean Oxen only, and inftead of 
a Harrow they ule a thick Hank on which 
a Man (hinds. Inftead of thrdhing they 
drive thick Planks nailed together over the 
Corn, in which broken Flints or Pebbles 
are (hick, with a Mari (landing upon 
them. 

In 1748 our Author returned to Larnica 
again, and made the following Qbferva, 
cions. The lirft Place we hear of was 
Cbitty t a Village on the Banks of the River 
Tatting over which there is a Bridge with 

four v 
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four Arches not iU built. Here is no an¬ 
chorage except for I mall Barges, which 
proves it is not the ancient Citium, From 
the Salines and ieveral Marks ot Antiquity, 
Urnita Items to be the Place where that 
City flood- Rikitr Balhaw was at a vaft Ex- 
pence in 1747 in making Aquedufb to 
bring Water from Arpera to L&rnica which 
are fix Miles diftant, but they were not 
finilhed till J750, three Years alter he had 
rcflgned his Government, though he had 
left Money for that Purpofe. 

Cbitiy is beautified with a Number of 
Silk Gardens: The Road from thence to 
Marom is very plcafant, being bounded on 
the one Side with Hills, and on the other 
by the Sea, and ts adorned with V aricty o* 
Olive and Lot oft-trees, Moroni is delight¬ 


fully fimated upon a rifmg Ground, having 
a Command of a beautiful and extenlP.tr 
Plain. Here are many Rivulets in the 
rainy Seafon, no Marks of which appear in 
the Summer, and feveral Channels of Ri¬ 
vers not mentioned by ancscnt Geogra¬ 
phers. * , 

He could not meet with the leaft Remains 
of the ancient Temple of Vrntts and Adwtis 
at Amatbtts ; but when became XoLimfil he 
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was convinced it was the ancient Curium 
It has 1 full open Bay which former Tra¬ 
vellers have laid was no better than a Mill¬ 
pond. The Village Agradiri (lands upon a 
Neck of Land which joins the Curium Pro¬ 
montory now called by the Italian, Cupe di 
Gate,, from the Cats the Priefts of St. Ba- 
Jtl were obliged to keep to deftroy the Ser¬ 
pents. The Country is open and pleafant 
from hence to Ceks, where there is a ftrong 
iquare Tower built by de Magnae, 

Commander of the Knights Hofpitalters. 
Here you crofs a fine River* and in a little 
time arrive at Pificpi a large beautiful Vil¬ 
lage* round which there arc fomc grand 
Ruin?, and the adjacent Grounds were 
waited by an Aqueduct from the River. 
Here was formerly a Grove lac red to Apollo, 
and there are now Ruins relembltng a 
Temple. Hence the Road to Buffo lies 
through Livatbi, and over a fatiguing 
rocky Way in the Neighbourhood of i¥- 
fourr. 

There are no Remains at Baffo of any 
Antiquities, this Town being quite modern, 
and is large anti agreeable ; but there have 
been noble Buildings about the Port, or 
Paphos Antigua, and fome broken Columns 

which 
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which probably belong to d^e Temple of 
Venus* It was thrown down by an Earth¬ 
quake about fifteen hundred Years bcfur 4 > 
the Birth of (Thrift y but being rebuilt, * 
laid to be razed to the Ground by St, Bar¬ 
nabas in the fortieth Year of the CfiriEHfln 
j£ra. But this muft b» a Fiction, for me 
Chriftians had no Authority at that l ime. 
Betides it was an rfjjfam in the Reign of 
Tiberius, and fitus Vtjptifian conflih d the 
Oracle here in his Return from Corinth* 
Then: are fame tranfparent Stones found to 
the Weft ward ot Btijfo-, which were once 
given our, but faifly, to be Diamonds. 

From Baffa our Author took his Pro- 
grcl's Northward through dangerous rug- 
ged Mountains, prcl'enring in many Places 
frightful Precipices. The Woods are thin, 
and the Hills bare, but the intermediate 
Ground is tolerably good, and about 
Stmumbi particularly lb. The Inhabitants 
here arc induftfious, and the Soil repays 
the Labour of the Hu (band men. At Aea- 
mm he met with the Spring called the 
Fountain of Love, which is faid to in- 
creal'e Vigour. Strauabi is a plea fan t po¬ 
pulous Village whole Inhabitants were great 
Admirers of his ftrangc Drefs. After he 
• left 
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left this Village he fell in with a deep Gut 
upon the rocky Sides of the River Sytnbtda^ 
which he was mightily taken with, between 
two impending Hills % bm in leaving this 
pleafant Retreat he fell down a Precipice 
which had like to have coft him his Life. 
However he dined fhe fame Day in a delight¬ 
ful Grove ol tall fpreading Trees* near the 
River Pierga., hard by which is a perpendi¬ 
cular Pillar faid to be built by a neighbour¬ 
ing Queen whole Palace was in the Moun¬ 
tains. At Night he lay at Ltfia, a Town 
prettily fituated on a winding River with 
Variety of Gardens, and the next Day he 
palled the River Canara ieverai Times, and 
fo me times met with horrible Precipices;, 
which yet gave fome Pfcafure by diveri¬ 
fying the Profpeft. He law no Vineyards 
til! after he had part rhe River Camba\ and 
then he fell in with a Land where he met 
with the Perfume of Roles, Honeyfuckles, 
and aromatic Shrubs, Soon after he came 
to rhe Convent of Mndvmic. 4 $ Cbtkka the 
Papa of which, in Point of Dignity, is n ot 
much inferior to a Bilhop. 'i bis. Place is 
well enough ornamented, but the Particu* 
lars are not worth mentioning, 

Thfi. 
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The Valley of Sotlia is the lineft in the 
.• whole Ifland, having plea font Villages 
fcaltered round about it, and the adjacent 
Hills have Plenty of Wood and Water. 
Mtrfeu is a very chearfirf Place and Hands 
. about a Mite and a half from the Sea, and 
/ the Church is one of the handfomeft Build- 
. ings io the Ifland. About fix or eight 
Miles from hence the People feemed to be 
mduftrious, for they direct the Springs 
into Reftrvoirs, from whence they arc 
distributed over the Lands. The firft Cy- 
prcfs-tree our Author faw was at the Vil¬ 
lage Elia y where there is a good Gateway 
over which there is a handfome Bajfo Relie¬ 
vo. His next Vi fit was to Apes Largos r 
properly called St. tfilarien. It Hands or\ 
the Summit of a Hill which is fo very deep, 
that no Bcaft can mount it to the Weft- 
ward, This Cattle has been prodigioufiy 
r ftrong, but there is no Infcription left to 
let us know who built it. Two Hours from 
hence is Cerinia a Sea-port Town, which 
has been well walled with. Towers, Bafti- 
ons and a. Fcfle. 

ZV la Pays, fuppolcd to have been a 
k Monaftery, has been a very elegant Struc- 

I Sire, but it now lies in Ruins. Among the 

* . Rocks 
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Hocks about Aghi Pbamnta there are found 
humaq Bones and Teeth perilhed, The 
Convent of St, Cbryfojhm is a Urge indif¬ 
ferent Building, and ioms Parts are of good 
Marble well wrought, with tolerable Mo- 
Ciic variegated Stones, Here is a great 
deal of Gilding afid Painting, but nothing 
of a Piece, It (lands at lome Didance from 
Ctirtit, three Miles from which is Paled/tn/, 
where there was formerly aUYmplc faered to 
the Queen of Love the laft remaining 
Stones of which were removed to build a 
Houfe For the Cadi. 

Ciire* is one continued Chain of Gar¬ 
dens and Summer-Houles, watered with 
living Streams, There is nothing beauti¬ 
ful about Sana/a Napp^t though it is modi 
admired, except a Fountain in a Convent 
under a Cupola. Near it is a pretty little 
Harbour where poor People go a fifijing 
in Boats of a peculiar Texture, they being 
only a few Sticks bound together, in which 
the Filherman (hi and rows with a Pad¬ 
dle. From thence he returned to Lurxua 
again, and then took his Pnjgrtli .\orth- 
ward through the Mountains, He after¬ 
wards paired from Malamlriw to the Bay 
ol Lim/one where Veflfcls from the Eaft come

to an Anchor; and it is a Place of Safety* 
the Ground being clean and good. 'About 
three Miles farther is a Bluff Head, where* 
on is to be feen the Ruins of SauSa Maria, 
which perhaps was formerly Macario. The 
Village of J*atba is extremely pleafanr, ly- 
ing on the Skirts of the Mountains. From 
hence he afeended a deep Hill to view die 
Buildings and Fortifications of the Caftle 
of Camara, hut,they were not near in lb 
good Order as was expelled. 

The greateft Part of the Country is ex¬ 
tremely pleafanr* dpechlly from Eflabaiti 
to the Plaittxijf&, where the riling Grounds 
covered with Woods and opening Gladies* 
form an agreeable Contrail. There is much 
rural Swcetnelk in the Neighbourhood of 
Alios yhdreniatto. Palling hence by feve- 
ral ruined Edifices* he arrived at the mo¬ 
dern Cyprus * a Village meanly built* though 
once fam'd for tea Beauties, though there is 
now not one hand lb me Woman in the 
Place. Here the Gretks have a Church 
built without any Tafte* but it hath wood¬ 
en carved Work, which is fo good, that it 
feems to have been the Prodult of earlier 
Ages. 
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Two Miles F.aftward are the Ruins of a 
Village, from whence he a Ice ruled to the , ( 
Top of Mount Ohmpus, where Venut had 
once a Temple, in the Place of which there 
are now the Ruins of a wretched Crick 
Chapel. This Spot is intolerably cold, . 
and the Air fo motif, that it will affedf any 
Thing made of Iron in ones Pocket, From , 
hence he palTd through a Variety of gqod 
and bad, beautiful and bleak Grounds, ’till 
he came to the Convent, Caitatcarga, which 
is built upon the Model of the antienc 
Greek Churches. After this he arriv’d at 
the Village of Rsfafo, furrounded with 
Corn-Fields, ptcaf&nt Gardens, a beautiful 
Tuft of Trees, and a natural Fence of 
little Hills. Half an Hour fanheh is 
ma/outegou, which is prettily fituate&.jtod 
the Fields are well laid out towards $he Sea. 

It was formerly an cxccnfive Place, adorned 
with fourteen Churches, moft of which lie 
in Ruins. , * 

Through a Number of delightful Spots 
he purfu’d the Road ro Famagvftff, and at 
Cqftro he law Gfterus* with the Remains of 
a Town and Fort, upon a little Hill. He 
alfo trac’d a Can few ay made in the Roman 
Manner, the whole Way to Sa!mm where 

H 
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he loft it lor a White, and then found it 
an ;n, and then it proceeded aimed as Far 
'as the Garrifon, Here he and his Compa¬ 
ny were fuppoied to be Spies by the Vul¬ 
gar, which expos’d him to fome Danger, 
for which Reafon he return’d to Larmta,

Head about the Motive others may albribe 
mv Behaviour to. Yet I was not entirely 
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* deftitute of the Comping of Women of a 
more virtuous Character’, for the Cor.f.il 
was married to a very agreeable Lady of 
Ccnfianiincple, who had a maiden Siller, 
with both whom I had the Honour to be 
acquainted. But to return to my Voyage, 
Angvft the 3pth, a Privateer of Savoy 
came in here with a Flag of Truce, which 
had taken leveral Prizes ijorn^te SltgL and 
Creeks, and wanted to knqw if they would 
rcleafe them. In the Evening we failed 
from hence,j^ith an Eagerly Wind, .vhich 
foon foriook us, and then wc had a W^ef- 
ly one which blew very ftrong, and which 
made it fifteen Days, before we reach’d 
the lfian d of Rhodes. When we came there 
we found we oould qot weather the South- 
crmolt Point, which, made the Captain to 
detcrnpgjcto work through the Arcinpeiego, 
Therefore on September the i6th, wc went 
round to the Northward, palling clofc by 
the City-of the fame Name, ,, 

, . -I can lay little or nothing, of this I Hand 
from my own Observation, and therefore 
I Ihall give you a Ihort Duicri [Jtiorr of i t 
from an Author of undoubted Credit, 

The I it and of Rhodes Is about 150 Miles 
in Circumference, and near 50 in Diameter, 

The', 
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The Soil is fertile and produces good Paf- 
ttire; it has Plenty of Wine which is.very 
good, and the Fruits, fuch as Citrons, 
Olives and Oranges, arc very delicate. 
There is Plenty of Honey ; and the Inha¬ 
bitants make Soap, Tapeftry and Camb¬ 
ists, The Statue of Apoffof which was for¬ 
merly erected here, was very remarkable. 

It ftogd at the Entrance of the Pore upon 
two Pillars, and was feventy Cubits high, 
in lb much that a Ship under Sail might pals 
{jetivdtJTjjs Legs. It was all of Bronze, and 
wa<\P£?koned one of the feven Worders of 
the 'World. It was overthrown by an 
Earthquake, and when the Saraans be¬ 
came Mailers of this I Baud in 665, they 
broke it in Pieces, and carried it away in¬ 
to Egypt) by the Help of 900 Camels. 

When after the Time of the Crujudsis 
the Knights of St. John were driven out 
of the Holy Land, they took this IQand 
from the Sttraeem in 1309, and continued 
Mailers of it for about 300 Years. They 
were forced from lienee by SoHmats II. Em¬ 
peror of the Turks in 1 522, for which Pur- 
pofe he brought no lefs than 200000 Men, 
Theft Knights defended themfelves in fuch 
a defperate Manner for fix Months, when 

!>cr- 
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perceiving they were like to have no Aflift- 
ance out of Cbrsjleadm, they thought pro- 
per to capitulate, after they had deftroyed 
&oqoo Turks. Amarat Ajfar % a Pcrtuguefe and 
grand Chancellor of the Order, held Intel¬ 
ligence with the Grand Seignior* and be¬ 
trayed the Deljgns of the Brotherhood, 
who had pronnfed him his Daughter in 
Marriage, But he was punilhed for his 
Treachery; for Sait man lei; him know, that 
in order to elpoufe a Turktjb Frinccfs, he 
mu ft be dripp'd of his CbrtjHatt S& 64 ,’ and 
accordingly cm ted him to be dea^cline, 
and itiftead of a nuptial Bed, put him in 
one covered with Pepper and Salt. Charles 
V. Emperor of Germany., beftowed Malta 
on thofe Knights which they itill keep Fof- 
feffion of. 

The only Town of Note in this I Hand is 
Rhodes , which wei formerly a flrong noted 
Place* but is now much decayed. It is a - 
Sea-Port Town* is about three Miles in 
Circumference, and is pkai’antly feated on 
the Side of a Hill* yielding .1 very go d 
Prol’pcft. The Walls, the Caftle and r * 
Round Tower* which arc leased ai 
Mouth of the Haven* are all in a rui ,n 
Condiuun. The Houles are buiit aft 
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Italian Manner, the Streets well paved, and 
the Bazars or Market Places are very well 
formfeed. There is a Piazza on one Side 
of the Harbour, which lad: is feut up every 
Night with a Chain. Muft of the Inhabi¬ 
tants ol the Ifland are Grtth^ who are mi- 
fcfably oppress'd and very poor.

the 19th, we reach'd the 
Stt^cs of Cerigoj where we were favoured 
with a Northerly Wind, which afterwards 
went round to the Eaftward, and continued

about to the North-Weft, from off an Iff and 
called Pent elm a , not far from Turns. But 
another Spurt of Wind favouring us, we 
got round the South Eaft End of Sardinia j 
and then were taken again with a hard 
North-Weft Wind, which obliged us to 
feck for Shelter in a Harbour called Grata - 
m, or Orijtani on the Weft Side of Sardinia .

9th. Ships which come from the Levant, 
go to an Ifhnci about two Miles diftanc 
from the City cat led Pemagui, where there 
is a very good Mole which is formed by 
Nature.

This you may 
have of your own Confd, and it will coft 
you a Turkijb Cht-quin, As foon as the 
Ship arrives at Ptmtgui, the Captain makes 
a Report of the Ship, and from whence 
it came, and tucn the Intcndant gives an * 
Order for your Reception. The fooner 
you enter the better, for the Days you fhy 
aboard the Ship are not reckoned with 
thofe of the Quarantine till all the Lading 
is taken out.

The Regulation for thofe who enter the 
Lazar tits* is as follows; namely, from 
Aleppo* Cyprus and the Levant zo Days, 
when the Patent is dean i if other wife 30, 
and fometimes 40. But iffrom Cwjlantim- 
pfc, the Time is always 30 Days at leaf!, 
betaufe the Plague is constantly at that City 
more or lefs.

After you are enter’d die Lazaretto, the 
Captain of that Place will come and pay 
you a Vim, and if you have a Patent, after 
dipping it in Vinegar, he will fend ic to 
the Intcndant, who is to appoint the Time 
of your Stay, in Confluence of rhe above 
Regulations. Then he orders you a Room 
and a Man for your Guard. The Rooms 
are up Stlirs, and are very convenient. 
They are ten in a Row, and have a Galld-y 
before them 225 Feet *ti Length : But 
FJ theie 
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* thefe Apartments are only for the PalTen- 
gers, and have no Furniture except a Turn- 
Port ft> Jay your Bed on. When there is 
only one Paflenger, he has a Room to him- 
fclf, and half a Dozen would have no more 
for the whole Company. 

With Regard to eating* thofe that have 
a Mind may dine'at an Ordinary, which is 
much the beft Way for Jingle Perfons and 
Foreigners. If there were four or five who 
had an Acquaintance in the Town to lend 
them Provifions, they might dre£ *rhem 
them (elves, if they were defirouj/ C Jay in 
Charges! for this is a much cheaper^Me¬ 
thod of Living. If you eat at the Ordina¬ 
ry, you mull agree with the Maftcr for the 
Price, and he will provide a Dinner, more 
or lefs plentiful according to your Pay.

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For the above Allowance, I had a Din¬ 
ner and Supper of good wholefome Provi li¬ 
ons, and dreft in a neat cleanly Manner *, 
but they find you no Breakfaft. The La~ 
xarrtio is about a Mile in Circumference, 
and you may walk where you will, provided 
your Guide is along with you. But you 
( mutt take care to have no Communication 
with any other Room, nor mull you touch 
any of the Cl oaths. Goods or Merchandizes 
which arc difperfed about in different Pla- 
- -‘Xs, "'Snfclsvou have a Mind to ftay in the 
long as the Perfon who is the 
k Ow^er of them, or the Goods themfelves 
are kept there. This Caution is the more 
neceflary, bucaule it is very natural for Per¬ 
rons, when they fee Cotton, Silks, £?r. lie 
ft:utter'd about, to examine into the GoOtl- 
nefs of them, without thinking any Harm ; 
and by that Means be obliged to ftay triple 
the Time, they otbtrwifr would have done. 
On the other hand, if you touch any Per- 
lbn who came in before you, and perhaps 
expefts to go out in two or three Days, he 
muft be kept in the Lexarttte as Jong as you. 
However you walk about in the Company 
of other Gentlemen, without Danger of hav- 
* ing your Time prolonged, if you take

All the Rooms are diftingujlhcd by Num¬ 
bers ovtr the Doors, and when any one 
wants to fprak with you out of the City, he 
comes to the Gate of cite Lazaretto^ at which 
Time the DoorKeepsr toils a large Bdl, 
as many Times as the Number over the 
Door of the Ferfon wanted. But if after 
the Number is com pleated, he then toils 
the Bell once, it is a Signal that the Guard 
only is wanted. The Sound of this Bell js 
lo loud, that it may be heard at a great 
Diflance very diflinctly. Therefore it is no 
VS'under that the People in the Rooms 
fhud d never miftake the Signal, who are 
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only a Quarter of a M tic from rf. The 
Gate of the hazatKitg is kneed with double 
Paliladoes, which are ab^ut ten Feet dun- 
dcr, and between thcrrHis a Network ol 
Wire, to prevent your conveying the lea ft 
Trifle to the Fcrfon on the Ouifide, fb care¬ 
ful are they to prevent she Communicati¬ 
on. of any Intention, At this Gate you may 
converfe with any Peri bn who comes to lee 
you, * 

ll you have any Thing quite new about 
mu, which does not appear to have been 
W&ti^though it be a new Handkerchief in 
yo«r Pocket, or a new Pair of Shoes on., 
your Feet, you muft then be confin’d as 
long as the Cargo; width is a Remark 
worth Obicrvation. EiMthe Things you 
have on, or which yom^arry about you 
have been ufed for ibme Time, no Notice 
is taken of them to your Di fad vantage' 
Therefore all thole Things which you have 
no immediate Occaiion for, will be ft be 
made up into a Bundle, and left with the 
Writer of the Ship; and when the Cargo is 
dear, you will have it again. Thole who 
take Snuff or Tobacco, muft leave them be¬ 
hind in the lame Manner, if any Part re¬ 
mains uncoil fumed. In fhorc every Thing 
H 3 is 
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is under a particular Regulation, inJbniuch 
that a t Man would run the Rifque of being 
fent to the Gallics, if he endeavoured to 
conceal any one Thing that is contraband 
in his Baggage, though never lb I'^ali *, and 
therefore it will be much the 1’afeft Way to 
comply with thet eftabHJh’d Rutes in every 
Thing. However nothing is looked upon as 
contraband, while it remains in the Lazaretto, 
for you may bring any Thing on Shore, and 
place it there •„ but before it is taken out, it

The Day before you are at Liber[y*tq%0 
our, you mufl be perfum'd as they term 
it i which is thus performed. They make 
a Straw Fire injhe Middle of your Room, 
and throw on ,iS$a Mixture of feveral 
Drugs, and when the Room is full of 
Smoke, they oblige you to enter it, when 
the Door and Windows are Jhut.

As 
1 was in a Hurry to get home, I did not 
flay long enough to make any Observations 
upon Murfeilles worth comm unicat i|g, for.

count of this City from Travellers 
have had Lcifure enough to conftdcr it 
diftinftly. 

M&feilUs is feated at the Bottom of a 
Hill, which looks like an Amphitheatre at 
Ibme Diftance off when you are at Sea. 
Its Harbour is oi an oval Form, and is 
very much frequented by trading Veflels. 
The Key or Quay is thirteen or fourteen 
hundred Paces long, on which there are 
feme of die fineft Houles in the City. The 
’Walk on the Side of it is the mure agree¬ 
able as Part of it is full of Shops in the Day¬ 
time, belonging to the Workmen of the 
Gallics. They are we LI 1 umi Ihcd with G oods 

and 
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and Nie knacks of various kinds, but the 
Purchasers mull take care of facing cheated. 
The Entrance into the Port is (hut up with 
a Chain, which is fupparted by three Stone 
Pillars erected at proper Diftances, leaving 
juft room enough for thu paflage of a large 
Vcffel between them. The Harbour is 
large enough to contain 600 Vcflels, 
which arrive (Jaify from all Parts of the 
World, and import all kinds ofMere hand!fir. 
The.Cathedral Church called the Notre 
the greater, is dedicated to St. Laza- 
and is a gloom yStmftu re; it was formerly 
a Temple dedicated to I’cmts, or, as Ionic 
fay, to Diana of Epbifus. It is of a very 
extraordinary Figure which they have not 
altered in any manner, and there are ftill 
remaining the large Columns on which the 
Statue of iihe Goddcfs was placed. The 
Church is rich in Rdiqucs, for here they 
fhew you the T Tchd of Sr. Ijtz.nrar, inti 
that of St. Cawnt, the Foot of St, tffetory 
3nd many of [he fame kind. Near the 
Cathedral there is a Chapel built on thc- 
Spot where they fay Mary Magdalen Hood 
to preach the Gofpcl to the Idolaters whea 
thev came out of the Temple. 

Nctre Dame da Aeaukt is a fine large 
• Church, and was a Temple dedicated to 
H 5 ML 
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Msner’Jo. In the Collegiate and Parifii 
Church of Afinerva, they have an Image 
of the Virgin Mar/ in Silver. It is five 
Feet and a half high with a Crown and 
Ornaments of imipenfe Value, The Church 
of St. Saviour now belonging to the Nuns, 
was formerly confecrated to ApeUo. AU 
thefe Temples arc convincing Proofs 
of the Antiquities of Marfeilles, as well as 
two other Temples on each Side the Har¬ 
bour, with the Towers, one of -which is* 
called St. John, ami the other St. Nicolas. 

The Abbey of St, Viiler belonging to the 
Monks of St. Bentditl is at the Foot of the 
Citadel, and looks like a Cafile, being in- 
doled with Walls,and fortified with Towers 
on the Top of which there is room enough 
to take a Walk. In one of the Chapels 
there is the Head of St. ViAsr, and in a 
Church underneath, the whole Crofs of 
St. Andrew, But it would be endlefs to 
take notice of ail the Rcliques or deferibe 
all the Churches and religious Houfes. 

The Citadel of Mar/dlla^ whfch com¬ 
mands the whole Town, is feated near the 
Harbour, and irs Fortifications extend to 
the Mouth of it. On the Side of the Key 
there are Magazines and a Holpital lor the 
lick Galley-(lave 5. 1 (hall fay nothing of

the Yards and Docks for building-Ship?, 
but muftobfcrveihat moft of the Streets run 
down to the Harbour fpr the Convenlency 
of the Inhabitants, Thole of the old Town 
are long and narrow, and chofe of the new 
are fpacioiis and well buife. The Principal 
of ihefe is the Cours, which is forty Paces 
wide, in the middle of which there is a 
large Space piloted wth Rows ot Elms, 
This and the Key ferve for publick Walks, 
The Town-houfe which ftands near the 
Harbour is worth any ones feeing who (hall 
vifit this Place. 

MarjeiUts is fortified with Walls and a 
Citadel called the Tetragon, which is the 
Principal of the two and commands Part 
of the Town, At the Dtftance of a Ca¬ 
non Shot from hence is a Foie built on the 
Top of a Hill, from whence the Ships may 
be dtfeovered at Sea as far as Sight can 
reach. It is faid by feme, that the Arfe- 
nal is the fineft in Ear opt, but that may be 
doubted*, however it is worth feeing 
as well »as the different Manufactures 
which are carried bn in it. Like wife there 
are publick Leftures read therein for the 
InftrudYion of young Perlons in the Arc of 
• Navigation. The Je fusts have built an 
Obfervatoty in a convenient Place near this 

City 
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City for agronomical Ob re rv a cions. The ' * 
Fields which iurround Marjeiliej arc full of 
Stimmcr-houles; lome lay 6000 where 
the Citizens relink in the warm Sea fan of 
the Year to pafs the Nights and return 
home in the Morhing s bur they arc wretch¬ 
edly built and of no great Value, being 
only a fingle Pavilion with a Garden plant¬ 
ed with Fruit-trees. Theft Places arc 
called Bad ides. 

GSiber the 31ft, having taken half 
Chaife for Lynns Ycfterday tor which I paid / 
forty Livres, and three to the Driver, 1 
let out about two o’Clock in the Afternoon, 
and arrived at Aix that Night which is the 
firft Stage. In the Summer Time the 
Chaifcs, which do not go pod, are fix 
Days on dick Pafiltge to Lyons t but in the 
Winter it is fbmetimes much longer v for 
there arc feveral Fens on the Road which 
are dangerous to crofs when the Waters 
are out, and the Rains here are always at¬ 
tended with Floods, which was the Cafe at 
that Time, f© that 1 was ten Days before I 
reached Lyons. When I came to the River 
Durance fix Miles fhort ot Avignon, the ^ 
Flood was fo rapid, that it had broke the 
Hawfer which ferved to convey the Ferry- , 
boat over, and they bail been two Days in 
i repair- 
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repairing the Damage, by which .meins 
there were feventy Carriages waiting for a 
Patthge* which were to take their Turn*. 

I ffiould not have got cfc'er in two Days if 
fame French Officers, underfunding I was 
a Brother Officer, had not taken me under 
their Protection. They always pretend to 
be upon the King’s Bufincfs, and confix 
quently claim ihc firft Turn, which none 
dare to gain fay. When they had eroded 
^ the River they were fa very obliging as not 
to fair till they had faen my Chaife over 
with their own. At MotiteBmar the Flood 
was fo great we were forced to ftop for two 
Days i but after this we met with no other 
Obflaclc till we came to Lyons, on the 9th 
of KovetrJtr ; and Charges on the Road 
amounted to juft Eixty Li vres. 

The common Way of travelling from 
Marfeiitts to Lyons is in a Chaife which will 
carry fix or feven hundred Weight of 
Baggage behind it. Tbcfc Vehicles move 
forward no fader than an Engisjh Waggon, 
and yet i; is looked upon as a creditable way 
of travelling. If ypu are fingle you may 
contract for iialf a Chaife and let out at 
your own Time, far the Matter will ttand 
the Chance of finding you a Companion, 
* that 
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that may take the other half $ and In this 
ho runs little or no Hazard, for there are 
People always ready to take a Paffage for 
Lyons, With regJrd to the Choice of your 
Company, I would recommend the Fretub 
Officers when. the£ arc about to fet out on this 
Journey for you will find fome Advan* 
rage in courting their Favour, they being 
very polite and their Influent* upon theRoad 
exceeding great, becaufe they can com¬ 
mand what b to be had whenever they 
come. Beflde the poor People, and even 
fome of the better fort, ftand in great Awe 
of them. 

In giving you this Advice, I fpeak from 
Experience, and I hopc7 according to the 
old Proverb, I may praife'the Bridge that 
I pafs over. To lay the Truth, 1 never 
met with fo great Civilities upon the Road 
from Perfbns to whom I was wholly un¬ 
known, as from the Frond Officers, They 
like wife entertained me very agreeably with 
the Behaviour of my own Countrymen in 
Flatulent and gave them the higheft En¬ 
comiums. Moreover they owned that the 
^ -ir was fo far from creating any Aver- 
flon in them to ihe Enghfa that they had 
the higheft Eftecm for them, becaufe, as 

one 
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one of them ad tied, Though you have not 
been able to withftand us in Flanders* ic 
was owing to want of Numbers and not to 
want of Courage. BeTides J cannot help 
doing them the Juft ice ^to acknowledge 
that they are a brave Nation, and notwith- 
ftanding the Differences which often arilc 
between us, there is no People whom we 
tfteeiri To much'as the Englifo> This is the 
general Chara&er I have had of my Country¬ 
men as 1 travelled through France. 

All the Inns in this Road are very good, 

I think generally better than ours in Eng¬ 
land* and Provi lions tolerably cheap j for 
you pay thirty Sous for your Dinner, and 
thirty- five for ^our Supper, incIuding the 
Bed, befides two Pence for the Servants. 
Thefe arc the fettled Rates, and no one 
ever pretends to demand any more. Some 
may expert now 1 am at tycns that 1 fhould 
give fame Account of the Place, but I have 
not fo much Vanity to pretend to it, dur¬ 
ing fo Ibort a Stay. I can on!y fay, that I 
take it to be a very flourilhing City, and 
that it is the grand Mart for the Silk and 
Cotton which is imported from Turkey* and 
is here manufaftured. Hence it is no 
• wonder there are a great many Shops for 
Brocades, worked Vv aiftcoats, It hath 
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a niqft convenient, pleafant and noble Si- y 
tuition lor an inland Town, being built 
at the Confluence of the Rivers Rhone and 
My Lo/ging was at the Ihul du 
Parc , and my whole Charges tor a Day 
amounted to four Livres, 

However, not to deceive the Render':? Ex¬ 
pectation entirely, I (hall give him fome Ac¬ 
count of thisCity from Travellers whole Re¬ 
lations may be depended upon. L'ohs is a. 
rich, hand fome and greatly cel. b rated City, _ , 
being the moft conliderable in Prana next rO 
Paris. It was founded by the Roman Con (id 
Lucius MttuariusPlautus, about forty oncYenr s 
before the Birth of Chritt. It is fea; L -d, as 
was laid above, at the Confluence of the 
Rkom and the Same* as- it were at the 
Centre of Europe, and by the Means of 
thefe two Rivers it carries on a very Rourilh- 
ing Trade. There wjs an Academy of '* 
Sciences znd Bdtes Letters eftablillied here 
in 1700, and in 1736 an Academy of the 
Beaux Arts. It hath eleven Parilhcs, fix 
Gates, four Suburbs, and 150,'Opo Souls. 

It forms a kind of Fcninfula between 
the abovementioned Rivers, and is bound¬ 
ed by two Mountains •, that of St. Sthafi 
i>an ferves as a Bulwark again!! the Norrh

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Icnre. This Peninfida, though the largefl 
and bcft inhabited Part of Leans, is .but a 
Parc, for the Sacrx parts it front that called 
Fnur'i’itre, which hath ori its Back the high 
Mountain of Sc. Juft- Vo have a good 
View of this Town, you 1 muff go up to 
the Church of jY are De&ne cle FourznTty 
which Mountain, with that of the Char - 
trtux* forms a kind of an Amphitheatre 
along the Side o£ the Stone of three Qaar- 
ters of a Mile in Circuit y from this Plat¬ 
form you may difeover the whole extent of 
the City and its Knvirons, which are very 
agreeable on Account of the Diverfity of 
Houfes, Gardens* Meadows, Vineyards 
and Rivers. 

There are three Bridges over the River 
Stone to keep up a Communication between 
the two Parts of the down, namely, the 
Bridge of St. Vincent, which is of Wood 
and con lifts ol three Arches ; cr.e biidgo 
of the Ssotte is built with Stone and hath

There 
are feveral Rows of Trees run parallel to 
the Quay or Key, which fcrves for a pub¬ 
lic Walk for the Inhabitants of the Town, 
Thole who have a mind to lee the Cu- 
riofjties of this City, had beft begin with 
the Metropolitan Church of Sc. Jcbn, It 
is accounted one of the beft Structures of 
this kind in Frame, though it hath few or 
no Ornaments.

The Dean and Canons a (fume the 
Title of Counts, and mult be noble for 
four Generations, both on the Father and 
Mother’s Side. They have no Organs in 
this Church nor Mufick of any fort. The 
grand Altar is low and furrounded with a 
Balustrade of Copper, but there is only one 
Crucifix upon tr with two Candles of yellow 
Wax. Behind the Altar is the Seat of the

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Archbifhop when he officiates pontifically. 
The Clock which is placed on the, right 
Side of the Choir is a curious Piece of 
Work man (hip, and in feme Particulars ex¬ 
cells that at Strajli iff. The Motion of the 
Sun, Moon and Stars fc curioufly (hewn 
thereby, as well as the Golden Number, 
the Epaft, the Dominical Letter and the 
moveable Fcafts j there is like wife a per¬ 
petual Almanack which Ihews the Day of 
the Month, the Ides, the Nones, the Ca- 
lends, the Holidays, the Office of the 
Church and the Circle of the Epafts, When 
the Cock which is on the Top of the Clock 
beats his Wings and Crows, there are An¬ 
gels which fjp.£ the Hymn of St. by 
linking on little Bells placed there for that 
Purpofe. The Days of the Week are fuc- 
ceeded by feven human Figures, one of 
which appears in a Nich, and they fucceed 
each other exadtly at Midnight on the 
left Side is the Dial -pi ate to Chew the Hours 
and Minutes. This Clock was invented by 
Uppus a Mathematician of who had 

a Penfioit for Life For his Performance. It 
received feme Improvements from one 
Fourift*, and was fixed up in 1660. It is 

no Wonder that a Piece of Mechanifm 

which 
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which, contains fo many- Movements ftiould 
fomeymes be out of Order, and even itopt 
entirely. 

After this it will be worth while to vific 
St.'Paul's, which h a larger rich Pari ill and 
Collegiate Chur eft, thin that of St. Law* 
rence t which is nor it s anl the reft, in their 
Order, where the Reader, who hath a 
Tafte for Reliefs, will meet with 1bme~ 
thing to fatisfy his Curiofity. The Abbey 
of Nstre Dame d'Ai/n^ is one oi the rich- 
eft in the Province, and is remarkable for 
its Architecture, and feme Columns erefted 
above 1700 Years ago. 

The Square of Lewis It Grand, fo called 
from his Statue in bronze, is the handfem- 
eft in the City, there being large Walks in 
it which arc terminated at one End by the 
Rbcnt, and at the other by the Stfrsr. The 
famous Hofpiul ^ Cbdirifi is of vli( 1 ex- 
t^pt, and contains a great Number of poor 
People,. The Square of Lorreaut:, is cm- 
bellifeed with the fineft Fountain in the 
City. 

The Ritd de Villi , Or Town-Houte is 
tine of the moft magnificent, an 3 moft re¬ 
gular Struifturesof this Kind In Eurcpi, and 
contains fcverai remarkable Curiofities in 

Ar* 
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Architecture, Sculpture and Painting, par¬ 
ticularly the Portraits of ; t |J the Kings of 
France of the Name of Lewis. The Hotel 
Difu is feared on rfceSidetof the Rjbcne y and 
is a grand Structure. A Mofpital Street 
is one of the largi.it in Z,yl«, be fide which 
the Principal are dt la Gnhttt, da Sets, it 
i'landtt) St. Jcbn and Mercs ere. There is a 
Church in this lad, which contains a Paint¬ 
ing of Sahie::i, , reprefcnting our Saviour 
and St. ‘Tbesmtij. It is a large Piece, and 
yet the Queen- Mother offer’d to purchafe 
it by covering it with Lotiidorcs. There are 
like wife, many remarkable Tombs in this 
Church, The Uookfcllers live in the , 1 /fr- 
dere Street, at rhe End whereof is rhe 
Market Place, ivhkh is rkh and full of 
Shops. 

St. A T &^> is the Parifh and Collegiate 
Church, and was formerly the Cathedral : 
It is adorned with fcveral Paintings, among 
which is a remarkable one, reprerent¬ 
ing the lafl Judgment, The Jefuits have 
three Houles in Lmss, whereof iwo are 
Colleges, xhc targdY of which is one of 
the molt magnificent in the Kingdom. Jn 
the Court there are Bne Paintings which 
reprefetit the entire Hiftory of this City, 
* From 
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From the Library the Alps may be feen al¬ 
ways covered with Snow. Their Cabinet 
contains Medals and other Antiques, among 
which are the Coi|S of all the Reman Em¬ 
perors tn Bronze Spver and Gold ; the Idols 
of Rome and Egypt unextinguifoable Lamps 
and Taliimans. *But it would be end Ids to 
take notice of all the Churches, Chapels, 
Convents, Nunneries, Gates, the Palace, Ar- 
fenal, and the Reman Antiquities, in an d 
about this City, for to deferibe them pro¬ 
perly, would take up a large Volume. 
Lym is 250 Miles South-Eaft front Parti. 

But to return to my Journal. At Lyons 
I met with People almoft of all Nations, 
and among the reft three Englijb Gentle¬ 
men : But this did not hinder me from 
thinking of my Journey to Partin to which 
there were two Ways of travelling, its. in 
the Pa ft-C haste, and tn the Diligence. 
This lad is a kind of Poll Coach, and lets 
out every other Day. "I his is a cheap and 
good Conveyance, and has a Body like a 
Stage Coach, which holds eight People. 
Two fit forward, two backward, and two 
look out at each Window. "I here is one 
Ealket before, and another behind, which 
is for carrying mean People, Servants and 

Lug-. 
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one has the Privilege of 
^ chufing a Place more than another, fbj firft 
come fir ft fervid. This Poft Coach,* Icall it, 
carries you to Purtrin fix Days though in the 
Depth of Winter. Thil obliges them to 
have a great Number ortHorfcs on the 
Road, for they generally Iraw with ten at 
^ a Time, though they fomedmes have twen¬ 
ty, as I can alTert from my own Know¬ 
ledge ^ and they change them four Times 
in a Day, So that without reckoning the 
fupemumemry Horlb which they hire occa- 
fionally, they have 240 Horfes at the ibve- 
ral Stages* 

The Fare for a Place in the Diligence is 
an hundred Livres, for yourlelf and ten 
Pounds of Baggage * for you muft pay for 
what is above, A Servant’s Fare is half as 
much for riding in the Bafket. But then 
they find every Thing on the Road, as well 
. bating as Beds, which arc very good. 
They take care you IliaII have Plenty ol 
all Kinds of Provifion, and the Coachman 
never fails to wait on you at Meal-time to 
1 " how you iike your Entertainment. All 
thefe Things confidercd, I think it is the 
cheapeft Way of travelling I ever met 
. with. At the End of your Journey, you 

. Sive 
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give fix Livrcs to the Coachman, and on 
the I^oad about two to the Servants, which 
makes the whole Charge toEf Livres j, the 
Amount of this in E*t$lijh Money is four 
Guineas and a Aalf, for travelling too 
French Leagues/ Theft in Marine Miles 
are 150 ; but \tihZx%Hjb Statute Miles, they * 
are no lefs than 287. 

Perhaps it will not be amifs to give 
fomc Account how they arc enabled to carry 
Faflengcrs at fo cheap a Kate 3 in order to 
this, 1 muft remind you, that they fet out 
every other Day from Lyons, and the fame 
from Paris', fo that there will be three con- 
ftantly on the Road, from Lyons to Paris , 
and as many from Paris to Lyons at the 
fame Time, fo that the fame Horles ferve 
for them all, and perform a fingle Stage 
every Day. 

Before I leave Lyons, it will be proper to 
take notice, that I had Letters of Intro- 
duftion to a confiderable Merchant, for 
which 1 was obliged to the Friendfhip of 
Mr. IVbatley , who alfo favoured me with 
another to Sir John Lambert at Paris ; as i 
look upon theft to be great Favours, it 
would be ungrateful to pafs them over in 
Silence. 

November 
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November the mb, I fee out from Lyons 
> ,f1 tfie Dilligetice, but our Pafiagc on the 

yi Roa(j was te> quick, that I cannot give any 
Account of the Countryfeh rough which we 
i puffed ; only I obferved i\ general that it is 
. mort; °P en tha n in EnglXsd, and yields a 
delightful Prolpedt to chc^rrivellers View. 
However it does not appear to be fo fer¬ 
tile by much, as our own native Country. 

November the, 16th, I arrived at Paris, 
and the next Day paid my Rcfpedts to Sir 
Jib* Lambert, who made me a Tender of 
any Service which lay tn his Power, but as 
my Stay was fhort, and as I met with ma¬ 
ny of my Countrymen at the Englifo Coffee- 
Houfc, I did not chute to give him unne- 
ccffary Trouble. 

The French Court being now at Verfsilles, 

I was willing to tec a little of its Splendor, 
and there joined with another Englijh Gen- 
, tleman in hiring a Chaite, and went to pay 
it a Vifit. There I had the Honour of tee¬ 
ing the King, the Queen, the Dauphin, and 
in fhort the whole Court. Befides, when 
the King was at the Chapel, I procur'd the 
Liberty of teeing all the Apartments, which 
as Drydot fays in Cleopatra , beggars all De- 
' fexiption, and the Gardens, the Statues, and 
* 1 the 
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the Fountain?, juflly merit all the Enco¬ 
mium* that have been bellowed upon them. 
This Palace was built by Lrt&vjJfJV. who 
is commonly calleti/r Grand, ami I cannot 
hetp thinking thi/ Title might be full as 
properly beftoweejon this noble Structure, 
for even Envy m'elf when flie calls her 
Eye on ir, would name it Verfailks the 
magnificent; for Ibme knowing Travellers 
affirm it is the finelt In the World. 

Verfailks is ten Miles South-Well of Pa¬ 
ris, and the Palace in the Time of Lewis 
XIII, was nothing but an ordinary Country 
Houfc, where the hunting Equipage was 
kept j but in the fucceeding Reign it was 
embeUUhed in the Manner we behold it at 
prefent. It was begun in ififii, and was not 
fini filed till 168 y. They reckon that there 
were two Hundred Millions of Ltvres ex¬ 
pended on this Houle and Gardens, The 
Water-Works are the more wonderful as 
all the Waters which fupply them are 
brought from the Seine through Leaden and 
Copper Pipes, by the Help of the famous 
Machine at Marly. 

From hence my natural Curiofity led me 
to fee the Menagerie, where there is the 
greatcfl Collection of foreign Bealls, and < 
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Birds in the World. Among fuch a Vartet/i 
there are many Animals which defer v$ a par* 
tic u hr Attention, however two which af¬ 
fected me more than theieft. The one was a 
Cow, which had a Leg growing out of its 
Neck, and the other was k Dromedary with 
two Humps on its Back. ' Before I faw this 
I looked upon the Defer Ip tion of this Ant* 
trial to be a mere Fiction. But the Sight 
of this Bead convinced me I was 'in an Er¬ 
ror. Each Hump was fo high, that were 
a Man placed between them on his Back, 
they would reach up to his Chin, How. 
ever, that before was turned on one Side by 
its own Weight, and hung again ft the 
Shoulder of this Animal. Hence 1 conclu¬ 
ded, that the Humps of this Creature arc 
only Lumps of Fat, like that on the 
Shoulders of Animals of the Buffalo Kind * 
Whereas the Hump on the Back of the 
Arabian Camel, is a Ridge of Bones, like 
fo many Stumps of another Sec of Ribs 
barely covered with Flclh, JJntiu calls 
this Animal with two Humps the BaOrim 
Camel. 

Thole*who travel from Lycrti to Paris, in 
the Diligence, have little Occafion to trouble 
their Heads about the Road, becaufc they 
have little or no Time to make any Cblcr- 
I 2 rations 
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virions, but as others who travel in Port- 
ChstUcf are at their Liberty, it will not be 
ami ft to take Notice of the Road and Ports, 
as fettled by Auth<£ity, and alfo to take 
fomc Notice of i her Towns, from their own 
Books publifhed al Guides for Travellers. 

Out of Lyons you pals through the Gate 
called the Vefe, to go to Tear*, which 
is a royal Port j from thence to Brejle one 
Port; from thence to Croaftite one Port ; 
from thence to Tar are one Tort. 

Tar an is a Town in the Ljcttnoh, much 
taken Notice of by Travellers, on Account 
of the high Mountain three Miles over, 
which is very troublefome to pals. TheDecli- 
vky reaches as far as Fontaine-* and the Afccnt 
is very ftccp among Trees as far as Ter are. 

From Tar art to Fontaine is a Port and a 
half, and from thence ro Simpborion is one 
Port; from thence to VHofpital one Poftj 
from thence to Roam one Port. 

Roane* or Rouenm, is a Town in the 
County of Forejls , feated on the River 
Loire, which is of great Advantage to this 
Place, becaufe they can embark Merchan¬ 
dizes thereon, that are to be lent to Lj~ 
otts, which is but 30 Miles diftant. This 
Advantage has drawn a great many rich 
Merchants to this Town, who have embel- 

lifhcd 
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itftied it with feveml large Struftures and 
fine Houfes, the principal of which arc to 
be fecn as you pafs along the great Street* 
The Jefuits here have a^ hutch and aCdirge. 

From Roane to St. Getwain a FEpittaJfo is 
a Poft and a half; from Ihence to Pataudier* 
is a Poft and a half*, from thence to St. jV/hr- 
tiad'Epaux one Poft ; from thence to Doi- 
turiet one Poft ■, from thence to Police one 
Poft *, from thence to St. Get an one Port ; 
from thence to Varennes one Poft; from 
thence to EfbmUes one Poft ; from thence to 
Btjfay one Poft; from thence to Samtes one 
Poft i from thence to Mculins one Poft. 

Moulins is the capital City of the B&ur- 
lenneis, and is feated on the River /tiler, 
which there receives the little River Daunt, 
in the Middle of a fine Country. There is 
a handfome Palace, or Caftle, which was 
formerly the Seat of the Dukes ol Bourbon,^ 
Tt hath a very high fquare Tower all of 
hewn Stone. The Palace was built for a 
Court of Judicature. Motilm isfetf is 
greatly encrcafed of late Years, and is be¬ 
come one of the handfomeft and ritheft 
Cities of Frame, The Places worth feeing, 
are the Nunnery of the Vilitation, whofc 
Church is enriched with choke Marbles, 
] 3 and 
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fine Pointings-, and the Tomb of the Duke 
of Aknimcrtnsy, which is adorned with 
beautiful Figures, The Chsrtrmfe is out 
of the City, and l^oks more tike a Palace 
than a Habitation of Hermits, The Church, 
the Cl Older* and! the Gardens arc worth 
feeing. The SuBurb of After is full 'of 
Cutlers, whole Manufactures are in great 
Esteem, and with which they drive a great 
Trade, 

From Mmtlins to la Ptrtbe is one Poft; 
from thence to Villemurce one Poft - f from 
thence to Cbatauii one Poft j from thence 
to Manlier one Poft from thence to Villon 
one Poft i from thence to Magus one Poft ; 
From thence to Ncvirt one Poft, 

Neva? is the capital City of the Niver- 
ncis, leated on the Banks of the River Loire. 
It hath eleven Pflrifhes, and feveral Con¬ 
vents and Abbeys. Tlie Palace of the 
Duke of Neven con fills of confidcrable A- 
partments between two large Towers, with 
a Court on one Side, and a Garden on the 
other. It fronts the ducal Square, whole 
Houfcs are of the fame Conftrudiqn. The 
Convent of the Cordeliers near this Palace 
is worth feeing. The maft remarkable 
Thing in the great Street b the Glafs- 

Hoolr, 
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Houfe, where they make all Sorts of Gtef* 
Utcnfils* The earthen Ware is manufactu¬ 
red near the Priory of St. Saviour. 

From Neicrs to Pmua is a Poft and 
a half ■, from thence to BarJekup one Poll i 
from thence to la Cb/iri& one Poll. 

La Charlie is a Town \>f Nhtrmik ferwd 
on the Declivity of a Hill, which dr trends 
gently to the Banks of the Uke, over 
which there is a Faflage by a Stone Bridge, 
There is noiliing v ’cry remarkable in this 
Place, but the Glafs Works. 

From La Cbariti to Mwert is one Port ; 
from thence to Pourllj one Poff; from 
thence to Mafravtrut one Poll j from thence 
to Cefxe one Poft. 

Cofe, a Town of Nivernoh, is feated on the 
Banks of the little River Noapm, pretty near 
thzLeirt, in a very good Country, fertile in 
Com and Wine. The greateft Fart ot the 
Streets are narrow, and wind I a much that 
they refcmMe a Labyrinth. The JTown in 
general is ill built, except the Houfes which 
Unround the Market Place. It is encompaf* 
ed with Ditches, and the Suburbs, arc aim oft 
equal :o theTuwn in Largencis, and furpafs 
it in Beauty. The Inhabitants carry on, 
a great Trade in Cutlery Ware. 


From 
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* From Cefjie to Ld.'t is one Poft; from 
thence to Netruy one Poft *, from thence ro 
B$fiy one Port ; from Bofny to Oujjcn one 
Poft} and from Oyffm to Briar rone Port. 

Brian is a fmatl Town of Gajtimis % feared 
on the River Loiri, It con fills chiefly of a 
long Street, full d f Inns ami Smith’s Shops, 
as being on the great Road to Lyons, It is 
remarkable for the Canal of Briare^ which 
maintains a Com muni cation between the 
Loire and the Seine by means of the Loing. 
This Canal is 33 Miles in Length. 

From Briare to Bilair is one Poft ; from 
thence to Bujftert one Poft ; from thence to 
Bezatds one Poll j from thcncc to Nogait 
one Poll*, from thence to Commadilc one 
Foil * from thence to Montargit a Poll and 
a half. 

Montargit is the Capital of the Gajlinw, 
feaced on the River Lcing, There is a large 
old Caflie here, and leveral Churches and 
Convents. The Foreft of Motttargii is 
eight Miles wide and upwards. 

From Mmtargis to Pwf-h-htt is one 
Poll; from thence to I'mttnay one Poft . 
irom thence to Croifure one Poll ; from 
thence to Glardelle one Port j. fromthtnee 
to Nemours one Poll. 


Nemours 
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Jfemurs is a Town in Gitjiinhis t fated on 
the RiverLs/wj’, it confifts chiefly of 5 great 
Street, where the Market Place is covered 
over, and the antient Priory of Molts, which, 
is alfo a Parifh of the Tofrn. The Caflle haa 
very high round To*er\ which ierve for 
Prifons. The Religious Houfes here aie 
worth feeing. 

From Nemours to Bouroit is one PolV ; 
and from tbticc to Fontaititblmtt is one 

Poft. 

About five Miles Ihort of Ftwntaisblem, 
there is a noble Column of fine Marble* 
erefted in the middle of a Plain, but upon 
what Account 1 cannot certainly recoUeft- 
This Place has its Name from its line 
Fountains, which l juft ftept out of the 
Diligence to take a View of; and there I 
found the Water works continually play¬ 
ing-, in which they differ from thofe of 
Vtrfaillef> It is famous for the Beauty of its 
royal Palace, which is fated in the middle 
of a Foreft, about two Miles and a half 
from the River Seinf. The Town has but 
two large Streets, and feme Lanes full of 
Inns. 

From Fcittainhlt&u to Cbrnlly is one Poft j 
from thence to Emtburty a Poft and a half*, 
I 5 from 
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from thence to FJJene a Pod and a half-, 
from thence to Jtroifi a Pod and a half* 
from thence to Ville^Jtdf a Pod and a half’s, 
and from thence to Parti a royal Pod. 

I cannot help, obferving before I leave 
Partly that the Aubergtiy or Houfes of Re* 
ception are the word of all Frame \ and 
therefore if a Traveller defigns to make any 
Stay,- the bed Way will be to leek for Jbme 
private Family to board, *or otherwile to 
lodge in an Hotelgartii. 

On November 19, l took my Leave of 
Partly in Company with another Gentle¬ 
man, having hired a Poff-Chaile for three 
Louis d’ors, and on the third Day we am* 
ved at Bohgne. The Roads were a Foot deep 
in Snow, which rendered the Journey very 
uncomfortable to one who had been fo long 
ufed to a hot Climate. Here I met with 
a Vcffel bound for Dcver, which is the Rea¬ 
son I did not proceed to Calais. 

Paris is the Capital City of France, and 
one of the larged in the World. It is di¬ 
vided into three Parts, the Town, the City 
and the UmverGty ; in which ale twenty 
Cantons, or Quarters. As the Defcription 
of this City would take up a large Volume, 

I /bad give a fummary Account of fome of

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the Particulars. It contains 967 Streets* 
befides 85 Cub de Sect, or Streets which 
have no Thoroughfare 50000 Houles* 
whereof goo are fine Floteis y 52 Parifhcs, 
and 20 Churches, which have the Right 
bdn" foi 20 Chapters and Collegiate 
Churches ; 80 Churches and Chapels which 
have no Parifhes. Three Monkeries of 
Men, and eight of Women. Fifty three 
Convents and .Communities of Men* and 
feventy Nunneries and Communities of 
Women, in all 134* h [yAth lhree ccdef| - 
aftical JimiHi£tions, and 31 Secular; fifty 
liven Colleges 4 fifteen Seminaries ; twenty 
fix Hofpitals ■, twelve Prlfons y fifty pub- 
lick Squares or Places * fifty fix publick 
Fountains j thirty Quays* or Keys *, twelve 
Markets % thirty Bridges great and final] ; 
twenty five Ports for Merchandizes *, ard a 
magnificent Sewer to carry off the Warer, 
therein there are forty Sluices. 1 here arc 
eight Gardens and publick Walks. Twen¬ 
ty 0 Boards or Courts of Jufiice; twenty 
more for the Finances* Farms, Trade and 
other Affairs * twelve thoufand Coaches . 
five thoufand eight hundred Lamps } eight 
hundred Horie Officers* and Archers on 
Foot to take Care of the City, whofe Gates 
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arc guarded by 167 Men. The Inhabitant 
arc reckoned at 800,000, among which 
there arc near zoo | ooo Servants. 

This Enumeration will not feem furpri- 
zing, when we consider that Paris is fur- 
rounded with feven Suburbs, r, That of 
Sr. Gemain . 2. Sr. Anthony. 3. St. Vidor, 
4 - Sr, Marcel, 5. St. Martin. 6. St. Mi- 
(bad. y. St. "James, 

The Louvre, or Palace Of the King is a 
magnificent Structure, which coft Lewis 
XIV, fcveral Millions of Livres. The moft 
remarkable Places in this, are the King’s 
Apartments*, the Library * rhe Printing- 
floufc and the Academy. Though Pa¬ 
ris is fo large, the Streets are clean, and a 
Man may walk in Safety both by Night 
and Day, for the Lamps are kept burning 
all the Night. Every Morning there arc 
fevtrai hundred of Carts, like our Night- 
Carts, which come to carry off the Dirt 
and Filth from every Houfe, and to carry 
it out of the City. There is a Corps du 
Guard in every Street, to take care of the 
publick Safety, befides a Guard of Horfe 
and Foot, which are continually patrolling 
to take care that there be no Diforders com¬ 
muted in the Night-time. 

Paris , 
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pans is an Archbilboprick, and Notre 
Dam is the Metropolitan Church. 'It is a 
fuperb Smi&ure, fupported by 110 Co¬ 
lumns. The Body of the Church is too 
Feet high* 174 long, and 60 broad. 1 he 
Univerliry of Paris is very anticnt, ana is 
composed of three Colleges* that for Divi¬ 
nity is called the StrboniK- The River 
Stint forms an Ifland in the Middle of the 
City, called tlte Ifle of the Palace, in which, 
Palace the Parliament meets. The Church 
ofNtirt Dame is alfoln the I fie, and the fa¬ 
mous Bridge called Pontneuf leads to it. The 
twUerits is a Palace joined to a large hand- 
fome Garden, near the River Stint. The 
Hotel of Invalids, is in the Quarter of the 
Univerlity, and is a beautiful large Struc¬ 
ture. It is defigned for the fame Purpofe 
as Cbtlfta HofpitaL The BoJtiU is like the 
Tower of London, a Place for State Prifo- 
ners. The CbattUt is the Court where the 
Magiftrates of the City adminifler Juftke. 

The Academies are, that called the 
french Academy, the Academy of Infec¬ 
tions and Belles Lettres-, the Academy of 
Sciences, that of Painting, Sculpture, Ar- 
chiteSure and Surgery. The principal 

public Libraries arc thofe of the King, St, 

1 
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Vifitr and Mazarin. The King's Gardens 
contain all Sorts of Plants, and a Cabinet 
foil of Curiofirtes. The principal Hofpi* 
tats are the Until Dim, and the general 
Hofpital, which comprehends in Cbarisi, 
la Salpeiritre, the Foundling HofpitaJ, and 
the petitts Alai fens, or Bedlam. Paris is 
150 Miles from Calais, of 60 to a Degree. 

Leaving Paris you go hr ft to Sr. Denis, 
which is one Port and a half $ from thence 
to Ecowen one Poll. This is a Town in the 
Ifle of France, ten Miles tram Paris, whole 
PaLcc is worth feeing. From Eteetnn to 
Leu de L'fcarches is a Port and a half ■ from 
thence to Lende Ccran one Poll and a half; 
from thence to Rssfelsy one Port- from 
thence to Clnmnt one Port and and a half* 
from thence to St. Juft one Port ■, fr otn 
thenct to Vavignia one Port ; from thence to 
Brsteal one Port; from thence to Fers a Poll 
and a half; from thence to HAceurt one 
Port; from thence to Amitns one Poll.

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is one of the fineft and beft adorned in the 
Kingdom. The Nave of this Church is 
the large ft and beft pavgd in all France, and 
Is 213 Paces long. There are fcveral other 
Churches in Amiens, and a great Number 
' of Convents and Religious-Houles. The 
Citadel is thought to be one of the beft and 
moft regular in Europe. The Palace of the 
Bailliage, and the Town Houle are worth 
feeing ; as well* as the Square, or Place its 
FUteris, and that of the grand Market for 
their vaft Extent, There arc fine Walks 
On the Ramparts which are adorned with 
Elms. On this Side the River enters Am¬ 
ins, through three different Canals, under 
as many Bridges, Thefe after they have 
watered the Town in different Places, and 
have been made Ufe of for different Manu¬ 
factures, meet at the other End near the 
Bridge of St. Mirbaet, where the Boats lie 
which coriTie from Abbeville, loaded with 
Merchandizes brought from the Sea. Ac 
the Gate of Paris there is a Mall, be¬ 
tween two long Rows of Trees. 

From 'Amitns to Pecqmgny is a Poll and 
a half. This is a Town of Petuhitu, feated 
. on the River Somme, where they dig a large 
Quantity of Turfs to burn. 




From 
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From Pecquigny to Flixcourt is one PoR ; 
from thence to Aitly* where there is a high 
Steeple, one Port i # from thence to Abbeville 
a Port and a half. 

Abbeville is a Town of lower Picardy, thir¬ 
teen Miles diftant from the Sea. It is cal¬ 
led the Pucdit , or the Virgin, becaufcit 
hath never been taken. The Veflef* which 
come up the River Somme, from the Sea, car¬ 
ry op all Sores of Merchandize, which they 
exchange for Wool, Cloth and Linen. It 
is well fortified, and has twelve Pari dies. 
The Collegiate Church of St. Ulfranc hath 
a very high Tower, whereon a Man always 
Hands Centinel, and founds 3 Horn every 
Hour of the Night: As alfo when there is 
a Fire, or when a Troop ofHorfe adeem¬ 
ing. There are feveral Convents for both 
Sexes-

Side 
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Side of the River, and is feparated from the * 
high Town by a (ingle Wall. It contains 
fix Parities and two Convents ; a Seminary 
and an Hofpital. It is *out 8 Miles from 
the Sea, and has a con fide table Caflle. 

From Motilrtnl to Franc is one Port j 
from thence to J^euchatel is one Poft; and 
from thence to Bshgm is a Poll and a half. 

Sologne, is a Town of lower Pkardy, and 
15 feared a Cannon’s Ihot di(lance from the 
Sea, when it b low Water. Ids divided 
into two Towns, the higher and the lower. 
The Brft is ftrong by Nature as well as 
Art, and the other is only furroimded with 
a tingle Wall. It is much frequented by 
the Ettglijb and FUmiJb, on account of the 
Eafineb of the PafTage, and their Nearncfs 
to each other. The rich Merchants inhabit 
the lower Town, where there are two large 
parallel Streets, which run along the River- 
Side. Thcfe two Streets terminate at the 
larged End of the lower Town, where 
there is the principal Church, and the Mar¬ 
ket-Place. The Walls of the high Town 
are ftronghr built, and it contains a large 
Square, which is adorned with a handfome 
Town Houfe, the Palace of the Sene (baity, 

■ the Town Clock, and the Pricfts of the 

Oratory 
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Oratory, The Cathedral Church is in the 
principal Street. There formerly came Peo¬ 
ple in Pilgrimage to it from all Parts, on 
account of an old* Image of the Virgin Ma¬ 
ry* which is flill here. There are feveral 
Convents here, as there are in all the large 
Town® in France. 

Before I conclude this Journal, I {ball 
make lome Oblcrv.uions, which may be

This will oblige 
me to recapitulate fome Circumftanocs al¬ 
ready mentioned. 

From Merjtiiki to Lyons it coft me 403

of the Journey from Paris to Bctiognc 123 
Livies, including a Livre and a half per 
Poft for the Hire of the Chaill. But then 
it muft be obferved, that in this I a ft Pan of 
the Journey 1 lived high* The Diftance of 
each Poft as was mentioned above, is fettled 
by an Ordonnance of the King, which pre¬ 
vents all Fraud and fmpofition on this Ac¬ 
count.

However it will be proper to oblerve, 
that though the Charge is fixed between 
Mar/eiiies and Lyons t yet when you travel 
farther Northward the Price varies. But as 
the Officers pay according to the Kate fee 
down, 1 was not willing to enlarge the Sum. 
After all, as Gentlemen from India, leldcm 
are confin'd to a frugal Way of Living, it 
cannot be expected they fhouid live fo cheap, 
as is mentioned in this Account; and to fay 
the Truth, it will be heft to fuppoii* it confi.- 
derably more, that their Expectations may 
not be balked. Thus my Charge from 

| Paris 
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Paris to Bekgm, after ded lifting the Charge 
for the Chatfe, Poft-Horfcs, Poftiiion and 
Eating was 97 Livrcs ; i^hercas by the a- 
bove Calculation it ought to have been no 
more than 77 Livies-, and it is a Wonder 
. it was not more, for Engiijl Gentlemen are 
fo generous upon the Road, that they have 
i advanced the Prices of every Thing. * 

At Bekgpre I waited a Day for the Veflcl s 
in which I paid *a Guinea for my Pafiage, 
On the 23d, at Sunlit we fee out, and 
reach’d Dovtr about one in the Morning. 
At four I took a Poft-Chaife for Lendo*, 
where 1 arrived the fame Night, being that 
of the 24th of jVtfttfW&r, after a Journey 
of one whole Year, wanting five Days. 

A Journey of this Length through fo 
many Countries and People, mull have 
been infupportable, if I had not met with 
fo many EngHjh Gentlemen, whole good 
Nature and 1 Joipitality, made me almoft 
forget the Hardfhips I had undergone. 
This I mention by Way of grateful Ac¬ 
knowledgment for their generous Treat¬ 
ment, and* unmerited Civilities, as in Jus¬ 
tice 1 ought, as well as to encourage my 
, Friends in India, who 111 all have Courage 
and Rcfolution enough to travel fo far by 

Land 

* 
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Land t for they will doubtkfs meet with 
the feme, or the like hofpitable Gentlemen , 
that 1 have done, which will be fome Sort 
of Compcnfition for their having undergone 
the various Hardftiips and Fatigues which 
are almoft unavoidable* in a barren* dreary . 
Del err, among a dilhonell, unhofpi table 
People, I was forty five Days with Mr. 
Savage, at Gombroon ■> fifty four with Mr, 
Pemfrtt, at Buffer ab ; feven Days with Mr. 
Pcllurd our Conful at Aleppo and eight 
with Mr .IVahmen Conful at Cyprus -, du¬ 
ring which Time I enjoyed all the Pleasures 
that Heart could wifh, was infpired with 
frdh Vigour and new Life* neither reflect¬ 
ed with Pain on part Dangers* nor dread¬ 
ing any 1 might happen to meet with here¬ 
after. But 1 muft not forget the Ufe I had 
of the Pro-conluis Houfe and Table at 
Belbire, nor yet the Politencfs of Mr. 
Whatley at Marfetilts * who, furnifhed me 
with Letters of Recommendation for Lyons 
and Paris, as before obfetved. 

Alt thefc* indeed, are Exgtijfrmen\ but 
thofe of other Nations have not been want¬ 
ing in good Nature and Civility i for Myn¬ 
heer Kmpbauftn , the Dutch Rdidcnt at Bttf- 
ferab, did me many Favours* and his Ta¬ 
ti c 
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blc was always open to me : Like wife the ' 
French Confuls, both at Aleppo and Cyprus, 
behaved wtth great Poli tends, there being 
a good Underftnnding between the ConfuL 
of the two Nations at both Places. 

I might conclude the whole, with a gefcts, 
ral Account of my Expcnces, Lofs and 
Gain, but the Money made ule of was in 
fuch different Species and Coins, that it is 
rendered very iptricate, I liad Lofles by 
Exchange, and I gained by Kcfpondcntia j 
and therefore I lhall only obferve, that I 
brought with rr.c Jrom Bengal 2100 A Bis, 
and had 15 per Cent for 2000 of thim. I 
had alio 15 per Cent crols the Ddcrt Tor 
that Sum. But then the Lofs by ' xchange 
was fo great, that all the Profit was fwa]- 
lowed up, and more. The Money which 
I brought into Frame in Specie, yielded no 
more there, than 33 Livres lor a golden 
4 Rupee, of which 1 brought fifty to Paris. 
Now as 33 Livres is no more than 27 Shil¬ 
lings, one Penny, you will perceive I muff: , 
have been at a Yery great Lofs. 

I brought, an hundred and two Pounds 
Sterling to Lcndan, and at Aleppo I left the 
following bad Debts to be recovered, viz,

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*go Eundi’klecs taken from me by the Sheik 
i i the Deleft. An Error in my Bill qf Ex¬ 
change of 156 Dollars. An Error in my 
Account with M T*Pemfiet 84 Dollars : due 
for the Non-per form a nee of my /fruit, 40 
Dollars. All which* if they were recovered 
would reduce my Charges to about one 
hundred founds Sterling* 

Thus did I come to the End of my very 
lung Travels without any Guide and with¬ 
out any Di recite ns ^ anti I think I managed 
exceeding well with regard to Expenses; and 
yet could have retrenched a good deal more 
were 1 to travel the fame Road over again. 
And therefore for the fake of thofe who 
lhall pafs this way* I (hall make a general 
Review of ail that I have undergone* and 
make feme farther Reflections* to the End 
that thole who want any Advice, may judge 
how neceflary proper Information is for 
fuch as undertake fb long and tedious a 
Journey. 

And firil by my going on board a Gent- 
breon Ship, though we had a quick Faflago 
to that Place, ytt I was from November the 
icjth tq April the soth before I got to 
Bajftrab. My long Stay at Gmbmn ob¬ 
liged me to take a Tmnkcy which coll me 
180 Rupees more than if I had gone direct- 
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ly in a Bujfcrab Ship. However if there is any* 
\ cfTel bound up as high as Eujbitr 1 liquid 
prefer that, if Jhc fees out early, becauJc 
you may reach Bujftrab at that Time of 
the Year in fix or feven Days, l-'rom 
thence the belt Way will be by Bagdad, 
MmfuK See. as there is little Probability 
that a Caravan will be ready to let out juft 
on your Arrival. And you will probably 
arrive at Jkppi as loon as if you were to 
wait for a Caravan, though the Journey is 
longer, if you reckon the l ime you arc to 
Hay before one begins to march. B. rides 
there is a vaft deal of Di [ft retire between 
palling through an inhabited Country where 
you may have frefh Provifions every four or 
five Days, and travelling over the Driert in 
the Manner I have deleribed at large. But :i 
any one fhould think proper to take the 
Koad of the great IMert, let him carefully 
obferve the Directions which I have la:d 
down, and be Jure not to take any Goods 
or Merchandises to trade or trafTck with, 
if he has not a mind to pot himfelf unde? 
the Power, of the Sheik, who will not fail 
to tjccile httUj when there arc any A lie ft- 
ment« to be made 5 nor will there be anv 
Means of efcaping, for every Arab will be 
k 2 )bur 
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your Enemy oh’ courfe, and will no doubt 
rejoflte to fee you pay three of four times 
more tSisn your due ; tor then he will hove 
the left to pay himlrlf. 

As 1 hove given a full Account of the 
Difpofition and Manners of the Arabs, I 
fhall fay nothing of your Behav^r, nor 
yet of the Haidihtps you mu ft expett to 
meet with. When you arrive # Aleppo* 
unlefi you are ckfirous of teeing the Rari¬ 
ties of that City, or intend to vtftt Cw- 
finulitt'ple, it will be belt to ftay no longer 
than juft to recover yourlelf from your 1: .1- 
tigue \ but let our as loon as you can tor 
Ldtakiyab* and from thence crofs over to 
Cyprus, which is the Ifland where all the 
French Ships generally rendezvous, that 
arc homeward bound ; Vo that you need not 
fear Haying above ten Days for a PafTage. 

It will be proper, when you are at Buf¬ 
fer ab, to obtain Letters of recommendation, 
if you can, to ibme Gentleman at Aleppo j 
and then the Conful there will fupply you 
with others for Latukiyab and Cyprus. The 
Corfu! Cyprus will like wife givcj’ou others 
fo r MarJeiUes , or whatever Port y ou a re bound 
ij, It will not be amils to provide yourfelf 
with a Few Pieces of Cctjfcmbugar Handkcr- 
3 chiefs 
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* 

chiefs for Prefcnt* to thofe who are oblig- 
, ing and fcrviceabic to you, for though no 
fuch Tiling is expected.^ Yet they will be 
very acceptable. 1 often lamented my 
own NcgU’dt in this Particular, and there¬ 
fore was willing to give this Hint to you. 

In your Voyage to France yotr arc not to 
expert the like generous Treatment which 
we Ihew to Strangers in the Indies, who 
never pay any thing for their Paffage, and 
therefore it will be be ft and fafeft to deli re 
the French Conful to make a Bargain i" -r 
you ; which mu ft be in Writing oiherwilc 
they will not Hand to it, for chough, as 
you may remember, 1 agreed for 200 Li- 
vres, yet at Cyprus I was forced to piy 150 
more, or be left behind. Belides when we 
arrived at Marf titles 1 was obliged to pay 
50 more for my Servant, though he worked 
all the way and was half ftarved into the 
Bargain. 

I have nothing to add to what I have 
already faid, relating to the Lazaretto and 
your Expences therein, nor yet with re¬ 
gard to your Journey through France, f 
fhali therefore conclude the whole with one 
^ Piece of Advice, and that is, never to 

K 3 bring 
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bring aft-ay any Money out of Turks? in 
Speck* i but always to take Utils ol Lx- 
dungi.-, for bad I .done lb, 1 fhould have 
laved ten p<r Cent. by the fifty Gold Ru¬ 
pees, which I was obliged to icll in France 
for thirty-three Livres a Piece. 

Perhaps you might have expected a 
more accurate Account of fame Things 
ahfervable in this Journey, but I am not 
conllious of omitting any* thing material ; 
and if the journal is not in the Form you 
could have wilhed, you mud confider 
that I am more ufed to keep one by Sea than 
to write one by Land. And if I have 
been too prolix in fomc Things, you mu ft 
confider that my chief Intention was to 
be ferviceable to thofe that come afta 
me.

As to Orel's a Turban anti an otnfide 
Coat will be fufficilnt, lor it will be pro¬ 
per Co conlbrm a Irtile to the Cuflom ol 
i'i.■ Country, fince an Hat will In fenne 
Degree expufe you to the Ini’ulcs of Chit - 
dren in the Towns w hich you pais through. 

But with regard to grown Pcrfons your 
bein g known wilt the rather command the 
greater Rcfpcft, efpecially as you will hive 
Rifles from the Bafhaws which are eafiiy 
obtained by Europeans ; their Regard for 
you will be ftiil greater if you have a Ser¬ 
vant who can fpeak the Turkijh^ Arsbick 
or Perfsan Languages. But then it will 
not be proper to Jet the People of the 
Country know that you are Indian Chril- 
tians, bccaule this may give lomc Trouble, 
and expofc you to the Hazard of Idling 
your Servant if a Slave. 

You will generally find Servants at Suf¬ 
fer ab who fpeak the Country Pertttguefe or 
Lingua Franca of the Mediterranean ; but 
at Bagdad there are few or none, who un- 
dr rftand any European Language. On the 
Road you never ftop to bait in lefs than 
fix Hours, and iometimes no: in twelve. 
They generally fee out on their Journey 

very s 
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very early every Morning, and feldonrtra^ 
vel longer than three in the Afternoon. 

The proper Seafon for undertaking this 
Jou rney from Bifjferab is front the Beginning 
of January to the lind of that Month ; be- 
catifc then the Streams of the Rivers Tigris 
anti Eitpbretii arc not lb rapid ; for the 
Swelling of thefe Rivers depends more on 
the melting of the Snow than the Rain. 
Your having the Spring before you, will 
a lib exempt you from the excellivc Heat 
of the Weather* and it it is thought dange¬ 
rous to travel alone, you will then meet with 
Caravans with which you may joinCompany. 
Befidcs if you defrgn to travel to England 
by Sea, you will probably meet with the 
Company’s Ships, which at that Time of the 
Year are generally ready to fail. By this 
Means you will have an agreeable Paffapc 
through the Mtditerrancai; t and the 'l ime of 
peribrming Quarantine will then be the 
fhorter, as you will in all Likelihood have 
clean Patents when you fail from Afta, 

Ic will be proper to have a Fulcc, a 
Pair of Piftois and a Sword upon :lie Road, 
which you had bell provide in India: I ht j. 
will be necetfary for your Defence again it 
Robbers, if you Jhoultl meet witli.a: y ludu 
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for whole People have a very high Opinion 
of the Courage of the Europeans; And I 
am firmly perfuadwd chat the frequency of 
Robberies is entirely owing to the Cowardice 
of Travellers. Bolides if you are on Horfe- 
back and have a mind to go forward, as 
the Camels travel very flow, you will draw- 
all the Hoffcmcn after you. Or it it Jhould 
be other wife you and your Servant may 
pafs by yourfelvcs along the Road we 
took in great Security, except fix Days 
Journey from Mcuful and then if no Ca¬ 
ravans, offer you may have Soldiers co 
guard you over that Part of your Way. 
However you will always find the Dangers 
greatly exaggerated by the Merchants of 
whom you enquire and your Ch rill tan Ser¬ 
vants are in general very arrant Cowards. 

It will not be amifs to provide yourfclf 
with a Box of Medicines, for if you fhould 
have no Occafion for them yourfclf you 
will have frequent Opportunities of doing 
charitable Actions lince they have every 
where an high Opinion of the Skiil of the 
Exroptans in Phyfic. However I would 
advile every one to travel with as little 
Luggage as poffible; for then you will be 
2t Ids Trouble and Ex pence, and may 

make % 
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make greater Expedition ; to fay nothing 
of the aukwardnefs ot your Servants, 

From Bnjftriib to /tteppo there arc fevcral 
Roads, but you cannot avoid fume Part 
of the Defert, and the quickeft Pillage of 
all will take up a Month. Some Eurcpoi>i s 
have gone this Journey by them hives ; and 
I am apt to think that the Risque of Rob¬ 
bers, when you are provided with proper 
Paffes, is nothing but a mere Bugbear. 
It any will venture to travel in this manner 
1 would advife them to carry nothing of 
value .but what their Occafions require, that 
they may have as little to lofe as poflible. 

The common Method of travelling is on 
the Back of a Camel, but the Motion of 
this Animal is very fatiguing \ however 
it is fomewhat more commodious in a Ca- 
java, of which there are two, one on each 
Side of the Bead, In one of there you are 
fheltercd from the Weather, and if you 
have a Companion in the other, befidea the 
Advantage of being balanced, you may have 
the Pleafure of his Converfation, provided 
you underftand each other v but if you have 
no Companion you mu ft countcrpuife your- 
felf with your Baggage, But if you do not 

like 
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like Ms way of travelling you may generally 
hire Horfes in a Caravan. 

The want of good Water is the greatefh 
Inconvenience an European will meet with in 
niuft Parts of the Road over the great Defer t, 
for fometiroes you svLIE be obliged to travel 
ftveral Days without any but what is 
brackifh; and, as I am informed, in three 
Days you will meet with none at all, ex¬ 
cept immediately after the* Rains, b'or 
this Reafon you mull take care to carry Wa¬ 
ter with you in Skins. 

There are generally two Caravans in a 
Year that pal’s over the great Defer t, the 
Time of the fccting out of one is very un¬ 
certain ; but the other, which eonMs chiefly 
of Camels ikfigncd for Sale at Aleppo, ge¬ 
nerally begins to march in Mny or June. 
The Bafhaw of Bagdad has prevented the 
Caravan of Goods from travelling this way 
for two or three Years part. 

If it dues not fust your Convenience to 
wait for the Defert Caravan, the beft way 
will be to proceed to Bagdad, bur you mull 
take care to be furnifhedi with a Pafs from 
the B a Chaw or Moflalem ol Bufftrab which 
you may procure by means of the Refldcnt, 
You muft Iikewlfe have Letters of Rccom- 
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mendation to one or more of the Shttfks. 
You may pafs up the Euphrates and Tigris 
to B. gdsd in a very Commodious Boar, 
which they moore to the Bank of the 
River every Night: Nor will they leave off 
that Cuftom though they have never lb 
fair a Wind* This Boat is covered over 
to defend you from the Weather, and the 
after Pait is made ufe oi for a Kitchen. 
Jc will he the btfl way to lay in all fom of 
Provifions for the Voyage, except Fowls 
and Kids, which you may meet with as 
you pafs along. When there is a lair 
Wind, they make ufe of their Sails ; bur 
their general Method of proceeding for¬ 
ward is by tracking. 

You may poffibly reach Helta on the Ru~ 
phraUs in twelve Dtys, but they are com¬ 
monly fifteen or twenty in their Railage 
thither. From thence you may travel over 
the Land to Bagdad in two Days, and the 
Tourneys are but fhoi t neither. If you go 
up rhe Tigris you wilt be al! the Time upon 
the Watefri 1 would therefore ad vile you, 
as well on that Accounr, as for the fake 
of Expedition, to rake Horfes at If mark. 
When you arc arrived at Bagdad, you 
arc again to ccmhdcr whether you will 

travel 
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travel by the Way of Kttltja % and over diet 
little Defers by Mouftih which lies farther up 
the Tigris, The Time fpent in parting over 
the little Defert, is fourteen or fifteen Days, 
and you muft make the fame kind of Pro* 
vifion as for travelling over the great Dcferr. 

I muft confefs, I think this Road tick rves 
the Preference. Europams have frequently 
travelled this Way fingly. Having croft'd 
the Tigris you muft travel by Land till you 
come near vftw, where you pafs the Eu- 
fbrttics, but it will be necefiary to procure 
a Pafs, which will be no difficult Matter 
to obtain, if you have a proper Recom¬ 
mendation from Bujftrab. 

[As the Captain has given little or no 
Account of the Paftage from Btifftrab to 
Bagdad by the Tigris, we are of Opinion 
the Reader will not be difpleafed to fee a 
Relation of a Voyage from Bagdad to Buf¬ 
fer ab , which may in fome Me a lure fupply 
that Dcfeft,] 

On the t jth of April, we took a Bark 
to pafs down the Tigris from Bagdad to Buf ■ 
ferab. This River hdow Bagdad has two 
Arms, one of which runs along the Side of 
the antitni Chaldta, and the other towards 

the 
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the Point of Mefepefama* and they 
form a large I (land, which is traverfed by 
leverd fmal! Canals. When we came to 
the Place where the two Arms part, we faw 
what we took to be the Ruins of an antient 
Town, near three Miles in Compafs- 
The Walts that remain are fo targe, that fix 
Coaches may pafs along them abreaft at the 
fame Time, They art made of Bricks burnt 
in the Fire * e*ch of which was ten Feet 
fquare and three thick. We took that 
Branch of the Tigris which runs along the 
Side of Claldta, for Fear of falling into the 
Hands of the Arabs,w ho at that'l ime were 
at War with the Balhaw of Bagdad. We 
were ten Days in palling from Bagdad to 
Bufferab, and lay every Night in the Bark, 
and there drelied our Victuals. When we 
came to any Village we fent our People to 
purchafe Provisions, which they bought 
very cheap. The Names of the Villages 
by the Side of this River, arc Amur at, 
where there is a Fort condrLitfted of burnt 
Bricks, Saiarat, with a Fort of the tame 
Kind : Mna/uty, a large Town : Mazar, 
Cazar and Gertie. This ftands on the Point 
at the Confluence of the Euphrates and Tigris. 
It hath three fmiHCailks, or Forts, one 

of 
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Vjf which ftands upon the Point, and is the 
ftrtftigcft of' the three the Iccond is on the 
Side of CbnlJea, and the third on that oi 
Arabia. The MajJs cal! this City Kerna t 
and Captain Hamilton, Comer a ; affirming 
that there are 10,000 Janizaries kept there, 
and eight or ten River Gallics well arm'd, 
to keep the adjacent Countries in Awe, 
who arc very apt to rebel It abounds with 
all Sorts of Provifions both of the animal 
and vegetable Kind. Jt is 80 Miles above 
Bttjferab , according to him, but according 
to Tavernier, net much above half that Dif- 
tance though we believe the Medium be* 
tween both may be the Truth, for they 
were feven Hours in palling from Corner* 
to Bajjeraby both with the Wind and Tide. 
This laft comes up as far as Camera, and, 
by what we can learn, not much farther. 
Bttjferab has undergone various Revolutions, 
being alternately in the Pofleffion of the 
Turks and Arabs. But now the former 
have been Matter of it many Years. 

I had intended to have gone over the lit¬ 
tle Defert myfelf, but the Hurry and Con- 
fufion occafioned by the Rebellion of the 
Arabs , give me Real on to believe 1 fhould 
wait a great while lor a Caravan, though 
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it Is ufual for them to take this Road f£v£- 
ral Times in a Year. The Caravans which 
pafs by Mskfuh vhi^h is the Road we 
took, make a Shorter Cutover theDeftrt of 
7 kj«/, to the Weftward of the Tigris, We 
had the Rafhaw of Bagdad* s Pafs, which we 
found of very great Service, for it procured 
us a very extraordinary Refpeft, wherever 
we came, Bvfides it exempted us from the 
V slits of the Cufiom-Houfe People. Thofe 
who have no Pafs, had beit gratify the 
Cuftom lloufe Officers with four or five 
Mamoudies, to prevent the opening of their 
Baggage, though they have no right to de¬ 
mand any Thing. 1 he Tur^j arc loch Lo¬ 
vers of Money, that there is no Danger in 
attempting to corrupt them in their Office, 
for you may make your Bargain in as 

plain Terms as you pleafe. 

From Bagdad you may get to TBeurkat 
or Karkat, in eight Days, and from thence 
to Motifhl in four. If your Stomach is 1 
little nice, you had beft provide yourfrlf 
with Eatables at Bagdad, for the Bread and 
Rice which you will meet with on the Road 
may not poffibly be 1 b white. How ever'the 
belt Bread is ro be had at Bufferab y and as for 
Butter, you will meet with none after you 

leave 
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ftr^vc that Place till you come to AUppi ?- As 
for our Parts we found the Bread upon the 
Road pretty good. As you travel along, you 
will meet with Villages on the Road to lodge 
in from Stage to Stage. But for rhe Apart¬ 
ments, they will be of little Ulc, except 
to defend you from the Weather \ for there 
is no Furniture, and it will be a Rarity to 
find fo much as a little Stool. As for 
other Convenienctes you ;u£ not to expert 
them. However you may probably tra¬ 
vel all along this Road, as we did by otrr- 
felves, without the lea ft Interruption or 
Incivility. 

At K^rktit, which is a ftrong City, it is 
ufual to reft a Day or ovo and replenilh 
your Panniers; rhar is, you muft lay in 
Provisions lor four Days at baft, which is 
the Time you will Ijiend in going to Afea- 
fdy js mentioned above. As for Wine 
you mull take care to luppJy yocrfclf at Ettf 
ftrab^ and that lor a Month or more. At 
Bagdad you miry probably replenilb your 
Store as well as at Karkut ; md at Man¬ 
ful you muft purchale Provifious of all 
kinds for fix Days; as alfo at Qtjenijar or 
Mir din fur Qrfa t that is, for fix or eight 
Days i and afterwards at that Place for 
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which is five Days more ; and am oyf 
rhe Chrjham you will always nicer with 
Wine or Brandy. 

The Place where you arc molt JjfcWy co 
be detained is Mcuful t becaufb you mult 
cither wait for a Caravan, or Jure a Con¬ 
voy; which laft you may do at four Ru¬ 
pees a Man. It you will Men to them 
they will tell you that it will be unilife IO 
travel without .twenty or thirty of thefe 
People for a Guard ; but I am perfuaded 
there is no fuch Danger of Robbers as they 
pretend. However there are Caravan* 
which fee out from this Place once j n every 
ten or fourteen Days, unlefs in rhe 
Depth of Winter, and they rake a Convoy, 
the Money to pay which is levied by the 
Caravan Baflii, upon all the People of the 
Caravan, generally in Proportion to the 
Goods which each Pcrfon carries with him, 
but fometimes according ro the NYlmber 
of Beads, and your Share will con (I [juenrly 
be but a l’rifle. But it mud be remem- 
bred that in thefe Parts of the World they 
look upon* all Emcfimi to be as rich as 
Crtf/or, and every one will be ready to im- 
pofc upon you if you will let them, 

. The 
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V The nfual Time of travelling from Mtu- 
Jufra Maian or Martin is tight Days, and 
from Martin to Orfa feven Days. 1 ‘hc 
firit fix Days of \he Journey is over a 
Defer* almoft without Inhabitants, anJ 
therefore your Fare will be good or bad 
according to the Quality of the Provifions 
you brought with you, and three Days 
after you leave the Tigris the Water begins 
to be brackifh, and therefore it behoves 
you to take care to fupply yourlelf with 
that which is good in time. When we were 
in thofe Parts our Servant either drank or 
fpilt our good Water, and filled our leather 
Bottles with the bad, which threw us into vio¬ 
lent Fluxes-, and yet thofe who are ufed to 
fuch Water, as the People of the Caravan 
generally are, can drink it without any bad 
Effect. However I cannot help taking 
notice that good careful honeft Servants 
contribute greatly to tire Pleafure of the 
Journey whereas thofe that are canids or 
diftioncft may occalion great Inconveni- 
encies. 

The Caravan makes a Halt pt Ni/tbin^ 
the next Town to Menful, where it is vifited 
by thcCuftom-Houfe Officers. But a Gen¬ 
tleman that travels only with his Baggage, 

is 
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Is under no Neceflity of flopping on t*>df 
Account, for he may proceed direftiy to 
CcjtKiJfar , or Cojafar^ which is- a Pay’s Jour¬ 
ney and an half farther. Mar din is a large 
Town, about four or five Miles out of the 
Road, but it is worth feeing j and, which is 
a greater Induce me nr, there is goud Wine to 
be had there, to fenre you on the Road to 
Orfa , which is live or fix Pays Journey 
more; and th<yc iikewiie you will meet 
with People to make up a iufficknr Cara¬ 
van for the fame Road. 

The mentioning Cojafar t brings to my 
M-nd the Ceracif a fort of capitation Tax, 
inipofed by the Grand Signior on all his 
Chriftian and ytuijh Subjects of five Cruize 
and two thirds per Head. This is ro I levied 
by a Set of very impertinent People, who, 
in Hopes of fqueezing fomewhat out of the 
Europeans often mokft them, though they 
have not the leaf! Shadow of Right to do 
fo. But as this is a little Town, there is 
no Appeal to any fuperior Officers, cither 
on Account of this l ax or the Cuftoms. 
Thofc Sort of Mokftations can hardly be 
avoided in thefe Places. But when you 
come to a Town of any note you will 
1 meet with nothing but Civility and Hofpi- 
2 tality. 
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t%Fty. Therefore in the le/Ter 1 owns the 
beft way will be to pur on big Looks, and 
to aflume the Air of a Man of Confequencci 
for thd'e People art? eafily impofed upon, 
and that will command Rcfpcffc. As we 
had a Pafs they could make no Demands 
upon us but as our Servants were not in¬ 
cluded they obliged us to pay for them. 

From Mardin to Qrfa the Road is fotne- 
times infefted with Robbers through the 
Negle& of the Bafhaw. However in 
this P.ifiage there are a great many more 
frightened than hurt. But you mu ft be 
greatly on your Guard againfl Thieves, 
for the People here-about are very expert 
pilferers, liven the Robbers can hardly 
be placed in a higher Gaft, for they ride 
up ro the Caravan and in ate h whatever 
they can firft lay Hands upon, and then 
retreat in the fain .inner. If the People 
of the Caravan had but the haft Courage 
and Condutt, they might eafily prevent 
Robberies of this Kurd. W hen violent 
Rains fwell the River, this Road is fome- 
tijnts impa Table for lour or five Days, till 
the Waters tun oft. 

We mult hippofe that at Mouful, you 
have hired Horfes lor Or fa - t therefore when 

you 
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y«u mu ft nuke a fndh bargain tor Altp/ 6 . 
At Icaft you ought to take this Method* 
becaute it is better than hiring them for the 
whole Journey at once s for if you have 
them from the Cat arches of the Caravan , 
which you have joined, you will be oblige d 
to travel their Face, and wait their Time ; 
nay, though you ftiould make a Bargain to 
the contrary, you will be under a Neeefllty 
of flaying at each Stage two or three Days 
at leaft, to refrdh your Hoc lbs. B u t remem - 
ber it will be always beft to get an Obliga¬ 
tion from your Cat or the in Writing, H pe¬ 
dal fy, if you hire the Hortes for the whole 
Journey and your Terms fhould be parti¬ 
cularly fpedfied, referring to your I'd f a 
Power of hiring frdh Hortes, if he loiters 
by the Way, or fumifhes you with Jades 
unable to perform the Journey, for which 
he mu ft content to abate part of the Hire. 

If theft People Ihould happen to be neg¬ 
ligent or refractory, or any Wiy deficient 
in performing their Bargain, the principal 
Merchants of the Caravan w ill fee Juftice 
done you j betides the Magiflrates of the 
great Towns will quickly redrefs any 
Grievance of that Kind. If you pafs for 
Men of Contequence, they will expect a 
Fee* which needs be but a Trifle, for a 
L tenth 
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iXll l m arte r wi It bri be a great Turk. So me- 
times threatning alone, when you find it ne- 
ccflary, will keep them in Awe, In load" 
ing a Heart, your Bedding is to be laid un- 
dermort, then your Baggage, and your Ser¬ 
vant mounts on the Top. If you carry your 
Clothes and Goods in Portmanteaus, you 
will lofe Package, and therefore it will be bell 
to make life of Bags which are to be had for 
that Purpofe, and are much more convenient. 

From Qrfa to Aleppo you will be five 
Days upon the Road, and perhaps fix i but 
then you will lie in Villages every Night, 
as you did between Bagdad and Manful .-—■ 
You will feldom want Company From any 
of thefe Places, when your Intentions arc 
publicly known. 

When you arrive at Aleppo , and are in a 
Hurry to leave that Place, 7011 will be un¬ 
der no Neceffity of being detained * for if 
there is no_ VdTel ready to fail from Stands* 
roon to Cyprus* you may pafs on to Latiki - 
J tab, a Day's Journey farther, where you may 
crofs in fimll VeflHs which are continually 
parting and repalling to and from that Ifi- 
and. And at Cyprus there is fcarce a Week 
without an Opportunity of gaining a Paf- 
fage from thence to Marftiilts. In the Time 
<JT Peace the mo ft expeditious Way will be 

to 
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to travel through Frame, for it is not orriy 
longer, but more expenfive to travel thro’ 
Italy, Germany, and Hedbvtd ; though there 
arc a great many morC curious Things to 
be feen in that Tour; ami there are few 
Gentlemen but what will be glad to make 
ule of fuch an Opportunity. 

Upon the whole, I compute that from 
Bufferab to Ale$po, a PaiFengcr, if he meets 
with no Delay, may travel in three or four 
and thirty Days over the Great Dcfirr. 
From Bagdad, allowing for your Stay there 
by the Way of Kabeffa, in four or live and 
forty Days, 2nd by Mevfnl about twenty 
more. But if a Perfon can undergo the 
Fatigue of the Manfel or riding Pod, he 
may reach Akppo from Bagdad in fourteen 
or fifteen Days, The Privilege of travel¬ 
ing in this Manner may be obtained by the 
Kefident, if be is a Man of Inrcreft with 
the Go vernment,for then he can procure you 
a Manfd Command, which is an Order 
figneu by the Grand Signior, and lodged 
in the Hands of the different Bafhavys } by 
thefe Means you will not only be at your 
Journey’s End fooner, but without die lea ft 
Ex pence. This W3S offered to us by the Ba- 
ftuw of Mauful, and we fhould have accepted 
of it if it had not been for our Baggage. 

L 2 With 
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OWiib relation to your Expcnces the 
quicker you travel they are the Ids j but 
you mull oftea fubmit to Neceffity ; thus 
an extraordinary fcVere Spring retarded us 
for fevcral Days. Befides we had more 
Servants titan were necelBry, and were 
more extravagant m our Clothes than I 
11 nee have found there was occafion fur: 
Infomuch, that including the U ten fils of 
the Kitchen, it roll us 400 Rupees apiece. 
If you have good Gold you may make ten 
ftr Ctnt. of it, but ours was fo indifferent 
that it was reduced almoft to Par. 

1 have firm my Diary to Mr. Dtrril r and 
propofe, if S have Time, to fend him a 
Copy of my Expences with Remarks, Thofe 
w ho can afford to be free of their Money 
on the Road may travel through thefe 
Countries with the utmoll Eafe and Secu¬ 
rity, and will meet with the high eft Re- 
fpe£t. We might have been introduced to the 
Bafhaws of*all the Places which we palled 
through, but we declined it when we found 
it to be attended with Expence. They 
commonly preftnt you a Veft upon thefe 
Occafions, but then in return you are to 
give thirty or forty Rupees to the Servant. 

The Gentlemen of Aleppo particularly 
recommended it to me to wipe off the AL 
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pardon of Inhofpitality, which nas bcjp 
thrown upon them; which 1 can do with 
the greateft Juftice fHpm my own Expe¬ 
rience ^ and they wifh fdf nothing more than 
to have this Road more frequented: by Gentle¬ 
men from India„ However, it will not be 
amifs to bring a Line from the Rcfident at 
Bk]ftrai\ as the moft ready way to make 
yourlelf known, and then you need not fear 
meeting with the kindeft Reception.

P. S. When we were at Bujftrab there 
were Boats to be hired for Bagdad^ which 
perform the Voyage in fifteen Days, The 
Boats flop every Night, and the Paflcngera 
lie on Shore, But you mu ft furnifh your- 
fclf with Provifions at Bujftrab for the 
whole Time. However it wiil be proper 
before you leave Bujftrab to enquire when 
a Caravan will be ready to depart for Altppo - t 
as it will be more convenient t« wait for it 
at Bufftrah than Bagdad. There is fettled 
Rules for the Payment of Cuftoms nBuf 
ftrab^ for which you arc to rake a fealcd 
Receipt, for this will make them eafier at 
/ikppa. The belt Lodging at Bagdad is 
with the Padre, and when you fet out from 
thence it will be neceflary to Jay in upwards 
L 3 of 
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oCtwency Days Provifion to ferve you on 
your Paflige over the Defalt, for there is 
nothing to be had hi the Way, A Camel’s 
Load of Water wfll be fufneient for one 
M after and two Servants, and you will pay 
about thirty Rupees for each Camel, Wa¬ 
ter mull be procured at the Charge of the 
Traveller, The Charge of Horfe-hfre from 
Bagdad to Aleppo will be about fixty Ru¬ 
pees each Horfe, but the ^Traveller finds 
his own Furniture, An Armenian or Geor¬ 
gian Servant is neceflary for a Guidelin or 
Gentleman Ulher, to whom you muft pay 
about fixty Rupees. One Rupee is five 
Mamoodki, and four Mamoodies and a 
haJfvs one Zdor. One Venetian is twenty 
one Mamoodies and a half. Zelotas are 
the be ft Money to receive at Bujftrab ; as 
the Change for Gold is at four and a half 
per Cent, advance. Gold in Specie is better 
than Venetians* and is often to be bought 
at Bufferab.‘ Refpsndentid are at 20 to 25 
ptrCeni, by the Caravan from Bagdad to 
Aleppo. But Bills from Aleppo loofe by 
their Exchange to England ta Marftilles 
or Venice they arc upon a Par. Silk is the 
belt Commodity that can be carried from 
Aleppo for France or Italy. 
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An Account of the Countries,* Cities, 
and Towns, adjacent to BENGAL, 
contained in Mr. iPLAlSTED'r Map 
prefixed to this Volume.

B ENGAL and the Countries lying to 
the Nmb-tVtjt t were formerly govern’d 
by three Nabobs^ but they are now un- 
<te f . 0ne > die fame who lately did lb much 
Mi [duct to our Settlements in that Country. 
He mull needs therefore be a very powerful 
Prince, and perhaps may find ork enough 
for the Mogul himfdf, before he is brought 
under Subjection, elpedally as he is but little 
acquainted with the European Manner of 
going to War. And it is happy f or the 
Eajl-lnjta Company, that the Nabob himfclf 
is no better drilled in this necefiary Art, 
otherwife he would never have fuHered Cal- 
cotta to be retaken j and his own Town Hur- 
af id his Factory there, to be plundered 
and burnt by a Handful oi EngUJb. 

The firft Place of Note wc met with to the 
North-tVji of Ctdcutta, is Bin ares or Benares. 
It is feated on the Ganga or Ganges, upon a 
plea!ant Spot, in a delightful and rich Coun¬ 
try, and is a large City and well built the 
greared Part of the Houfes being conftruCled 
with Brick and hewn ftone. They arc much 
higher than m other Paris of the Indies, hue 
M ' the 
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tlie'Streets arc very narrow and incommodi¬ 
ous. There arc ievcral Cuavoifcnis, one 
of which is ftrong, /large and well busk. 
Tn rhe Middle of thi Court there are two 
Galleries in which they feH Cottons, Silks* 
and other Merchandizes. They are fold by 
the Weavers themfelves, which makes them 
come very reafonablc to the Purchalcrs. 1 lie 
principal Pagixi of tht-Gtitfews is in this City* 
and a little to the Nmh lVcji of it is 3 Ma- 
bemttan Mcjique* near which there are feve- 
ral Tombs of a beautiful Architecture. 7 he 
fineft arc in the midft ol Gardens indoted 
with Walls, 

Bharit is the Aibtns of the hdits, where 
all the principal Perfons come for Education. 
The Tutors are difperfed throughout the 
Citv and Suburbs, and have each from four 
to fifteen Scholars. Their Jirft Study is the 
JHanfcrhy which is a different Language from 
that of the common Indian* I his they pre¬ 
tend was the Language of God, commons ■ 
cared by Brahma, who lived l know not how 
many Hundred Thoufand Years ago. How - 
ever this is terrain, that it is very ancient, 
and all their facred Books are written therein. 
After which they karn Philolophy, w hole 
Profeffora are divided into fix different Seifs. 
All their Books fpeak of the firft Principles 
of Things, but in a various Manner. Some 
ore Atorr.ifts, Tome arc for Matter and form, 
and fome again, are for the four Elements and 
nothing. Others affirm that Light and Dark- 

nds, 
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fiefs are the firfl Principles. Others refer all 
to Privation, which thty diftinguilh from no- 
thing, while others affirm the World is com¬ 
posed of Accidents. Iiut all agree that their 
Principles arc eternal. In Medicine they have 
a great many little Books, or rather Colleifti- 
ons of Receipts, the principal of which is 
written in Vcrfe. They know nothing of 
Anatomy, for they look upon Difleftions with 
Abhorrence. They have Knowledge enough 
of Aftronomy, to forte! Ecltpfes, but their 
Geography is not only imperfe& but ridicu¬ 
lous. 

Sefara is feated at the Foot of a Mountain, 
near it is a great Lake, wherein is an I (land 
with a beautiful Mofque, in which the Na¬ 
bob who built it lies buried. There is a hand- 
fame Bridge to pifs into this 10 and, built with 
Frce-ftonc. 

Patna is one of the largeft Cities in Indiaji 
and is tea ted on the Southern Side of the Gan¬ 
ges j but:the Houles. arc mean, being covered 
with Thatch and Bamboe Reeds, and are 
placed at a Diihnce from eapbother. It is 
built on an Eminence to feeurc it from the 
Inundations of the Ganges, in a very plealant 
and fruitful Country, which produces great 
Quantities of Opium. It is adorned with fine 
Gardens, Pagods, and other publick Struc¬ 
tures i as alfo Towers and Redoubts on the 
Land Side, which ferve more for Ornament 
than Ule. They make Potter's Ware here 
of a particular Kind of Earth, which i* very 

fragrant. 
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fragant, and the Veflels arc ilmoft as thin a® 
Paper. The Dutch Entire a Factory here for 
Salt Pet re and raw Jilu ; betides which many 
other Merchandizes may be purchas'd. The 
E'lghjh had a Sort of a Factory here, but it has 
been withdrawn feverai Years. 

Orixa qn the Svutb-lFtJi Part of the Map 
was formerly an independent Kingdom, but 
is now tributary to the Great A%a.\ and is 
governed by a Genteiv Prince. Their Reli¬ 
gion, at lead fame Part of ’it, is as extra¬ 
vagant ap can poflibly be imagined. They 
wo r/hip an Idol called Gapalfaai, whofe Fi¬ 
gure nearly refembits t hat of Priapus. Around 
fits Temple are the Figures of Men and Wo* 
men in the moft obfccnc Poltures* as al/b on 
fmPalankin when he is carried about in Fro- 
ceflion, Virgins and married Women who 
hive no Children, worfliip the dtftinguifhing 
1 ’art in, hopes of I due, and Likcwife prdent 
h:m with large Oblations. He is adored 
likcwife by all the Gtntv&i of both Sexes ; 
but not in fo peculiar a Manner. 

At JagranttiiG there is a Pagod of another 
Kind, which is rt lor ted to by Pilgrims from 
all Parts of India. It (lands in a Plain about 
a Mile from the Sea, and is built of Stone in 
the Shape of a Canary Pipe let on one End. 
It has no Windows, but is Illuminated with 
^^Hdretls of Wax Tapers, which burn Day 
3 £“ , 'ght. The Idol is an irregular Figure 
of Black Stone, with, two rich Diamonds 
placed nc^r tht Top to rep rdent Eyes, and 

the 
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the Nofe and Mouth are not carved but pointed 
with a red Colour- -About the Middle of the 
Pagod is the [magcof\an Ox, carved out of 
one entire Stone, and Bigger than the Life ; 
the back Parts are fixed in the Wall, All die 
Pilgrims are obliged to wadi in a Cittern or 
T/iftt, which is forty or fifty Yards long, be¬ 
fore they enter the Pagod. 

There are about Pritfts who officiate 
at this Pagod, and their Eufinds is to boil 
vaft Quantities of Rice for the Ule of the 
Idol as they prrtend. Some Part ot it is placed 
before him, and the reft is either fold or given 
to the Poor. Thcfc Pridls lodge in Houhs 
or Convents hct the Temple. The Nights 
are fpent in beating on Tabors and lirafs Cym¬ 
bals, with Songs of Praifc to the Idol, This 
is never removed out of the Temple, bur 
his Effigies i* often carried about inProccdior, 
mounted on 3 Carriage four Stories high. It 
has about ten Wheels, and is large enough to 
contain aco People, It is drawn through a 
Street 50 Yatds wide, and a Mile and a half 
long, by a Cable of 14 Inches in Circumfe¬ 
rence. Sometimes 200 People draw the Car¬ 
riage with I’mall Ropes fattened to the Cable. 
There arc rafh loolifh Zealots who fall fiat on 
the Ground on pur pole to be crulbcd in Pieces 
by the Wheels, "1 hey have a Tradition that 
about 4.000 Years ago this Idol fwatn over the 
Sea to the Shore near which his Temple Hands, 

The Country about Jagramttt is very fruit¬ 
ful and produces Corn, Pepper, Mirubulans, 
Gum-Lack, Bees-Wax, Oil, Butter, Cloth, 

Cattle- 
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Cattle, Deer, Anti lopes. Bears, and Mon¬ 
kies \ which laft are vary numerous and bold. 
The Water-Fowls, Partridges and Phcafants 
are all tame, bccauil* none dare kill them 
but the Prince, or who he orders. There 
are many fmall Rivers and Stone Bridges over 
them, near which (land Multitudes of Beg* 
gars, who afit Aims in the Name of the Idol 
Jitgranaitti from whence the I own has its 
Name. 

Between this Place and Cafai, which lies to 
the tt'ejK is a very fine l<oa 3 , whereon are 
fcveral Monuments of zealous Pilgrims. One 
of thefc not long ago built him fell a Tomb 
here, which Ms laid, he entered, anti ftarved 
him I elf to death. Near the River of Catak 
there is a fmall Pagod built in the form of 
aCupola, with 500 Holes in it, in which were 
as many Skulls. Thele were the Heads of the 
Confpirators who intended to betray the Town 
to jiarmgztbty and who were all executed by 
the Command of the King of Orixa. Catak 
is Ml a large City walled round, and has. Can¬ 
non planted qn its Walls, but neither of them 
are keept in good Order. The Figure is an 
Oblong Square, three Miles long and one 
broad. A Quarter Part of this Town is not 
inhabited, but the Ruins of many large Build¬ 
ings are a fufiicient Proof of its ancient Gran¬ 
deur, when the Kings of Orixa kept their 
Court there. It has now a G urn foil ot 5000 
Foot and 500 Horle. The Eaft-btdia Com¬ 
pany had formerly a fine Factory, here feme 
oi the Walls ol which were Handing about 50 
Years ago. Half 
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Half Way between Cntak and Balia far is 
Badaruti, a Town of about toco Houles. It 
has a finall mud-wall ftjprt, but never a Gun. 
The Inhabitants are chiefly employed in Huf- 
bandry, fpinning, weaving, and churning. 

Balafer Rands on the Side of a River, and 
is but four Miles from the Sea by Lard, but 
by the River twenty. T here were formerly 
very good I'aftories hereof the Enghfn, Dutch, 
and French, but fincc the Settlements in liugly 
River they arc^comc to nothing. However 
they drive a pretty good Trade to the Alaldb'ia 
Iflands with Rice and other Grain. The 
Country abounds in Rice, Wheat, Grain, 
Doll, Callavances, Tobacco, Butter, Oil and 
Bees - Wax. Thci r Man u fa£tu r cs arc various 
Sorts of Cotton-Ruffs, and others made with 
a Sort of Silk-grab, inch as Ginghams, Pt- 
na feces, fe?r. 

The Kingdom of Afm or Azm lies to the 
South-Eaft of Bengal, and was hrfl discovered 
by failing up the River Lakia, which pro¬ 
ceeds from the Lake Ctcmay. [t is one of the 
fine ft Countries in Afm , producing every 
Thing neceflary for the u!c of Man. It has 
Mines of Gold, Silver, Iron and Lead, 
Plenty of Silk, Borax, and Gum Lack, with 
which they lupply their Neighbours, They 
have no Gold Coin, but make ufe of Ingots 
id their Way of Trade. They are fond of 
Dog's FkJTi as well as the Cbineft , and make 
ule of it in their moft fplendidEntertamments. 
They have Plenty of Grapes, of whicli they 
make no Wine, but Brandy or A rack. They 

have 
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have no Salt bat what they- get by burning of 
Herbs and the Leaves af a Sort ol big tree. 
Of theft bit they mat* Pqf-AJhes, and tils 
them for blanching thfir Silk, 

The King has no Revenue but whit pro¬ 
ceeds from the mines, livery man may 
have Four wives* who have each a diftinct 
employment, to prevent ary difputes among 
them. Both men and women are well-lhaped, 
but their complexion is dark, tho' not black, 
They go quite naked, hiding nothing but 
what decency requires ; only they have a cap 
or hat on their heads, adorned with hog s 
teeth. They have holes in their tars large 
enough for one’s finger, in which they hang 
jiwcls of gold or Piker The Men let their 
'hair, which is black, be long enough to fall 
on their Ihoulders, and theWomen let it grow 
as long as it will. When any one dies, they 
bury all the jewels and bracelets in the fame 
grave with the corps. I hey have Horfcs as 
well as Camels, but they make the grcatefl 
ufe of Elephants for carriage. 

On the North Side of the Map is Laja* 
the Capital of the Kingdom of Tibit. in 
the yjuitt Maps it is called looker ., and in 
others Laps* tinker. Bat our Traveller, whole 
Road is traced in the Map, and .who has 
been at the Town, mull needs know the true 
Appellation, Ti&ft called by the Tartar^ 
Bzrantila, has been but little frequented by 
Travellers, tho* it was known to Marta Pavia 
in tha thirteenth Century, and who gave a 
difi.in£l Account of the religious Orders called 

Lamas 
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Lamas. The Inhabitants of the McguTs Do- 
■* minions give it rhe Appellation of Bent an, 
and it is mentioned by \Tafermer, under that 
Name, but he had no Knowledge oF it ex¬ 
cept by hear fay. The molt ‘ remarkable 

Cuftotn among them is, that one Woman, 
may have leveral Hufbands at'a time, not 
only of the fame Family, but Brothers, and 

* they excufe themfelves by faying, that Wo¬ 
men are very fcarce in their Country, 

Their Form* of government finie the late 
Wars with the Elutb Tartars is very unccr- 
jjj tain; but before this the grand Lama was 
Matter of Tibet. However he concerns him- 
,t fclf in no worldly Affairs ; he did aft, and 
perhaps does now by a Deputy, This Priett 
or rather Pope, lives in a beautiful Paged at 
Dam, to the North of Lajfa, where he fits 
crofs-legged on a large and magnificent 
Cushion, placed on a Kind of Altar, In this 
Potturc he receives the Adoration, not only 
of the People of the Country hut of vaft 

* Multitudes of Strangers, who flock from 
alt Parts to receive his Biefting. 1 fe never 
returns the Salute, even of Princes, nor gets 
off his Hij& Seat, nor moves his Head. He 
only puts his Hand on the Heads of the 
Wo Hh ip piers, who believe by that Means 
they obtain Re million of Sins. 

r His Followers believe that the God Fe lives 
in him, that he knows all Things, fees alt 
Things, and is acquainted with the Secrets 
« of the Heart. They like wife affirm 1 , that 

he 
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he is immortal, and that when he feems to 
to die, lie only ehan/es his Abode, and en¬ 
ters into a new Botjy. After this, it is no 
Wonder if they ai’enbe to him the Bower uf 
working Miracles, Some of the lbbordinate 
Lamas dwell in Pagods, ol which there are a 
vaft Number, befides thole who live in fami* 
lies, for almoft every Houfe has a Lama. 
Thofe of the higher Sort enjoy great Eaie, 
Plenty and Splendor, by Means of the Gi¬ 
ft rings which are nude thejn. There are 
many Lamas among theTdr/jrr, who pretend 
to tlie fame Power, and receive the fame Ho* 
mage as thofe of Tibet, 

The grand Lama wears a fcarlet Cloak and 
a gik Plat, and thofe of fome of the inferior 
Son, refcmbk Mitres, though they generally 
wear yellow Hats, and their Cloaks are made 
of a kind of yellow Frize. Their Head and 
Beard are fhaved Trcrydofe, and they always 
carry a great Chaplet of Beads of red Coral 
or Amber, which they turn inceffantly thro' 
their Fingers, as they mutter their Prayers. 
Some make* a Vow of Chattily, and they 
have alib Nuns under the fame Vow. The Is 
are cloathed much in the fame manner, only 
they have Bonnets edged with Fur inftead ut 
Flats. The grand Lama is now * generally 
laid to be the Prejlerfcbn t fo often mentioned 
by various Writers. They all believe the 
1 ranfmigration of the Soul, but wc are not 
acquainted with any farther Particulars of 
their Religion j foe they cither cannot or will 
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rot dildofr the ^'yfit'ries of their Worfhip, 
Some Authors have conduced from the Si¬ 
militude of their Ceremonies with thole or rhe 
Rcmijb Religion, that Wtt of Tikt is only a 
Corruption of die Chrifthn, formerly propa¬ 
gated fay the Ncftortans in thole Parts. But 
this rhe Jefniti will hy no Means allow, for 
which they give feme probable Rea fans. 

The Language of Tibet is quite different 
from thole of the Mcngcns, and the Manctev 
VOrton, and that of their ancient Books varies 
from them all, mfbmuch that the Lomas can¬ 
not fo much as read them*, nor do they un- 
derftand the Charters, as they themlelves 
have conldli’il. Some lay, there are pretty 
good Phylicians in Tibet, and that they have 
Allronomcrs who can compute the Motions 
of the Stars, and forced Eclipfes. We have no 
Account of the Plants and Trees, nor even 
the Animals of Tibet, nor what Advantages 
might be drawn from thence by Way of Trade. 
The only Way of coming at this Know¬ 
ledge is by the way of Bengal, for the Road 
from thence ro Lajjii, has been known a great 
while. However, this is cctraifi, that there 
is a great deal of Gold brought from Tibet to 
China, which is of much greater Value than 
what comes from any other Country, 
Taverner a'Frms, three are fcvcral Sorts of 
Drugs brought from ihcncc to Patna, and 
particularly Rhubarb and Mufk. The latter 
he a'Frms pays 25 per Cm, to the great Mo¬ 
gul, at Gurgla, or Qurginpure, the iaft Town 
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in his Dominions on the Side of Tibet j and 
the Merchants carry back from Patna yellow 
Amber, Coral, Bradtlets of Tortoile and 
other Sea Shells, Hi pretends there arc Ca¬ 
ravans which travel, from Patna to Tibet* 
which fet out in December t and that they 
reach Gurgia in tight Days j that in eight 
Days more they come to the Foot of high 
Mountains, travelling through thick Woods 
full of wiki Elephants, Fifteen Miles beyond ■ 
Gurgia, they enter the Territories of the j?a- 
jab Naps! or Netjcl, who refutes at a Town 
of the fame Name, and then they march with 
great Difficulty over the high Mountains, 
But what he fays of the Women al ways ready 
to carry Men on their Backs through the dif¬ 
ficult Paflfes, is coo ridiculous to mention, as 
well as of the Goats that carry the Baggage, 
On the other Side the Mountains, he affirms 
the travel ling is eafy and pkafant, wichplenty 
of all things. 

He tells us, that the King of 97 bet has a 
Guard ofBono Men, and that he has fifty Ele¬ 
phants about his Houle. Thenhe fpeaks of the 
Ad ora t io n paid to t h is K i ng,who m t he Brahmas 
f'hc fiiould have fa id the Lomas) would per- 
fwade the People that he is a God ypon Earth. 
We forbear to relate levers! other Circu ri¬ 
ft antes, which from later and better Accounts 
wc know to be fa lie. However, what has been 
fa'rd, may lave to fhew what little Regard 
fhould be paid to the Dcfcription of Countries 
from the Reports of Travellers in general.

Htn&vijla. The next Day we got into Pvrii Pn r r 
Bay t where *wc found the Prtham and Strcatb jiw, 
who had arrived zhout two hour* before. Here vve 
made what Dlfpateb wc could in waterings and on 
the 261I1 of May the EJ^^uri arrived. The next* 
Ns * Day 
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])jy we weighed, and made fail if) Company vhhjht 
Ptlham, Himtton* and Sir^tban, leaving the Edge- 
.wf ici the Road j wp kept Company with AWi 
two Dais, fleering S. by E A E- which Courfe the 

Captain thought too far eallcriyi and therefore or¬ 
dered her to be kept fuuth, and by that Mews foon 
loft Sight of them. From this Time we had a Paf- 
fjge of feven Wtrks s and them made the Cape Lan % 
'July 8,We took a firdh Departure from Lallan 
and run to the Eaftward between the Latitudes ofjs* 
30. and 36*09* till we made 11 meridian Diftante, 
imd by a Medium of feven other Journals 13 Lon¬ 
gitude s;td tliai Day at Noon had* by U Nervation* 
35. 00 S* at which Time the Captain ordered the 
Ship to be'kept E* N* E. having fieered E* for ^4 
Hours before. This Day bad dirty, fqually Wea¬ 
ther* with the Wind from S, S. W- to S. S- E. and 
a very large Scj, being under treble-reefed Haui- 
top fail, ami double-reefed Fore-top-fait* all the 
Stay-fails flowed, and I judged the Ship's Way from 
noon was about fix or feven Knots an Hour, there- 
Midnight hail about jo Miles on the Board. 

About a Quarter before one 111 the Morning* 
Tburfiky July iy, 1 755, ihe Ship firuck f and went 
to Pieces immediately* fo that we had not Time to 
Jbcrne any Thing for our Frdcrvation. The hrit 
Sm ke awoke rfne* being then afleep in my Cabin. 
I made all the Hafte I could to get upon peck, 
where I found every Thing in the mo it terrifying 
Condition imaginable; the Ship breaking all to Pieces 
and every one crying out to God for Mercy, as they 
w:re denied to and fro by the Violence of the Sea. 
1 crawled over 10 the larboard Side of the Quarter- 
Deck* it then being ihc htgheft Part out of Water. 
I here met with the Captain who faij little more 
than that we fhuuld all perifh. Suddenly a Sea came 
and feparated uy* by which 1 was pretty much 
* L f u ifud * 
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bruifed, and had the Icfler Bone of my left Arm 
broken. I rryde a fkift io get upon the Quarter, 
where I remained fame Time; all the red of 
the Ship being under Water, and gone *□ Fircc-. 
Somebody then called £m ml? upon which I looked 
about me, and Taw fomethmg which appeared very 
blade, but I could not think it to be Lind, a? it 
feemed fo low - 3 but took it rather for the Range ct 
the Sea on the other Side the Breaker?, and expected 
Nothing but to perifli inftantly. The Sea prefently 
broke over me with great Violence, altd forced me 
from my HoU , whereby I got a Blow on my Kvc 
that quite flunked me, and I lay fcnfclcft till after 
Day-light. Coming a little to* 1 found I was fsft 
on a Blank with a Nail in my Shorn!Jer, sfhjcU [ Jbtiu 
cleared myfdf of, and called out as well a* 1 could, 
with what little Strength I had left. I was heard 
by fome of the People on the Rocks, who could 
not well come to my AlTiUance, fo I trawled on 
Shore as well as I could, being quite benumbed with 
Cold, having been above fix Hours in the Wind 
and Rain. When I got on the Rocks 1 met with 
Mr. fshn Cdlitt^ our Second Mate* and five or Ilk 
P eople more, who had efcapcd on Shore fomo Tmrc 
before me. Prefcntly we heard thsL Mr, Jtxts* 
Chief Mate, with Mr- Petuefl^ Fifth Mate, the Car¬ 
penter, and feveral others were ah^ and onShorc. 
Vft then gathered ourfel ves all together to fee who 
had bcenfo happy as to efcape fo fudden aDcaih, and 
found only twenty-three left alive out of 2 JO Souls i 
namely,

Our firti Care was to leek for fomeFCJoatiuog 
fp c ;vcf ti5, In which we fuceccdeJ beyond our Ex¬ 
piation* Fire the next neceiLry Article that 
offered itftlf to our Thoughts* being aLl in a Man* 
ner benumbed after being fo lung expo fed to the 
bleat Winds and Rain; but how to procure any, we 
were qmte at a Ms. Some tried what might be 
done by robbing two Sticks together, but without 
i Licce^. Quraf uj happened to pick up a Walch^ 
wrapt in Cottons and upon farther Search found a 
final] B>x frith two Gun-Flints and a Piece qf a Fils g 
in it. This wa* a joyful Atquiludon, though wc 
tvcjeflill unprovided of Tinder. Some little while 
after* a Calk of Gun-powder waa di.'covered, but 
one End being out, it w as wet; yet Part was dry to-, 
wards the Bottom* Wc bruifed a hitl^aud laid it 
on a Linen Rag* and foon ft ruck Firt. In the Af¬ 
ternoon a Eoxof Wax Candles was broughtnnJ 
at the fame Time a Canteen CaTt- of French Jh-indy* 
tr-.an bath which nothing could be more welcome. 

Wc;qll thought it adt htable to lake a Dnmi f 

for 
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for my own Part I believe I drank pear half a Pint, 
without the kaft enlivening Effect* We then fought 
f^r Watcr T and found a Bun ui Part full. 1 he 
brut fed and wouj^d Men all got round the bite, 
whillt Mr, and muSI of the relt were em¬ 

ployed in making a Tent to covet ^ who were not 
able to walk. Mr* jtnci went among the Rocks to 
cry what he could difcover, and fcmi return'd with feint 
Pieces of fait Pork in hiaHand^ He Likcwiic few fome 
Cdks of Rtcr, W ater and Flour, but it was now 
too late to get them up over the Rocks; and aU that 
could be farther dene this Day, was to get up fome 
Canvafs, fcsV. for compleaung the Tent, winch, 
however, was not large enough to hold us all, and 
we were obliged to erc£t it on die htghcft Part of 
the Rocks, though covered with Gan nets Dung, 
for fear pf being overflowed. All the Night we had 
fitch continued hard Squalls and Rain, that wt ceuld 
get no Reft; and to die great In create of our Dii- 
trefs, we were funk a Foot-deep in die Fowh 
Dung, and our Fire was quite beat out by the W iod 
anJ Rain, 

Friday July 18, the Wind rafted?, with fre¬ 
quent hard Squalls of Rain* Alt thole that wtjc 
able went upon the Rocks in order to Ji?e udut 
Prtndfions they could for our Subsidence, during the 
Stay chat Providence Should allot us in this barren 
Place, which wc dcfpal red of being lefsthan a Month, 
were k only on Account of the Recovery of thebruifed 
and wounded among ns. They vjfited ihc Water-fide 
to look for thofe Things which were feen the Day be¬ 
fore t but io their great Mori,tication found ihc Sea 
had ftove them aii, except a Caffe of Btcr, and one of 
Flour, which were got fjfc ly op.

March 2, tore away to the Weft- 
w.nd in order 10 proceed to the C&pr; but to our 
Glorification* the ne*t Day the Weather Ipckel 
m if it p rami fed a very hard Gale from the Weft- 
wardp and begun to rife apace*. 

Thu rfday March 4. The W ind and Sea increafin^ 
we endeavoured to lay to, hut ftiippeJ fuch hc+rvy 
Seu-?! that we expected every one would <bfh her 
10 Pieces; therefore wcreobliged once more to bear 
and feud under our 1 opT*ul- Sometimes the 
Squalls were fo violent« that the Sea appeared like 
C] ifes over the Stc r n. The Gale c :-nrm ued s il 1 about 
three o'Qock on Friday Mornings and then wc had 
fine W eath er. Toothing maEcriiil happened after¬ 
wards till Sunday March y > when falling calm* we 
anchored about three Quarters of a Mile off Shore, 
and loon after perceived feveraj of the Natives coming 
OWn from the Mount^a^ which encouraged u# 
to ti) to land. Accordingly fent three Men on 
Shore in the Boat, cue of which w* ffomac Jr* 
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a black Servant of the Captain’s: we gave 
them a String; or Amber Beads with them- When 
the Boat returned, we were told that the black Fel¬ 
low had jumped overboard and fwam to Shore* 
When he got sight of us, he waved for m to run 
along Shore, which we did ; and he and the Na¬ 
tives, in Number about forty, followed him, When 
we had ran about a League, wc found a very con^ 
itnkm Place to land; and fentthree Men in the 
fmi[J boat to fctcli Armtd off. which they foon did. 
He and they were very dcilrous of going on Shore 
agvin, faying, the Natives had fent up in the Coun¬ 
try for Sheep, ^u] locks, We fern only the 
three Men, who brought on Board Wood enough 
to h& us four Days. In the Interim Tlnmas Arndd 
gave us the following Account; that when he firl! 
got on Shore they feemed very fhy ofhijnj hut.he 
followed them, and when he came up to ihtm, they 
all fit down, and defired him to fit down by them* 
which he did* Upon preferring the String of Am- 
ber Beads to the ofoeft Man among them, which 
firmed to be thtcr Chief, he received it very kindly. 
Thfcti he made Signs to them that he wiold to eat. 
they brought him fomt Indian Corn and Fruit, BJtd* 
when he had done rating, gave him firnc Water 
in a Ollibafh to drink, then dimmed him to the 
Place where we got him off. The lYind conlimitng 
wertcrly, at two in the Afiemoutiii Monday Afarth {?, 
made Sail along Shore* and nothing renmkable hap¬ 
pened till Match so, whrn the Wind fhifted to the

Time, laving but few Commodities fat that Ufc t .

Plate¬ 
lets fbf their Arms and Legs, what the People in 
India wear com manly in great Numbers* and cad 
them Bangles. Tilde we took on Share and {hewed 
them to the Natives ; at the fame lime making 
Signs to them as well as we could for what we 
wanted to exchange our Commodities* by kneeling 
dawn and gnawing the Grafs, and bedding our 
Hands up like Horns, and making a Ntftfc hke that 
of Bullocks, Sheep* Cfc* which they Foon under- 
{laid* and were very cxpEditkms in driving down „ 

, two 
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two fma!] Bullocks* whkh wc foon agreed for, and 
pure hated for about one Pound of Copper and three 
or four Brafs Buttons, cadi Bullock weighingabout 
five or fix Hundred* very good Meat ; and they 
teemed very well fitisfied wuh their Bargain, and 
premifed to bring more Bullock* down when we 
wanted them. They like wife brought down Milk 
in great Qua milks* which we ufed 10 purchase at a 
very cheap Rale, giving only a Brafe Button for 
about two or three Gallons, Like wife a final! Grain 
like Guinea when, which wc purchased at the fbmc 
Raie^ and ground it bee ween two Stones,, 2nd baked 
It upon fame Ernbeo far Bread, in Hopes it would 
keep till we could get better ; but this did not fue¬ 
led* for it grew mouldy in three Days* therefore 
we afterwards boiled it with our Meat and found it 
very good Food, Wc Raid here about a Fortnight, 
during which Time wc often went up in the Coun- 
try to ihdr Towns about ren or twelve Miles, 
where they lived in Huts covered w ith Ruflics like 
a kind of Thatch, which were very neat within* and 
they always offered one for us to lie in if wc Raid 
on Shore all Night* and were extremely obliging 
At thefe Times we ufed to eat vtih them* and ihcy 
liked our way of dreffing Victuals* though they 
arc particularly fond of the Intrai^, fueh as the 
Paunch and Guts* which they jnofUy eat raw,, only 
jhaking out the Excrement, They were pleated at 
coming on board our Boat, often went up the River 
in the finall Boat with us* and behaved very f 0 - 
ciably. They were no ways Qiy of their women* 
bye frequently brought their own Sifter and Daugh¬ 
ters and left themfer a whole Day with ns, when they 
were gving into the wood! which arc very plenty 
hereabvuts, Their chi cl Extrdft ts hunting, and 
the:r only Arms are Launccj and two fborr^Stk-ks 
with a knob at the End* with which, after hiving, 
« ivfiunJ-ul

1 heir 
thief th name tits are a Piece of*a Bullock s i au, 
which hangs dangling down from their Rump jj 
their Heels, with a icw final! Sea Sheila tied to it i 
they alto wejr I'mslt Pieces of the Skin tied round 
their Knees, Ankles and Arms, fhetf Hairahey 
plaifter up with a great Quantity of 1 allow or rat 
nil ted with a kind of red Earth, and they rub their 
Bodies all over with Greafe. They are prodigious 
a£live and dextrous wi h their Iauncn ;_ weoftwi 
fiw them throw aLaurcc thirty or loity \ **rds, and 
4 hit a imall Head of Cora. They have another 
Method of extreiling them reives in the Day, and 
commonly when they meet or part Irom one ano¬ 
ther, and that is by dancing and jumping all tound 
a Ring, and making a moil hideous Noife, feme times 
hallowing and fomehmes grunting like a Hog ; then 
running backwards -md forwardsas hard as they call, 
ftourifhing their Launces, Another Circutu fiance 
1 fergut to remark, which perhaps may be a little 
furp:ifing ■, which is, that among thetc Natives, who 
art entirely black and all woolly haired, we met 
v/ith a Youth, fcemingly abuiit 1 1 of t+ Years of 
Age, quite white, and his Features had the true Rc*

For 
about two or three Pays before out Departure the 
abovcmcfisioned Boy was iioe to be (ncn 3 they

Having by the Biefling of Pro¬ 
vidence laid in a comfortable Stock of /rovlfiortf* 
wc at five in the Morning weighed and faun got on 
the Bar* where we found a very ugly hurl break¬ 
ing quite over the Boat* and becalmed our Sail (b 
that we had little or no Head-way, and w k in great 
fear of driving on ihc Rocks j however wc rud the 
Happinefs to getfafe out and made fail for the Ki-

At five in 
the Morning weighed and flood elofe in ; and b/ 
a]j Appearance it feemed to break quite aersjfs, aiul 
had a fmall River within ; however, a* the wind 
continued weftcrly, agreed to pufti on a Jon- Shore 
fat Dtlegw, but towards Noon the wind came 
cafierly, and we bore away for the River; and at 
three in the Afternoon anchored about one Mile from 
the Entrance, which broke very high all aerofs, fo 
that we were afraid of going in. It blew very hard 
all Night, which made us ride hard with a heavy 
Sea, tumbling right in.

Sttniaj 18, A fleaftnt Gale weflerly and Fair 
weather* At fevers in the Morning being all on 
board, weighed and made Jail 3 abou t a Quartet be¬ 
fore High-water, when we were got a!molt to the 
Bar, our People very imprudently hauled the Sails 
down and let go theGrapnail dofe to the brake of a 
Sand, and nine of them got the Boat out and went 
on Shore, fwcarbg bitterly that they would femur 
take their chance of living among the Natives than 
be drowned in attempting to go over the Bar i fe 
the rdl of us who remained on board, were either 
to venture over the bar, or to pi on Shore, the Vef- 
fel not being able to get back, the wind and tide 
felting both out of tbs Riveri fo tbat befort lulf 

ebb ihc would ground and brat to Piere-, There¬ 
fore, in Hopes to fave ourfelves and the boar, wo 
weighed in God's name, and loon gof to the breakers; 
there we lay beating in a difmal condition, having 
no more than eight foot water, and the Vrffel draw¬ 
ing Ave foot. After half an hour's tonfliS had a 
kind of faiaoth on the furface, and by the Al¬ 
mighty's providence we got fafe out of the river Sr, 
Lueia, The poor creatures who had left us, feme 
wish only a-fhirt and a pair of drawers, travelled along 
(here and we made the heft of our way to the 
northward. At noon the river Sr. Luna bore South- 
well 6 leagues, from Whence I lake my departure

Tutfdaj 20, A plea fan t Gale in the fouth-weft 
quarter, and fair weather. From Noon till b ive 
o'clock fleered north-oift by north, about five Knots 
an hour 3 it that time the fouth point of IWjjm- 
boy vrai weft north-weft difianec two miles* Bore 
away for the River, intending to waiUUI our People 
fhouli come up with us, whom we expelled would 
reach us from the river St- Luaa in four or five dap. 
At Sun fet the fouthermoft Point of Diktgm-i#f bore 
fouth one league, the body of the ifiand St. Mary s ff 
5 * W + two miles, the extremes of the land to the north¬ 
ward in fight from N- to N. W ( by W. dift. three 
Itagues. In the evening ftood on under an cafy Sail, 
waiting for moon light to run in T which would be at 
ten o'clock, At feven in the evening founded ground 
four fathoms i (hen bawled to the northward, in 
hops* of deepening our water, but foon £hoal d 
to two fathoms and a half s therefore immediately 
anchored at half an houf pafl eight. Mr. ferns and 
1 were upon che waich, and he perceived the fea to 
break a little way a-ftmj of us, and aiked my opi¬ 
nion of it. I looked very ftcdfafHy at it j and per¬ 
ceived it came nearer to us* I was pretty much 
Terrified finding we were almofi fuirounded wich 
breaker s 1 and advlfcd Mr, Jonti to weigh and try to 
2*t deaf of them, and ciftcd Mr. Crikt and the reft. 
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who readily afliflcd in getting under fail, (ho* wc 
had but an indifferent Opinion of mo mg, a* tlic 
wind blew fight in, and we were afraid uf flioaling 
our water in going nighef in 1 but we bad no time 
to lofe as it was almoft low wjter, However, our 
fpirits were foon cheered, by finding that we had 
deepened to four fathom, awl foon after made a 
board to the fouthward, and had from five to fix and 
a half and fcven fathoms and imagining there was 
no fear of breakers in fix fathoms! came to an an¬ 
chor. At Sun-rife the fouth point of the bay, fouth- 
eaft three miles, the i Hand St. jWbrjr's fouth-weft dis¬ 
tant one mite, the extremes of the brake on a fpit 
on the north-eaft end of Sr. Mary's at north-weft- 
by weft, di Itant two miles. At high wafer there is a 
rolling fea upon it, and inereafo breaking gradu¬ 
ally as the water falls, and dries on fome parts at 
low water fpring tides. At noon weighed with the 
fea breeze, and fleered out the feme way we came 
in, till we got without all the breakers j then haul¬ 
ed to the northward for the river. When a-breaft 
of the break, bad but text feet water, but foon after 
deepened to fix fathoms which depth we carried 
about two miles, fleering north-weft, thexi deep¬ 
ened to nine fathnm, which we kept about ons 
mile i then prefently fltoaled at once to two fa¬ 
thoms, fleering the feme courfc, hut foon deepened 
to three and four fathom again 1 then came to five 
fathom, which depth we carried about four leagues, 
flecrinE weft and weft-by-uorth, then fhoalcd it 
gradually to three fathom. At four in the after¬ 
noon anchored in river, in xtinc fathom, 

where we found the Raft galley fnow, Capt. t 3 W- 
for, tradin’/for beef and teeth, ol whom xnofl of us 
beeped a piflage to Btmbay. After flay mg about 
three weeks, we faw a final! country boat coming up 
the liver, which brought three of our people, who 
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left us at river St- Lwitj and they informed us the 
other fix were remaining «ort the other fiat of tne 
bay of waiting the oppormnily of a 

to bring them over* Here Mr* Jsn*s* * i 1 ani * 
myfelf, thought this would be the propere ptaos 
I ecu re the trtafure, pickets, and other effects. In 
order to which, we enticed four or five of our men 
on {bore, and fecurcd two more on board the mow. 
This done, Mr* Jtntt went with Capt* Chandler* 
pinnace manned and armed, ani took all the money, 
plate, and packets he could find, and hrought them 
on hoard the Snm\ in order to deliver them on our 
arrival ac Madrafi, The people fcft in the Hoop, 
being afraid we fhould pay them another unwelcome 
vifit, took # an opportunity of getting away in the 
night* Maj the ^Sth, we weighed in the fUfi gai¬ 
ly, in order to proceed to Jbfadagafc* r* to comp teat 
the cargo, on the account oi a difference between 
Capt. Chandler and the natives, who had firft fold 
him upwards of ioo head of cattle* and afterwards 
itole them all away. The day we left the land w + e 
faw a lail* which proved to be our Poop, which im¬ 
mediately bore down to us* and two of the people 
time on board tbc fiiow* one of whom was the 
Carpenter ; who prevailed on Capt- Chandler to buy 
the (loop for 500 rupees* which he gave his note 
for. They toKJ*us they had taken in the other fix 
men who were left behind at the river St. Lvaa, 
three of whom were now dead, and two more very 
ill i and thefe in two or three days after died like- 
wife of the latigus of travelling over land. Then 
we proceeded fur Mad^afiar t in company with 1 be 
IWop, and in about 21 days made the ifland, find 
anchored at Msrandava* Juiu the 14th ;i and on the 
1 Gxh arrived there the CSrrttfrwf, Sfprtvtf dfvJcbttt- 
/jw* commander, from Eunf e tor China, 


There- 
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Therefore, ns our packets and treafure were di- 
re£hd for Modrefi, we nwk a pailagc in the Cor- 
nju vtfij and leaving Msrtmiava, y*uy the ift, we, 
bp God’s great providence, arrived at Aladraft, 
Jugmji il»c lib, where we delivered die packet), 
ircafure, and other private effects.
